Lonpon is still growing greater. Its population has not been counted for seven 
years, but it is probably 3,126,635. ‘The estimated increase since 1867 is 
44,263. ‘The births registered exceeded the deaths by 40,836. The constant 
flow of strangers into London exceeds the outflow of its children to all the parts 
of the empire. 


The central population varies night and day, as great nnmbers who transact 
business in offices, shops, and factories by day sleep outside the metropolitan 
bounds. The Metropolitan Police district, stretching in every direction about 
15 miles round Charing Cross, is inhabited by about 3,637,040 people. 


The area of London is 122 square miles, equal to a square of a little more than 
11 miles, 18 kilometres, to the side. ‘The Thames and the tides unite the great city 
to the sea. ‘The ground rises to an elevation higher than the hills of ancient Rome, 
but a considerable part of the population on the south side of the river is living 
below or at the level of the Trinity high-water mark. ‘The average elevation of 
the ground at which the population lives is 12 metres (=13 yards). The points 
below high-water mark on the north side of the Thames are in Fulham, Pimlico, 
Westminster, and the Isle of Dogs ; on the south side in Battersea, Kennington, 
Camberwell, Bermondsey, and Rotherhithe. The Plumstead marsh has the lowest 
surface, from 5 to 11 feet below high-water mark. The highest elevations are at 
Hampstead (429 feet = 131 metres) in the north, and Shooters Hill (411 feet) 
and Sydenham Hill (360 feet) in the south. The site of the capital of the empire 
is an eliptical river basin round the dome of St. Paul’s cathedral. The population 
is unequally distributed, dense in the centre, less dense in the outside districts. 
The mean density is expressed by nearly 100 people living to a hectare, 40 to 
an acre ;* the population density of the capital is 100 times the density of the

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United Kingdom. The people live in 400,778 houses; the streets are irregular 
and often narrow, but the elevation of the houses is not often so lofty as to cover 
the streets with unhealthy shadows. ‘The annual value under county rate assess- 
ment exceeded 15,000,000/. , 


Kight companies supplied the population with water, the life-blood of cities, 
from the Thames, and from its tributary the Lea, supplemented by wells. Their 
supply to London and its environs, according to the returns of the companies, 
amounted to 453,857 cubic metres daily, making a ton to every house inhabited or 
uninhabited: correcting for the supplies to factories and to streets, the domestic 
supply is equivalent to 12. decalitres* (26 gallons) daily to each person. The 
water drawn from the wells of London is now inconsiderable in quantity. 
Dr. Frankland’s careful analyses show the composition of the waters. The Thames, 
unlike the yellow Tiber and the turbid Arno rushing down from the Appenines, 
is justly called “clear” in ordinary seasons, but it overflows, and its basin was 
heavily flooded during winter all down its lowest levels. Drought followed in 
summer, hence the composition of its waters varied largely. 


The manure of fields, with the sewage of cities, was washed into the waters. 
On 60 trials, five in each month, the water was clear in. 35 instances, slightly turbid 
in 10, turbid in 8, and very turbid in 7 instances, when drawn from the pipes of 
the five Thames companies. It deserves note, that the waters of, the West Mid- 
dlesex company were in all the 12-trials found clear and transparent ; and that 
the New River water was only twice found slightly turbid. The matters rendering 
the waters turbid are in suspension. _Dr. Frankland’s analyses deal with the 
matter in solution. He found ‘the solid impurity dissolved in the Thames water 
ranged from 23 to 39 parts in 100,000, in the Lea water from 21 to 36 parts. 
In the summer months the waters attained an unusual degree of purity. Upon 

Dr. Frankland’s scale the Sewage contamination was much less in 1868 than in 
1867 ; the West Middlesex and the East London companies both stood well. 


The mean air temperature of the year was 10°9° centigrade,t or 1°7° above the 
average (g°2°). ‘The mean temperature in Fahrenheit degrees was 51°6°; the 
highest temperature 96°6°. The highest temperature, 36° centigrade (nearly blood- 
heat), at Greenwich was attained in the latter part of July. The air was unusually 
dry. Yet the great rains at the beginning and the end of the year raised the 
rain-fall to 64 centimetres (25-28 inches), which is nearly the average for Green- 
wich. The wind moved at a mean velocity of 20 kilometres (12*2 miles) an hour, 
the average being 17 kilometres (to*3 miles) an hour. 


The sewerage of London is approaching completion. Three great sewers north 
of the Thames converge at Abbey Mills, near the east loop of the Lea: the northern 
high level sewer flows from the foot of Hampstead, through Stoke N ewington and 
Hackney ; the middle level sewer runs from Notting Hill, down Oxford-street, 
by Bishopsgate station and Victoria Park to join the high level sewer west of 
Old Ford ; the western sewer runs from Chiswick by Chelsea Hospital to a. point 
at which its contents will be lifted into the northern low level sewer, to take 
up all the drainage of Westminster and the City, and Limehouse, Bromley and 
Poplar, and carry it to the Abbey Mills, where its contents are to be lifted by 
pumping into the northern outfall sewer, which will carry the three united streams 
of sewage down to the reservoir. at Barking Creek. The most important parts 
of the low level sewer are not yet constructed ; namely, the part from Chelsea 
Hospital, including the first lift down to Westminster Bridge, and the part ex- 
tending from the Temple to the Tower of London ; so that many of the large 
sewers still pour their contents into the Thames, The three southern sewers 
converge at Deptford, and after the lower stream. has been lifted, flow down the

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southern main outfall sewer to Crossness. These sewers, north and south, have 
already produced excellent effects. ‘They are sufficient to carry off the rain-fall 
in the common year, except on about 12 days, when the sewage flood is thrown 
bodily into the Thames through overflow weirs. The river in London is much less 
offensive than it was, as may be inferred from the fact that about 360,000 cubic 
metres of sewage are carried down to the reservoirs of Barking and Crossness, where 
they are pumped into the stream, when the tide is flowing out. For an ‘ample 
account of this great and important work, see the Report of Mr. Bazalgette on 
the main drainage, and the reports of the Metropolitan Board of Works. 


When the northern lower level sewer is completed, and the branches of all the 
sewers are in safe communication with the houses, when the sewers are well 
cleansed and ventilated, and when the sewage is utilized, this system of treatment 
will be in full operation, and the weekly returns will test its efficacy. 


The houses inhabited, it has been seen are about 400,778 in. number, each 
occupied by about 8 people, 7°8; by nearly twice an average family (4°4). The 
water supply is not on every house, it is intermittent, and the water not always 
pure, is never soft ; the air is often charged with smoke; and the sewage is not 
entirely removed from all the dwellings. 


The food supply is the other great element affecting the public health: respecting 
its amount in meat, bread, vegetables, and its distribution which is of still more 
importance, the information i is at present defective. 


The weekly returns are for 53 weeks, when the deaths nabbed to 74,908. 
After correcting for this and other disturbing elements, the mortality is found to be 
at the annual rate of 23°59, or nearly 24 déaths to 1000 of the population. This 
is below the average mortality of 24°34. The improvement is most striking in 
south London, where the sewage stagnated, and the water supply was drawn 
directly from the Thames, charged with sewage down to the year 1856. The 
mortality there was at the rate of 38 and 35 per 1000 in the years 1849 and 1854 ; 
during the average of five years 1840-44 it was 25, of five years 1845-49 it was 28, 
and during the five years 1850-54 it was 26; in 1855-59 it fell to 23 ; in 1860-64 
it was 23 ; and in 1865-68 it ranged from 22 to 24; in the last year it was 23. 
The mortality is now lower in south London than it is in north London, 


Diarrhea was unusually fatal, 4060 deaths in the summer, and 320 deaths by 
simple cholera were registered. . The other fatal zymotic diseases were fever 2483 
deaths, scarlatina 2921 deaths, whooping-cough 2369, measles 1989.

Report on the Anatysis of the Warers supplied by the Merrorotrran WATER 
Companies during the several Monrus of the Year 1868, by Proressor 
FRANKLAND, F.R.S., &c. 

_ Royal College of Chemistry, 

Sir, January 28th, 1869. 
In the accompanying tables I have the honour to submit to you a summary of 

the results of my analytical examinations of the waters supplied to the metropolis, 

to Edinburgh, and to certain provincial towns during the year 1868. The analy- 
tical methods which I began to employ in the previous year have been continued, 

and I have the satisfaction to find, that an experience extending to more than 700 


_ different samples of water, from the most widely different sources in Great Britain, 


has only served to confirm my confidence in the new processes of analysis to which 
the metropolitan waters have, for the past two years, been submitted. 

Table A. shows the temperature of the different waters as delivered from the 
companies’ mains on the days when the samples were taken. 

Table B. the amount of solid impurity left on the evaporation of 100,000 parts 
by weight of each sample. | 

Table C. the amount of carbon contained in the organic matter constituting a 
portion of this solid impurity (organic carbon). 

Table D. the amount of nitrogen contained in the organic matter (organic 
nitrogen). 

Table E. the amount of ammonia. 

Table F. the amount of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites. 

Table G. the total quantity of combined nitrogen. 

Table H. the amount of previous sewage or manure contamination deduced from 
the amount of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, nitrites, and ammonia in excess of 
that contained in rain water in these forms. Nitrogenous organic matter of 
animal origin (such as that contained in the liquid and solid excrements of 
animals), when present in water or in the soil through which water percolates, 
undergoes gradual oxidation, its nitrogen becoming converted into ammonia, 
nitrous acid, and nitric acid, which remain in the water and constitute a record 
of previous sewage or manure contamination. In undergoing a similar decom- 
position, vegetable organic matter has never been observed to yield these products. 
I have sought for them in vain in scores of samples of water heavily con- 
taminated with vegetable organic matter and taken from both springs, rivers, 
and surface drains. But rain-water generally contains minute traces of them 
amounting in the maximum to °032 part of nitrogen in all these forms in 
100,000 parts of rain-water. It is necessary therefore to deduct this amount 
from that found in the analysis of a sample of potable water. If there is any 


Temainder the water stands: convicted of having been in contact with decaying 


animal matter. For sanitary purposes all forms of decaying animal substances 
may be classed as either sewage or manure matters, and all waters which have 
been in contact with an appreciable quantity of substances belonging to either 
category ought, if possible, to be rejected for domestic supply. To express this 
kind of contamination in terms of some known standard, I employ average filtered 
and fresh London. sewage, which contains 10 parts of nitrogen, in the form of 
animal organic nitrogen, in 100,000 parts. Thus a water which yields on analysis 
1°032 part of nitrogen in 100,000, as nitrous acid, nitric acid, and ammonia, 
contains, in 100,000 parts, the nitrogenous remains or skeleton of an amount of 
be 
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animal organic matter equal to that contained in 10,000 parts of average fresh 
filtered London sewage. Such a water is therefore said to have a previous sewage 
or manure contamination of 10,000 parts in every 100,000 parts. 

Table I. expresses the hardness of each sample of water, that is the number of 
parts of carbonate of lime (or its equivalent of other soap-destroying salts) con- 
tained in 100,000 parts of the water. 

Table K. exhibits a comparison of the potable waters used in London with those 
supplied to Edinburgh, and some provincial towns. 

The tables are to be read thus: According to Table A., the water delivered by 
the Chelsea company in January had a temperature of 7°2° centigrade. Table B. 
states that 100,000 lbs. of this water contained 29:2 Ibs. of solid impurity. Table C. 
informs us, that the organic matter constituting a portion of this impurity contained 
°353 lb. of carbon; Table D. that this organic matter also contained +058 lb. of 
nitrogen ; Table E. that 100,000 lbs. of this water contained +001 1b. of ammonia ; 
Table F. that 339 1b. of nitrogen existed in the same weight of water, as nitrates 
and nitrites ; whilst Table G. shows that it contained a total of -398]b. of com- 
bined nitrogen in the different forms of organic matter, nitrates, nitrites, and 
ammonia. ‘Table H. states that 100,000 lbs. of the water had been, after reaching 
the earth as rain, contaminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 
3,080 Ibs. of average filtered London sewage ; and Table I. informs us that every 
100,000 Ibs. of this water contained 15:4 Ibs. of carbonate of lime or its equivalent 
of other hardening salts. | 


. The past year was distinguished by very heavy floods in the Thames basin. in 
the winter, followed by excessive drought in summer. It was therefore to be 
expected that the quality of the waters of the Thames and the Lea would vary 
between limits unusually wide. An inspection of the accompanying analytical 
results shows this to have been the case. Thus the total solid impurity in Thames 
water varied from 22°6 to 38°6 parts in 100,000, whilst that in the Lea water 
ranged from 21°2 to 36 parts in 100,000. In January, the Thames overflowed its 
banks above the point at which the metropolitan water supply is drawn, and, 
washing the surfaces of cultivated fields, mingling with the stagnant ditches and 
ponds, and receiving the contents of the suddenly flushed sewers of Oxford, 
Reading, and Windsor, became contaminated to an intolerable degree, as evidenced 
by the unusually large proportion of organic carbon, organic nitrogen, and previous 
sewage contamination in the waters of those companies which draw from that 
river. It is remarkable that the quality of the water supplied from the Lea by 
the New River and the East London Companies, was but slightly affected by 
this flood. 


On the other hand in the summer months, the waters of both rivers attained a 
degree of purity which I have never before observed in them. ‘The excessive 
drought prevented much animal matter both solid and liquid from reaching the 
streams. The refuse was absorbed into the thirsty soil, whence it was afterwards 
partially dislodged by the heavy rains of October and December. 


It has been frequently asserted, but without proof, that the noxious organic 
matter of sewage, when discharged into a river of considerable magnitude, is 
entirely destroyed by oxidation after a flow of a few miles. This assertion is 
erroneous. In his evidence before the Rivers Pollution Commission, Sir Benjamin 
Brodie says (First Report of Rivers Pollution Commission ; Minutes of Evidence, 
p. 49.) “I should say that it was simply impossible, that the oxidizing power 
“ acting on sewage running in mixture with water over a distance of any length, 
“ is sufficient to remove its noxious quality. Taking the case of Oxford, if the 
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sewage of Oxford was, in its entirety, discharged into the river Thames, I 
should say, that we could certainly not trust to the oxidizing power to take 
away the noxious quality of the water before it reaches, say, Teddington. I 
presume that the sewage could only come in contact with oxygen from the 
oxygen contained in the water, and also from the oxygen on the surface of the 
water, and we are aware that ordinary oxygen does not exercise any rapidly 
oxidizing power on organic matter. I believe that an infinitesimally small 
quantity of decaying matter is able to produce an injurious effect upon health. 
“ Therefore, if a large proportion of organic matter was removed by the process 
“ of oxidation, the quantity left might be quite sufficient to be injurious to health. 
“ With regard to the oxidation, we know that to destroy organic matter, the most 
‘ powerful oxidizing agents are required, we must boil it with nitric acid and 
*“ chloric acid, and the most perfect chemical agents. To think to get rid of 
** organic matter by exposure to the air for a short time is absurd.” 

My analyses of Thames water delivered in London during the past year, com- 
pletely confirm Sir B. Brodie’s opinion. They leave no doubt that, although 
oxidation does take place to some extent, a considerable proportion of the animal 
organic matter contained in the sewage of Oxford, Reading, Windsor, &c. reaches 
Teddington in an unoxidized condition. 


When compared with the mean analytical results of 1867, the numbers obtained 
in 1868, show that the water delivered by the Chelsea, West Middlesex, Grand 
Junction, Lambeth, and East London companies contained slightly less solid im- 
purity in 1868, that delivered by the New River Company contained a slight 
excess in 1868 ("42 part in 100 000), whilst the Southwark and Kent companies’ 
waters exhibited a considerable increase, amounting to 2°55 and 6:03 parts 
respectively in 100,000. With the exception of the Lambeth, all the companies 
delivered water containing a greater maximum amount of solid impurity in 1868 
than in 1867. The maximum amount of solid impurity in the Lambeth Company’s 
water was the same in both years. 


In every case except one, the mean amount of organic carbon was much less in 
the past than in the previous year, the Southwark Company's water constitutes 
the exception : it contained only *003 part in 100,000 less in 1868 than in 1867. 

The following table exhibits a comparison of the previous sewage or manure 
contamination of the different waters in the two years :

The higher numbers in this table occurred in the winter, the lower in the 
summer months, the summer numbers being exceptionally low during the past 
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year, owing partly to the activity of aquatic vegetation in purifying the water, and 
partly to the long drought which prevented much filth from being washed into 
the Thames and Lea for many months. 

The mean hardness of all the waters delivered in London during 1868 was 
greater than during 1867, with the exception of that of the Lambeth Company’s 
water, which was ‘17° less in 1868. On the average the water delivered to con- 
sumers during the past year, was nearly 1° harder than that supplied during the 
previous year. 

I have again to call your attention to the very inefficient filtration of a con- 
siderable proportion of the water supplied to the metropolis. On several occasions 
the water of the Lambeth, Southwark, and Chelsea companies was in such a 
muddy condition as to render it totally unfit for domestic use. In February last 
the Lambeth Company’s water was so turbid, that brightly illuminated objects 
could not be seen through a stratum of it 12 inches deep. On account of the 
great amount of sewage which commingles with the river waters supplied to 
London, their efficient filtration before delivery is of the utmost importance. 


How far this is actually accomplished by the different companies, may be seen 
from the following table, showing the condition of the various samples when drawn 
from the compauies’ mains :

Of all the companies supplying London with water, the West Middlesex stands 
pre-eminent as regards careful filtration ; not even during the early part of the 
year, when the ‘Thames was excessively muddy from floods, did this company on 
any occasion send out water which was not perfectly clear and transparent. An 
inspection of Table K. shows that in other respects also the West Middlesex 
Company’s water was superior to that of every other company drawing from the 
Thames. It is thus evident, that with efficient filtration Thames water can be 
delivered to consumers clear and transparent, even in the most unfavourable 
seasons. 

The New River and Grand Junction Companies stand next in regard to efficient 
filtration, whilst the Southwark Company’s water is almost invariably sent out in 
an imperfectly filtered condition. Only on one occasion in the entire year, did I 
obtain a sample of clear water from this company’s mains, and the same was the 
case in 1867. . 

During the year, the water delivered by two of the metropolitan companies 
exhibited for a time an exceptionally high degree of contamination. The first 
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case was that of the Kent Company’s water, which, in February and March, pre- 
sented remarkable peculiarities. In February it contained no less than 59°2 parts 
of solid impurity in the 100,000 parts, 42 parts being the maximum and 39°3 the 
mean amount observed during the year 1867. Of the above 59°2 parts, 14°7 
were common salt, the occurrence of which in such quantity is difficult to account 
for, without assuming contamination from a tidal river. In March the condition 
of things was much worse, for the solid impurity had increased to 70°2 parts, and 
the common salt to 23:7 parts. The attention of the company’s engineer was 
strongly drawn to this abnormal state of the water, and in the following month 
the excess of impurity disappeared. | 

The company’s works are situated close to, and on both sides of the river 
Ravensbourne, from which a considerable portion of the supply was formerly 
derived. The old reservoirs and filter beds, occupying a large area of land, sunk 
below the level of the Ravensbourne, are still retained, and one of them at least 
is used for the temporary storage of a portion of the water raised from the 
company’s wells. The position of these reservoirs must render it very. difficult to 
exclude percolation from the foul river, which runs within a few yards of them for 
a considerable distance. The remark which you made in 1866, in reference to a 
very similar state of things then existing at the Old Ford station of the East 
London Water Company, is applicable with equal force to the Kent Company’s 
works at Deptford. 

In the interests of the public health, the country has a right to demand the 
security which could be afforded by the filling up, and conversion into valuable 
land, of these old reservoirs, which the company admits are of little or no use. 

The second case of exceptional contamination occurred to the Southwark Com- 
pany’s water during the months of August, September, and October. Drawing 
its supply from the same source as the other Thames companies, the Southwark 
Company delivered, during these months, water of a strikingly different compo- 
sition. A reference to the accompanying tables, B., C., and D., shows that the 
total solid impurity, and (in September and October) the organic constituents were 
in very marked excess in this as compared with the remaining Thames waters. 
The proportion of common salt in Thames water delivered by the other companies 
during the three months above mentioned, never exceeded 3°6 lbs. in 100,000 Ibs. 
of water ; whilst in the Southwark Company’s water it was as follows: in August 
7°5 lbs., in September 13°6 lbs., and in October 7°2lbs. I directed the attention 
of the company’s engineer to this abnormal condition of the water, pointing out 
that the admission of acertain proportion of tidal water of the Thames at Battersea, 
where the company’s reservoirs are situated close to the river, would cause the 
excess of the impurities which I had observed. The exceptional contamination 


had been prevented when the November sample was taken, and it has not since. 


recurred. ‘These instances show the great importance of the analytical determina- 
tion of common salt, or of chlorine in the London waters. Many of the companies’ 
reservoirs are placed below high-water mark, on the banks. of tidal rivers, and 
are, therefore, liable to percolations from the neighbouring streams, whence they 
formerly received their supply of water. I have, therefore, since October’ last 
added determinations of chlorine to the other analytical results, and propose to 
continue them in my future monthly reports.

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seers Fires in London, 1868. 


Freres 1n LONDON DURING THE YEAR 1868.* 


The Report of Captain Shaw, the Chief Officer of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, 
shows that 1668 fires were attended by the brigade during the year 1868, being an 
increase of 271 on the previous year, and compared with the average of the last 
10 years the increase is 881. The number of serious fires (235) compares 
favourably with the “slight losses” (1433) of the year. Accidents occurred to 
95 members of the brigade. 

The establishment consists of 373 firemen at 49 fire-engine, 90 fire-escape, and 
two floating stations, distributed over an area of about 100 square miles. In 
addition to two floating steam fire engines, there are 105 land engines, of which 
25 are steam and 80 are manual fire engines. The number of watches kept up 
tbroughout the Metropolis is at present 96 by day and 177 by night. The fire- 
escape service, consisting of 98 fire escapes, now forms a branch of the duties of 
the fire brigade.

The following trades experienced the greater number of fires: bakers 22 fires, 
beershop keepers 29, booksellers, binders, and stationers 22, boot and shoe makers 
24, builders 26, cabinet-makers 80, carpenters 23, chandlers 13, cheesemongers 10, 
coal merchants 12, coffee and eating houses 35, corn dealers 12, drapers 34, 
engine and machine makers 13, furniture brokers 14, greengrocers and fruiterers 22, 
grocers 42, haberdashers 11, hairdressers 10, hotel keepers 12, lodgings and 
tenements 166, marine-store dealers 15, milliners and dressmakers 15, offices 20, 
oil and colourmen 15, printers 138, private dwellings 301, stables 39, tailors, 
clothiers, and outfitters 31, tobacconists 21, buildings under erection and in course 
of repair 20, unoccupied premises 21, and victuallers 69. 

Among_ prolific causes of fires may be enumerated, airing linen 11 fires, candle 
231, children playing with fire and lucifers 44, caused by flues 134, gas 158, hot 
ashes 31, lamps 28, light thrown down area 29, lucifers 35, smoking tobacco 40, 
sparks 184, spontaneous ignition 24, stoves 35, 4 stated to be caused by heat of 
the sun, and turpentine, chemicals, &c. 18. In 479 instances the causes were 
unknown, and nine fires are attributed to incendiarism. 

Of the 1668 fires, 233 occurred on Sundays, 227 on Mondays, 234 on Tuesdays, 
267 on Wednesdays, 229 on Thursdays, 225 on Fridays, and 253 on Saturdays, 
632 of the fires broke out in the five hours preceding midnight, the tenth hour 
contributing the greatest number, 168. The number of deaths and of injuries 
resulting from these fires to other persons than those in the brigade are not given 
in the Report.

In THe WEEK that ended on Saturday, January 4th, 4722 Birrus, and 3468 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpow and in TurrTEen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1000 in London, 23 in 
Edinburgh, and 32 in Dublin ; 23 in Bristol, 830 in Birmingham, 382 in Liverpool, 
40 in Manchester, 33 in Salford, 22 in Sheffield, 32 in Bradford, 27 in Leeds, 
27 in Hull, 29 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 27 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 30 per 1000 during the week ending the 28th ult., when the mean tempe- 
rature was 10°6° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the 
rate was 24. 

In Lonpon the srrrus of 1190 boys and 1128 girls, in all 2318 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2187. 

The pratus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1624. It was the 
first week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1648. The deaths in the present 
return ‘are less by 24 than the estimated amount, but exceed the number recorded 
in the preceding week by 191. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 300, the corrected average number being 
354. Twenty-two deaths occurred from small-pox, 55 from measles, 43 from 
scarlatina, 52 from whooping-cough, and 40 from typhus. Measles was most fatal 
in the North, East, and South districts ; 5 children died of the disease in Maryle- 
bone Workhouse. Thirteen fatal cases of scarlatina were registered in the North 
districts, 4 being in the sub-district of Kentish Town. Twenty deaths occurred 
in the South districts from scarlatina, 4 were in the sub-district of Plumstead. 

The daughter of a West India planter, aged 8 years, died on 22d December at 
65 Bride-street, Islington, of “ English cholera.” Post mort. (dnquest.) 

A stone sawyer, aged 34 years, died on 3lst December at 10 Oxford-terrace, 
Battersea, of “ choleraic diarrhoea (9 days), hemiplegia effusion (2 days).” 

One hundred and fifty-seven deaths from phthisis, 232 from bronchitis, 104 from 
pneumonia, and 84 from diseases of the heart were recorded last week. 

The deaths of 8 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles in the streets, of 
6 children and 2 adults who were burnt, and of 12 children and 2 adults who 
were suffocated, were registered. 

Six persons died from intemperance. <A tailor, aged 52 years, died on 28th De- 
cember at 18 Queen’s-row, Kennington, of “gradual decay, seemingly from want 
of sufficient food and clothing.” 

During the Year 1867 the deaths of 164 persons who were killed by horses or 
carriages in the streets were registered. Forty-nine children under the age of 
10 years, 15 young persons from 10 to 15 years of age, 41 persons aged 20 and » 
under 40 years, 29 aged 40 and under 60, 27 aged 60 and under 80, and 3 aged 
80 years and upwards lost their lives, in many cases it is to be feared from the

negligence of men driving in the streets. The large number of children who 
were killed is accounted for in some measure by the absence, in the poorer parts 
of the Metropolis, of open spaces or playgrounds available for recreation ; for 
children living in crowded and ill-ventilated courts can only play in the open streets. 
Besides the unfortunate persons killed, a much larger number receive serious 
injuries, which tend to shorten and embitter the life they would otherwise enjoy. 
It would diminish the danger of the streets, if light. bridges were constructed 
over, or subways under, the most dangerous parts of crowded thoroughfares ; and 
if the penalties for furious driving were strictly enforced. 

Ten persons were killed by horses, 3 by carriages, 7 by omnibuses, 17 by cabs, 
32 by vans or waggons, 5 by drays, 43 by carts, and 47 by vehicles not described, 
The large proportion of fatal cases occurring from injuries caused by vans, 
waggons, and carts, probably arises from those heavily laden vehicles being driven 
so fast that their weight and momentum prevent their being stopped in time for 
foot passengers to escape. Cabs and light carriages are more under the control 
of the driver ; hence, fewer casualties from this class of vehicles are recorded. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30-020in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30°19 in. on 
Monday, 30th December, to 29°82 in. on Saturday, 4th January. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 30°1°, which is 7:0° below the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest 
day temperature was 40°7° on Sunday, 29th December. ‘The lowest night tempe- 
rature was 22°8° on Friday, 3d January. The entire range of temperature in 
the week was, therefore, 17°9°. The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and air temperature was 6°9°. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 75, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount 
of 0°05in. Snow fell on the last four days of the week. The general direction 
of the wind was N.E. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into 
the River Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 55,715,609 
gallons or 253,142 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
January 13th, 1868. 

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, January I1lth, 4395 sirras, and 3454 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THirreeNn other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 26 per 10090 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 82 in Dublin; 24 in Bristol, 28 in Birmingham, 33 in Liverpool, 
35 in Manchester, 30 in Salford, 22 in Sheffield, 29 in Bradford, 29 in Leeds, 
30 in Hull, 25 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 33 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 29 per 1000 during the week ending the 4th inst., when the mean tempe- 
rature was 8°3° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the 
rate was 27. 

In Lonpon the sirtus of 1053 boys and 1079 girls, in all 2132 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2152. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1574. It was the 
second week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1799. ‘The deaths in the present 
return are less by 225 than the estimated number. 

Two kundred and seventy-three deaths occurred from zymotic diseases, the cor- 
rected average number being 364. Eleven deaths were caused by small-pox, 48 by 
measles, 49 by scarlatina, 49 by whooping-cough, 25 by typhus, and 22 by diarrhea. 
Fourteen fatal cases of measles were recorded in the West, and 15 in the East 
districts ; 6 were in the sub-district of Kensington Town, and 3 in the sub-district 
of Bow. Eleven deaths from scarlatina were registered in the West, 11 in the 
North, and 16 in the South districts ; 4 were in the sub-district of Kentish Town, 
and 6 in the sub-district of Plumstead. Whooping-cough was least fatal in the 
Central districts, 8 cases occurred in the sub-district of St. Margaret Westminster, 
3 in that of St. John Marylebone, 4 in that of Mile-end Old Town West, 4 in that 
of St. Peter Walworth, and 5 in that of Kennington first part. 

The widow of a baker, aged 52 years, died on 9th January, at 18 Salmon-street, 
Mile-end Old Town, of “ cholera.” 

One hundred and eighty-seven deaths from phthisis, 294 from bronchitis, 91 
from pneumonia, and 81 from diseases of the heart, were registered last week. 

The deaths of 7 children and 5 adults from burns or scalds, of 6 children from 
suffocation, and of 3 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles in the streets 
were recorded. 

A man, aged 62 years, died on 3Ist December at the Workhouse, St. Margaret 
Westminster, of “ destitution, exhaustion.” 

A man, aged 40 years, died on 3d January, at Angel-alley, Whitechapel, from 
“ congestion of lungs, want of food, and other privation.” Post mort. 

A gardener, aged 59 years, died on 9th January, in the public road, Kennington 
Park, of ‘‘exhaustion from insufficiency of food.” (Znquest.) 

The widow of a labourer, died on 8th January, at 10 Holborn Buildings, City, at 
the age (as stated) of 100 years. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°896in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30-10 in. on 
Friday, 10th January, to 29°69 in. on Saturday, 11th January. The mean tempe- 
rature of the air in the week was 30°6°, which is 5°3° below the average of the 
same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day, 
temperature was 35°9° on Monday, 6th January.

was 25°0° on Tuesday, 7th January. The entire range of temperature in the 
week was, therefore, 10°9°. The range of temperature during the four last days of 
the week was very small. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature 
and air temperature was 2°2°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 34°6°; that of the lowest was 33°1°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 91, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
On Sunday, 5th January the atmosphere was completely saturated with moisture. 
Rain fell to the amount of 0-81 in., and snow fell occasionally during the week. 
The general direction of the wind was N.E. Ozone was observed on four days 
during the week. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into 
the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 62,557,163 
gallons, or 284,226 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. | 


The RecistraR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WaTER CoMPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
DeEcEMBER 1867: thus, according to their account, 94,059,817 gallons or 427,357 cubic metres of 
water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 958 litres, 
rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 139 litres (= S0°5 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of December, it may be 
estimated that about 77,302,000 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 
25 gallons per day for each inhabitant.

Meteorological Observations. 
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In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, January 18th, 4515 pirrus, and 3436 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1000 in London, 28 in 
_ Edinburgh, and 31 in Dublin ; 27 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 36 in Liverpool, 

32 in Manchester, 80 in Salford, 26 in Sheffield, 25 in Bradford, 24 in Leeds, 
27 in Hull, 28 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 32 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 31 per 1000 during the week ending the 11th inst., when the mean tempe- 
rature was 1°7° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the 
rate was 26. 

The Marchese de Cinque by desire of the Chancelier Général of Rome has 
supplied a return, showing that in the first eleven days of this year ending Saturday, 
January 11th, the births were 214, the deaths 304, out of a population of 215,573. 

In Lonpon the brrtus of 1129 boys and 1078 girls, in all 2202 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2192. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1596. It was the 
third week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that weck is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1745. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 149 than the estimated number. 

Three hundred and seventeen deaths were caused by zymotie diseases, the 
corrected average number being 355. Thirty-three deaths occurred from small- 
pox, 37 from measles, 86 from scarlatina, 9 from diphtheria, 73 from whooping- 
cough, 50 from typhus, and 14 from diarrhea. One death from small-pox occurred 
in the West, 14 fatal cases were registered in the North (where the Small-pox 
Hospital is situated), 8 in the Central, 4 in the East, and 6 in the South districts. 
Measles was least fatal in the East districts. Ten deaths from scarlatina were 
recorded in the West, 13 in the North, 2 in the Central, 4 in the East, and 7 in the 
South districts. Ten deaths from whooping-cough were registered in the West, 

15 in the North, 8 in the Central, 14 in the Hast, and 26 in the South districts. 
Three fatal cases of fever were recorded in the West, 12 in the North (where the 
London Fever Hospital is situated), 8 in the Central, 12 in the East, and 15 in 


- .the South districts. 


Phthisis proved fatal to 186 persons ; 235 deaths occurred from bronchitis, 92 
from pneumonia, and 91 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 9 children and 2 adults from burns or scalds, of 14 children and 3 
adults who were suffocated, and of 2 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles 
in the streets, were registered. 

A printer, aged 61 years, died on 15th January in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital 
from “compound fracture of right leg by a fall from treading on a piece of ice 
at Aldersgate.” (Inquest.) 

The widow of a shoemaker, aged 64 years, was found dead on 31st December, 
at 28 Whitecross-place, Shoreditch, “ from want of proper and sufficient nourish- 
“ment.” (Inquest.)

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Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


A dock labourer, aged 52 years, was found dead on 8th January at 20 Great 
Arthur-street, St. Luke, from “inflammation of lungs, want of food, and warmth, 
and other privation.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

A baker, aged 45 years, died on 11th January at 52 Golden-lane St. Luke, of 
“ effusion on brain from want of food, &c.” Post mort. (dnquest.) 

In East London comprising the districts of Shoreditch, Bethnal-green, White- 
chapel, St. George-in-the-East, Stepney, Mile-end Old Town, and Poplar the deaths 
in the week were 321. This is less by 7 than the average deaths of the 
corresponding weeks of the ten years 1858-67 ; the average being 328, which if 
corrected in the usual way for increase of population, becomes 356. The actual 
deaths were 821. The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 in East London, 
27 in West London; 27 in North London, 26 in South London, and 29 in Central 
London. Allowing for any possible decrease of population in East London, it is 
evident that the mortality there is not higher than it is in the rest of the 
Metropolis. 

When the strange panic which for the moment paralyses the industrial enter- 
prise of England has vanished, as it will do, this region which is singularly well 
suited for manufactures and for commercial entrepdts, will no doubt recover. In 
the meantime it is gratifying to find that the distress has been hitherto so 
mitigated, as not yet to produce either famine-fever, or any other unusual disease. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29-618in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°32 in. on 
Monday, 13th January, to 80°12 in. on Thursday, 16th January. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 44:9°, which is 8°5° above the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest 
day temperature was 51°9° on Tuesday, 14th, and Friday, 17th January. The 
lowest night temperature was 83°6° on Sunday, 12th January. The entire range 
of temperature in the week was, therefore, 18°3°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 2°7°. The mean of the 
highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 38°8°; that of the lowest 
was 37°2°. ‘The mean degree of humidity of the air was 91, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. On Sunday, 12th January, the degree of humidity 
recorded was 99. Rain fell during the week to the amount of 0°79in. The 
general direction of the wind was S.W. Gales of wind occurred on Monday the 
13th and Friday the 17th January. A violent gale of wind prevailed on Saturday, 
18th January, the greatest pressure on the square foot was 30'0 lbs. At Liverpool . 
the maximum pressure of the wind on the square foot was 43 lbs. at 2 P.M., and 
the lowest reading of the barometer occurred at 2°20 p.m., viz. 28°83 in. The 
rain-fall in Glasgow during the week amounted to so unusual a quantity as 4-36 in, 
At Clifton the rain-fall on Friday was 0°86in., and on Saturday, 0°98 in. 
According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at 
the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 78,961,587 gallons or 358,759 cubie 
metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
January 27th, 1868. 

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, January 25th, 4819 Birrus, and 3274 
DEATHS, were registered in LonpON anl in Tarrreen other rarge Lowns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons living. 

The aunual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 10)0 in London, 31 in 
Edinburgh, and 37 in Dublin; 27 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 32 in Liverpool, 
38 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 26 in Sheffield, 31 in Bradford, 23 in Leeds, 
23 in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 30 per 1000 during the week ending the 18th inst., when the mean tempe- 
rature was 15°6° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the 
rate was 27. 

In Lonpon the sirrus of 1157 boys and 1166 girls, in all 2323 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2205. 

The puarus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1395. It was the 
fourth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 18, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1716. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 32] than the estimated number. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 249, the corrected average number being 
348. T'wenty-one deaths occurred from small-pox, 42 from measles, 22 from 
scarlatina, 5 from diphtheria, 52 from whooping-cough, 31 from fever, and 13 from 
diarrhea. . 

Phthisis proved fatal to 157 persons; 206 deaths were caused by bronchitis, 89 
by pneumonia, and 66 by diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 5 persons from burns or scalds, of 7 infants from suffocation, of 3 
persons from intemperance, and of 2 persons who were killed by horses or carriages 
in the streets were registered. 

A stableman, aged 44 years, died on 16th January, in the Workhouse, 
St. Margaret Westminster, from “ destitution, low fever, one week.” 

The wife of a greengrocer, aged 31 years, died on 6th January, in University 
College Hospital, from “fracture of skull by a fall in the street.” Post mort. 
(Inquest.) 

The mortality was relatively low in all the five great divisions of London; it 
was at the annual rate to 1000 of 22 in West London, 23 in South London, 23 in 
North London, 25 in East London, and 25 in Central London including the City 
and the surrounding districts as far as St. Giles’s. 

By fever of the common forms, the deaths were at the annual rate on 10,000 
living of 4 in West London, 2 in North London 4 in Central London, 10 in East 
London, and 5 in South London. Twelve deaths by fever are referred to East 
London, and 3 of them occurred in the Fever Hospital, Islington West, 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°375in. ‘The barometrical reading increased from 28:79 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 28°92in. by 10 4.m. on Sunday, 19th January ; 
- decreased to 28°85 in. by 5 p.m. ; increased to 28°99 in. by 11 p.m. on the same day ; 
decreased to 28°87in. by 6 a.m. on the 20th ; increased to 29°55 in. by 9a.mM. on 
the 21st ; decreased to 28°86 in. by 74.M.on the 22d; increased to 30°17 in. by 
9a.mM. on the 24th; decreased to 29°45 in. by noon on the 25th; and increased to 
29°67 in, at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 37:4°, which is the same as the average of the corresponding week in 50 
re Ne determined by Mr. Glaisher). ‘The highest day temperature was 47-7°

on Sunday, 19th January. The lowest night temperature was 26°3° on Friday, 
24th January. The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 
21°4°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 
41°3°; that of the lowest was 39'4°. The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and air temperature was 4°6°. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 84, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the 
amount of 2-03 in., of which 1°21in. fell on Wednesday, 22d January. The 
excessive rain-fall on this day appears to have been limited to the South-eastern 
portion of the country ; very little rain being reported from other quarters. The 
general direction of the wind was variable. According to a return furnished by 
the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily quantity of 
sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, 
was 84,554,176 gallons, or 384,168 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons 
by weight.t

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, February Ist, 4712 pirras, and 3182 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpoy and in Tarirreen other Larce Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 26 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 27 in 
Edinburgh, and 34 in Dublin ; 25 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 31 in Liverpool, 
29 in Manchester, 83 in Salford, 25 in Sheffield, 24 in Bradford, 24 in Leeds, 
24 in Hull, 25 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 32 in Glasgow. ‘The rate in Vienna 
was 85 per 1000 during the week ending the 25th ulf., when the mean tempe- 
rature was 2°9° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the 
rate was 23. 

In Lonpon the srmrus of 1207 boys and 1157 girls, in all 2364 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2288. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 13894. It was thie 
fifth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1629. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 235 than the estimated number. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 286, the corrected average number 
being 846. Twenty-four deaths occurred from small-pox, 26 from measles, 31 
from scarlatina, 11 from diphtheria, 65 from whooping-cough, 47 from fever, and 
15 from diarrhea. 

One hundred and seventy deaths from phthisis, 183 from bronchitis, 80 from 
pneumonia, and 43 from diseases of the heart, were registered. 

The deaths of 7 children and 3 adults from dis or scalds, of 5 infants froia 
suffocation, of 2 persons from privation, and of 2 persons who were killed by 
horses or vehicles in the streets, were recorded. 

The daughter of a warehouseman, aged 12 years, died on 28th January, at 17 
- Northampton-road, Clerkenwell, of “ chorea, occasioned by the fright produced by 
the explosion.” 

The annual rate of mortality, was, 25 per 1000 in West London, 21 in North 

London, 25 in Central London, 26 in East London, and 21 in South London. 
_ The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 7 in Wess 
London, 4 in North ‘London, 10 in Central London, 12 in Kast London, and 8 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fevcur 
Hospital were referred to the districts from which the patients were brought.

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Analysis of Metropolitan Waters. 


The waters supplied by the Metropolitan companies during the month of January 
contained, according to the analysis, in 100,000 tons, foreign solid matters varying 
in amount from 29 in the Chelsea water, to 45 in the Kent ; Loch Katrine water, 
as now supplied to Glasgow, containing only 3 tons, the water supplied to Manchester 
in November 7 tons, the water supplied to Leicester in November 24 tons, and 
the water supplied to Preston in December 15 tons. No previous contamination 
occurred in the water supplied to Glasgow, Manchester, Leicester, or Preston, but 
the London waters had been contaminated previous to filtration. The East London, 
and the Southwark and Vauxhall, showed the least, and the Kent water the greatest, 
previous contamination, The hardness in the Metropolitan waters ranged from 
15 in the Chelsea, to 26 in the Kent. There were but slight traces of hardness in 
the waters supplied to Glasgow and Manchester; the hardness of the waters 
supplied to Leicester and Preston was 13 and 7 respectively. The temprature 
of the waters supplied to London ranged from 6°4 centigrade, in the East 
London, to 8°0 centigrade in the New River and West Middlesex. The average 
mean temperature of the Thames during the three days, January 20th, 2st, and 
22d was 5°7 centigrade ; the average during the week ending J anuary 18th, was 
3°3 centigrade. ‘The average mean temperature of the air during the three days 
was 2-7° centigrade ; during the week 7:2° centigrade. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29-869in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30°22 in. on 
Wednesday, 29th January, to 29°10 in. on Saturday, Ist February. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 42°7°, which is 4°5° above the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest 
day temperature was 55-0° on Saturday, lst February. ‘The lowest night tempe- 
rature was 29°8° on Sunday 26th, and Monday, 27th January. The entire range 
of temperature in the week was, therefore, 25:2°. The mean of the highest 
temperatures of the water of the Thames was 38:7°; that of the lowest was 
37°1°. ‘The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air tempe- 
rature was 4°5°, The mean degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°51 in., of which 
0°43in. fell on Monday, 27th January. The general direction of the wind was 
S.W. Agale of wind occurred on Friday, 31st January, and a very heavy gale 
prevailed on Saturday, lst February, the storm was particularly violent from 
lla.m,to3 p.m. The greatest pressure of the wind on the square foot was 36 lbs. 
According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at 
the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 75,002,338 gallons or 340,770 cubic 


metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 
Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to 35°8174 cubic feet, or to 220°0967 imperial gallons. It is nearly 
equivalent to the old English ¢wn of four hogsheads, holding 35°248 cubic feet. It is in general use on the 


Continent ; and its volume of water weighs a metric ton differing inconsiderably in weight from the ton in 
common use.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 all relate to 100,000 parts of 
the waters. The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water col- 
lected on 21st January at the Horse Guards’ cab rank had a temperature of 7°2C., 
it contained 29:2 lbs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, constituting a portion 
of this impurity, contained +3531b. of carbon and :058 lb. nitrogen. This solid 
impurity also contained *339 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, 
besides *001 Ib. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every 
form was :3391b. The above quantity of water supplied by the Chelsea Company 
had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, contaminated with sewage or 
manure matter equivalent to 3080 Ibs. of average filtered Londen sewage. By 
gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil, partly in the Thames and its 
tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and conduits of the company, this 

sewage contamination had been converted into comparatively innocuous inorganic 
compounds before its delivery to consumers. Finally, 100,000 lbs. of the Chelsea 
Company’s water contained 15-4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
quantity of other soap-destroying ingredients. 

The waters delivered in London during the latter part of January by the 
Chelsea, and especially by the Southwark and Lambeth Companies were in such a 
muddy condition as to render them totally unfit for domestic use. The Thames 
has overflowed its banks above the point at which the water supply is withdrawn, 
and by washing the surfaces of cultivated fields and mingling with the contents of 
stagnant ditches and ponds has become contaminated to an intolerable degree. 
Those companies which, like the West Middlesex and Grand Junction, poszess

ample and efficient filtering apparatus, were enabled so far to cope with the | 
difficulty as to send out their supply free from suspended matters. A week later, Ss 
however, than the date when the samples were collected, the water of the Grand 
Junction Company had also. become turbid, but much less so than that delivered by 
the Southwark and Lambeth Companies. It will be seen from a reference to the 
analytical Tables that the Thames was contaminated at the time the sampies were 
taken with double the usual proportion of organic matter. Besides dissolving the 
soluble manure matters from cultivated fields, the recent heavy rains flushed the 
sewers of Oxford, Windsor, &c. dislodging great quantities of putrescent animal 
matters and sweeping them into the Thames; hence the large proportion of 
organic carbon and nitrogen, and the great previous sewage contamination in the 
waters of those Companies which derive their supply from that river. The 
West Middlesex Company’s water, though well filtered and perfectly transparent 
had been thus contaminated to an extent which would be produced by the 
admixture of one third of a gallon of average filtered London sewage with each 
ten gallons of the water. The River Lea also exhibits a very high previous 
sewage contamination, but at the time when the New River and East London 
Companies samples were collected it had not been affected like the Thames, for, 
although the East London water was full of suspended brown particles, the analyses 
of these waters show that the organic carbon and nitrogen are remarkably low tor 
the season. ‘The Kent Company’s water was slightly turbid from yellow particles.

In THe WEEK that ended on Saturday, February 8th, 4831 sBrrtas, and 3088 
DEATHS, were registered in LoNvON and in Tarrreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 29 in 
Edinburgh, and 32 in Dublin; 28 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 
29 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 24 in Sheffield, 26 in Bradford, 21 in Leeds, 
20 in Hull, 34 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 383 per 1000 during the week ending the Ist inst., when the mean tempe- 
rature was 9°8° I’ahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the 
rate was 23. : 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 1162 boys and 1235 girls, in all 2397 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2301. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1394. It was the 
sixth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1560, The deaths in the present 
return are less by 166 than the estimated number. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 278, the corrected average number being 
338. ‘[wenty-two deaths from small-pox, 30 from measles, 27 from searlatina, 


12 from diphtheria, 64 from whooping-cough, 33 from fever, and 15 from diarrhoea 


were registered. 

Two fatal cases of small-pox were recorded in the West, 4 in the North (where 
the Small-pox Hospital is situated), 4 in the Central, 5 in the East, and 7 in the 
South districts. Ten deaths from measles occurred in the West, 6 in the North, 
3 in the Central, 6 in the East, and 5 in the South districts. Nine deaths from 
whooping-cough were registered in the West, 12 in the North, 10 in the Central, 
16 in the East, and 17 in the South districts. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 10 in Central London, 7 in East London, and 5 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital were referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 23 in North 
London, 23 in Central London, 26 in East London, and 22 in South London. 

One hundred and sixty-seven deaths occurred from phthisis, 169 from bronchitis, 
76 from pneumonia, and 52 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 5 persons who suffered from privation were registered. 

The deaths of 8 children and 2 adults from burns or scalds, of 12 infants from 
suffocation, of 7 persons who committed suicide, and of 5 persons who were killed 
by horses or carriages in the streets were recorded. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°937in.

In Tar WEEK that ended on Saturday, February 15th, 4910 sirrus, and 2977 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in TutrTeen other tance Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 26 in 
Edinburgh, and 26 in Dublin ; 26 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 81 in Liverpool, 
33 in Manchester, 22 in Salford, 22 in Sheffield, 21 in Leeds, 24 in Hull, 22 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 85 per 1000 
during the week ending the 8th inst., when the mean temperature was 0° 3° Fabren- 
heit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 23. 

In Lonpon the prrtus of 1238 boys and 1114 girls, in all 2352 children, were 

registered in the weck. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2236. 
_ The pEATuHs registered in Lonpon during the week were 1307. It was the 
seventh week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1519. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 212 than the estimated number. 

The deaths from zymotie diseases were 260, the corrected average number 
being 310. ‘Twenty-six deaths from small-pox,-19 from measles, 36 from scar- 
latina, 10 from diphtheria, 61 from whooping-cough, 36 from fever, and 10 from 
diarrheea were registered. 

Lhe mortality from measles was lower than in many previous weeks. Four 
deaths from small-pox were recorded in the North (where the Small-pox Hospital 
is situated), 6 in the Central, 6 in the East, and 10 in the South districts. Seven 
deaths from scarlatina were registered in the West, 11 in the North, 5 in the 
Central, 8 in the Hast, and 5 in the South districts. Fifteen fatal cases of 
whooping-cough cccurred in the West, 15 in the North, 6 in the Central, 8 in 
the East, and 17 in the South districts. 

in the sub-district of Kensington Town 2 deaths from measles, 2 from scar- 
jatina, 3 from diphtheria, and 5 from whooping-cough were registered ; one death 
from diarrheea was also recorded. ‘The total number of deaths was 25. The fatal 
eases of diphtheria were in the family of a coachman residing at 8 Elgin-mews. 

The daughter of a miller, aged 19 months, died on 12th February, at 7 Garden-row, 
New Town, Deptford, of “cholera infantum (24 hours), exhaustion (6 hours).” 

Lhe deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 3 in West 
London, 7 in North London, 6 in Central London, 10 in East London, and 5 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever 
lospital were referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

Lhe annual rate of mortality was 21 per 1000 in West London, 21 in North 
London, 22 in Central London, 24 in East London, and 21 in South London. 

One hundred and seventy-one deaths occurred from phthisis, 140 from bronchitis, 
58 from pneumonia, and 65 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 4 children from burns or scalds, of 6 children from suffocation, 
of 6 persons from drowning, of 4 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles 
in the streets, and of 4 persons who committed suicide, were registered. 

Lhe wife of a sawyer, aged 65 years, was found dead on 4th February, at 
7 Bartlet-street, Bromley, from “syncope, caused by want of common necegsarics.” 
Post mort. (dnyuest.) 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 80-215in. ‘The barometrical reading decreased from 30°40 in. cn 
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52 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


Sunday, 9th February, to 29°92 in. on Saturday, 15th February. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 40°9°, which is 2°4° above the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest 
day temperature was 51°9° on Monday, 10th February. ‘The lowest night tempe- 
rature was 26°7° on Sunday, 9th February. The entire range of temperature in 
the week was, therefore, 25°2°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 41°3°; that of the lowest was 40‘0°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 4°4°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. Rain fell to the amount cf 0°04in. The general direction of the wind 
was W.S.W. Ozone was observed on Monday, 10th February. According to a 
return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average 
daily quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall 
Works, Crossness, was 66,670,852 gallons or 802,916 cubic metres, equivalent to 
about as many tons by weight. 


The ReGistRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WATER ComPAnins, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of . 
JANUARY 1868: thus, according to their account, 92,727,945 gallons or 421,305 cubic metres of 
water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 940 litres, 
rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 135 litres (= 29-7 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use : 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied ‘in the month of January, it may be 
estimated that about 76,207,687 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, February 22d, 4655 BIRTHS, and 2955 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tatrreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 26 in- 
Edinburgh, and 33 in Dublin; 24 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 28 in Liverpool, 
28 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 21 in Sheffield, 23 in Leeds, 23 in Hull, 20 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 28 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 83 per 1000 
during the week ending the 15th inst., when the mean temperature was 3°5° 
Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 22. 

In Lonpon the srrrus of 1159 boys and 1156 girls, in all 2315 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2251. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1336. It was the 
eighth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1579. The deaths in the present 


_ return are less by 248 than the estimated number. 


The deaths from zymotic diseases were 261, the corrected average number being 
321. Twenty-six deaths from small-pox, 28 from measles, 30 trom scarlatina, 
11 from diphtheria, 50 from whooping-cough, 48 from fever, and 9 from diarrhea 
were registered. 

One death from small-pox occurred in the West, 10 fatal cases were recorded in 
the North (where the Small-pox Hospital is situated), 6 in the Central, 4 in the 
East, and 5 in the South districts. Three deaths from small-pox were registered 
in the sub-district of St. Andrew Eastern Holborn, and 4 in the sub-district of 
Woolwich Arsenal. Two deaths from searlatina were recorded in the West, 8 in 
the North, 4 in the Central, 9 in the East, and 7 in the South districts. Fourteen 
deaths from whooping-cough were registered in the West, 6 in the North, 2 in the 
Central, 13 in the East, and 15 in the South districts. | 

The widow of a tailor, aged 62 years, died on 13th February, at 9 Sutton-street, 
Soho, of “ choleraic diarrhea.” 
The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 5 in West 


London, 4 in North London, 15 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 11 in 


South London. In ealculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital were referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 21 in North 
London, 23 in Central London, 23 in East London, and 23 in South London. 

One hundred and forty-one deaths occurred from phthisis, 143 from bronchitis, 
73 from pneumonia, and 52 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 3 children and 3 adults from burns or scalds, of 3 persons from 
drowning, of 20 infants from suffocation, of 2 persons who were killed by horses 
or vehicles in the streets, and of 4 persons who committed suicide, were registered.

Meteorological Observations, 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
March 2d, 1868. 

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, February 29th, 4865 prrrias, and 38017 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of th; 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons fiving. 

The annual rate of moftality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 31 in 
Kdinburgh, and 27 in Dublin ; 26 in Bristol, 27 in Birmingham, 29 in Liver pol, 
32 in Maoehes ster, 28 in Salford, 20 in Sheffield, 24 in Leeds, 27 in Hull, 23 in 
Newcastle-upon- Tyne, and 33 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 35 per 1000 
during the week ending the 22d ult., when the mean temperature was 6°8° Fahren- 
heit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 22. 

In Lonpon the srrtus of 1206 boys and 1118 girls, in all 2824 children, were 
recistered in the week. In the coriesponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2223. 

The DEATHS ‘reaistered in Lonpon during the week were 1266. It was the 
ninth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1551. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 285 than the estimated number. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 252, the corrected average number 
being 321. Eighteen deaths from small-pox, 22 from meas sles, 23 from scar- 
latina, 9 from diphtheria, 55 from whooping-cough, 50 from fever, and 13 from 
diarrheea were registered. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 6 in West 
London, 8 in North London, 15 in Central London, 9 in Kast London, and 7 in 
south London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever 
iTospital were referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 19 in North 
London, 26 in Central London, 21 in East London, and 21 in South London. 

One hundred and forty-four ‘deaths occurred from phthisis, 1388 from bronchitis, 
74 from pneumonia, and 50 from diseases of the heart. 

Four children and four adults died from enthetic disease. 

The deaths of 10 children and 8 adults from burns or scalds, of 6 infants and 

2 adults from suffocation, of 2 persons from drowning, and of 4 persons who were 
killed by horses or vehicles in the str eets, were registered. 

The son of a pocketbook maker, aged 13 years, committed suicide by hanging, 
on 19th February, at 11 Rydon-crescent, Clerkenwell. Post mort. (Inquest.) 

Lhe results of Dr. Frankland’s analyses of the waters derived from the Thames 
are not satisfactory. The waters contained impurities probably of an animal 
origin to a considerable extent. The waters of the New River, East London, and 
Kent companies were clear and transparent. The hardness was least in the West 
Middlesex water (18), highest in the Kent (80). The Kent company’s water, 
delivered at Deptford, differs essentially from the other waters. It contained 
59 parts of solid impurity in 100,000 parts. And of this impurity 15 parts were 
common salt, which it is difficult to account for, except upon the supposition that 
the wells have some connection with the brackish reaches of the Thames. 

The following is a list of the deaths from the explosion at Clerkenwell. Two 
deaths are ascribed in the registers to shock. ‘There is no record of the mutila- 
tions and many injuries from this nefarieus attempt :—

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29-927in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°61 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 30-19in. by 9p.m. on Sunday, 23d February, de- 
creased to 80°06in. by 3p.m. on Monday, 24th February ; increased to 30°23 in. 
by 9 p.m. on Tuesday ; decreased to 29°05 in, by 8 p.m. on Saturday, 29th February, 
and was 29°27 in. by the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air in 
the week was 46°9°, which is 7:1° above the average of the same week in 
50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 
61°7° on Tuesday, 25th February. The lowest night temperature was 35°7° on 
Sunday, 23d February. The entire range of temperature in the week was, there- 
fore, 26°0°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames 
was 42°6°; that of the lowest was 41°38°. The difference between the mean 
dew-point temperature and air temperature was 6°0°. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 80, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain 
fell to the amount of 0°7UV in. on Saturday, 29th February. The general direction 
of the wind was W.S.W. and S.S.W. According to a return furnished by the 
engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage 
pumped into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 
58,021,522 gallons or 263,618 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by 
weight. In the preceding week, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped 
into the Thames, was 53,682,689 gallons or 248,905 cubic metres. 


Note.—A cubic metre is equal in volume to 35°8174 cubic feet, or to 220°0967 imperial gallons. It is nearly 
equivalent to the old English ¢wn of four hogsheads, holding 35°248 cubic feet. It isin general use on the 

Jontinent ; and its volume of water weighs a metric ton differing inconsiderably in weight from the ton in 
common-use.

I have the honour to submit to you in the following Table the results of 
the chemical examination of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the 
month of February. For the purpose of comparison I append also the results 
yielded by Loch Katrine water, as supplied to Glasgow, and by the waters supplied 
to the towns of Lancaster, Manchester, Leicester, Preston, and Worthing, when 
submitted to the same analytical processes. 

The waters delivered by the New River, East London, and Kent Companies 
were clear and transparent, but, with the exception of the West Middlesex, alli 
the companies drawing their supply from the Thames were delivering imperfectly 
filtered water on the day when the samples were taken. The Lambeth Company’s 
water was so muddy that brightly illuminated objects could not be seen through 
a stratum of if 12 inches deep. ‘The Chelsea Company’s water was but little 
better in this respect, and the supply of both companies was, on this ground alone, 
entirely unfit for domestic use. ‘Che water delivered by the Southwark and Grand 
Junction Companies was only slightly turbid,

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The organic matter contained in all the samples of water, except those of the 
West Middlesex and Southwark Companies, was highly nitrogenized, and therefore 
probably of animal origin to a considerable extent. 

The condition of the Kent Company’s water delivered at the Deptford Railway 
Station on the 7th inst., presented remarkable peculiarities. It contained the 
very large amount of 59:2 parts of solid impurity in 100,000 parts of the water, 
42 parts being the maximum and 89°3 the mean amount observed in this Company’s 
water during the year 1867. Of the above 59:2 parts no less than 14°7 were 
common salt, the occurrence of which in such quantity is difficult to account for, 
except on the supposition that the Company’s wells have some connection either 
with the sea or the brackish reaches of the Thames. ‘The previous sewage con- 
tamination was also higher than that cbserved on any former occasion. 

For the first time since February 1867 the East London Company’s water 
exceeds that of the New River Company in previous sewage contamination.

100,000 Ibs. of it contained 30°8 lbs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, con- 
stituting a portion of this impurity, contained °326 1b. of carbon and 052 Tb. of 
nitrogen. This solid impurity also contained *3401b. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides *0021b. of ammonia, whilst the total amouut of 
combined nitrogen in every form was -394 lb. The above quantity of water supplied 
by the Chelsea ‘Company had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, con- 
taminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 3100 lbs. of average 
filtered London sewage. By gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil, 
partly in the Thames and its tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and 
conduits of the company, this sewage contamination had been converted into 
innocuous inorganic compounds before. its delivery to consumers. Finally,

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, March 7th, 4655 srrras, and 2996 
DEATHS, wore registered in LoNvoN and in Tairreen other Large Towns of the 
United Iingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 100 in London, 89 in 
Hdinburgh, and 27 in Dublin; 26 in Liverpool ; 30 in Manchester, 82 in Salford, 
24 in Birmingham, 26 in Sheffield, 20 in Leeds, 23 in Bristol, 27 in Hull, 25 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 40 per 1000 
during the week ending the 29th ult., when the temperature was 2°3° Fahrenheit 
lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 21. 

In Lonpon the birtus of 1187 boys and 1082 girls, in all 2269 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2222. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1331. -It was the 
tenth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1610. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 279 than the estimated number. | 

The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 in West London, 22 in North 
Londen, 22 in Central London, 22 in Kast London, and 22 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 259, the corrected average number being 
331. ‘T'wenty-four deaths from small-pox, 39 from measles, 16 from scarlatina, 
7 from diphtheria, 61 from whooping-cough, 48 from fever, and 12 from diarrhea 
were registered. 

Three deaths from small-pox were recorded in the West, 8 in the North (where 
the Small-pox Hospital is situated), 5 in the East, and 7 in the South districts. 
One fatal case was registered in the Holborn district. Four deaths from small-pox 
occurred in the sub-district of Woolwich Arsenal. Eleven deaths from measles 
were recorded in the West, 8 in the North, 3 in the Central, 7 in the East, and 
10 in the South districts. Fifteen deaths from whooping-cough were registered in 
the West, 7 in the North, 8 in the Central, 9 in the East, and 22 in the South 
districts. our children died from whooping-cough in the Workhouse at Greenwich. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 6 in West 
London, 6 in North London, 10 in Central London, 9 in East London, and 9 in 
south London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital were referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

Last week 6 deaths from fever were registered in the Central districts ; of these 
one death occurred in the district of Clerkenwell, 3 deaths were in the district of 
St. Luke, and 2 in the district of Hast London (St. Botolph and Cripplegate). 

One hundred and fifty-four deaths occurred from phthisis, 138 from bronchitis, 
76 from pneumonia, and 62 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 3 persons from burns or scalds, of 6 persons from drowning, of 
5 infants from suffocation, of 3 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles in 
the streets, and of 5 persons who committed suicide, were registered. 

Lhe two sons of a whitesmith, aged 5 and 7 years respectively, died on 
Ist March at 15 Clayton-street, Islington, .of “ convulsions from want of food.” 
Post mort. (Inquest). 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer ia 
the week was 29°750in.. The barometrical reading increased from 29°27 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 30°09 in. by 9 a.m. on Tuesday, 3d March ; 
decreased to 29°48in. by noon on Thursday, 5th March ; increased to 29°64 in,

by 9p.m. on Friday ; and was 29°18 in. at the end of the week. The mean tem- 
perature of the air in the week was 45°9°, which is 5°7° above the average of 
the same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 57°6° on Thursday, 5th March. The lowest night temperature 
was 34°6° on Sunday, Ist March. The entire range of temperature in the week 
was, therefore, 23°0°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 46°0°; that of the lowest was 44'6°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 5°7°. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 81, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain 
fell to the amount of 0-13 in. The general direction of the wind was W.S.W. 
Ozone was observed on Monday, 2d March. According to a return furnished by 
the engineer of the Metropolitan Board, of Works, the average daily quantity of 





sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, 
was 57,055,583 gallons, or 259,230 cubie metres, equivalent to about as many tons 
by weight. 2 


The Recistrar Gunerav has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WATER CoMPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 4 
Fepruary 1868: thus, according to their account, 92,760,972 gallons or 421,456 cubic metres of "9 
water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily ; or 939 litres, 
rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 135 litres (= 29°7 gallons) to each person. . 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East = 














































London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about q 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of February, it may be . 
estimated that about 76,234,835 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 
24°4 gallons per day for each inhabitant. The proportion no doubt varies from month to month, 
but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, March 14th, 4951 srrras, and 2994 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 29 in 
Edinburgh, and 24 in Dublin ; 27 in Bristol, 23 in Birmingham, 30 in Liverpool, 
28 in Manchester, 22 in Salford, 23 in Sheffield, 27 in Leeds, 25 in Hull, 24 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. 

The death-rate from all causes in Manchester last week showed a decline upon 
previous weeks, and those deaths referred to zymotic diseases had considerably 
decreased. Anepidemic of measles, however, prevails in Crumpsall Workhouse, 
situated outside the municipal boundaries, but receiving paupers from the city ; 


last week eight deaths in that institution were referred to this disease, and in the 


three previous weeks eight other deaths had occurred from the same cause. In the 
early part of 1865 an epidemic of measles caused no less than 70 deaths in this 
workhouse. Small-pox is somewhat fatally prevalent in both Sheffield and Hull ; 
last week’s return for one of the sub-districts of the latter town included three fatal 
unvaccinated cases. 

In Lonpon the srrrus of 1172 boys and 1116 girls, in all 2288 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2258, 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1309. It was the 
eleventh week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1621. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 312 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 22 in North 
London, 23 in Central London, 19 in East London, and 23 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 228, the corrected average number 
being 825. Eleven deaths from small-pox, 86 from measles, 12 from searlatina, 
§ from diphtheria, 54 from whooping-cough, 36 from fever, and 14 from diarrhea 
were registered. 

The mortality from small-pox and scarlatina was low in comparison with 
the numbers of deaths from those diseases in preceding weeks. Nine deaths 
from measles were recorded last week in the West, 6 in the North, 2 in the 
Central, 9 in the East, and 10 in the South districts. Eleven fatal cases of 
whooping-cough were registered in the West, 9 in the North, 10 in the Central, 
7 in the East, and 17 in the South districts. Four children died from whooping- 
cough in the Infant Home, Great Coram-street. 

The son of a gentleman, aged one month, died on the 13th March at 12 Chester- 
field-street, Euston-road, of “choleraic diarrhoea, convulsions.” 

The son of a stableman, aged 2 years, died on the 10th March at Wilson’s- 
yard, Islington, of “choleraic diarrhea, 15 hours.” 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 6 in West 
London, 5 in North London, 2 in Central London, 9 in East London, and 6 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital were referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

One hundred and ninety-one deaths occurred from phthisis, 140 from bronchitis, 
73 from pneumonia, and 73 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 3 children from burns or scalds, of 5 persons from drowning, 
of 5 infants from suffocation, of 4 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles 
in the streets, and of 8 persons who committed suicide, were registered.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29:536in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°18 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 28°82 in. by 5.40 a.m. on Sunday, 8th March ; in- 
creased to 29°51 in. by 94.m. on Monday ; decreased to 29°29in. by 9a.M. on 
Tuesday ; increased to 39: 4lin. by 9 p.m. on the same day ; decreased to 29°11 in. 
by 9 p.m. on Wednesday, and increased to 30-10in. by the end of the week. 
The mean temperature of the air in the week was 44°7°, which is 3°8° above 
the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
The highest day temperature was 56°3° on Friday, 13th March. The lowest 
night temperature was 32°5° on Monday, 9th March. The entire range of tem- 
perature in the week was, therefore, 23:8°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures 
of the water of the Thames was 45°5°; that of the lowest was 44°1°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 
5°3°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 82, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of O° 36 in. ., and hail fell on 
Sunday, Tuesday, and Thursday. The general direction of the wind was S.W. 
and §.S.W. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan | 
Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River 
Thames at the Southern Outfall- Works, Crossness, was 44,339,448 gallons or 
201,454 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, March 2lst, 4743 BIRTHS, and 2934 
DEATHS, were registered in LoNDON and in Tarrreen other Larce Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 28 in 
Edinburgh, and 24 in Dublin; 19 in Bristol, 23 in Birmingham, 25 in Liverpool, 
80 in Manchester, 31 in Salford, 21 in Sheflield, 25 in Leeds, 27 in Hull, 27 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 37 per 1000 
during the week ending the 14th inst., when the mean temperature was 2°1° Fahren- 
heit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 22. 

In Lonpon the brrtus of 1188 boys and 1111 girls, in all 2299 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2218. 

The pearus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1298. It was the 
twelfth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1599. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 301 than the estimated number. 

Lhe annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 in West London, 21 in North 
London, 22 in Central London, 22 in East London, and 21 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 234, the corrected average number being 
324. ‘l'wenty deaths from small-pox, 31 from measles, 20 from searlatina, 9 from 
diphtheria, 46 from whooping-cough, 87 from fever, and 19 from diarrhea were 
registered. 

Two deaths from small-pox were recorded in the North districts (where the 
Small-pox Hospital is situated), 2 in the Central, 7 in the East, and 9 in the 
South districts. One death from small-pox occurred in the sub-district of 
Greenwich West, 2 fatal cases were registered in the sub-district of Woolwich 
Dockyard, and 5 in the sub-district of Woolwich Arsenal. Of the 20 persons who died 
in the Metropolis from small-pox, only three were reported to have been vaccinated, 
Twelve deaths from measles were recorded in the West, 5 in the Central, 8 in 
the Kast, and 6 in the South districts. Six deaths from whooping-cough were 
registered in the West, 7 in the North, 8 in the Central, 9 in the East, and 16 
in the South districts. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 5 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 4 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 8 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

One hundred and eighty-seven deaths occurred from phthisis, 111 from bronchitis, 
79 from pneumonia, and 64 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 3 persons from intemperance, of 7 persons from burns or scalds, 
of 9 persons from drowning, of 8 persons from suffocation, and of 2 persons who 
were killed by horses or vehicles in the streets, were registered, 

The wife of a cabman, aged 83 years, died on 15th March at 9 Bowling-green- 
lane, Clerkenwell, from ‘ premature delivery, brought on by the Clerkenwell 
explosion.” (Inquest). 

_ A picture-frame-maker, aged 44 years, died on 13th March at 3 Gower’s-walk, 
Whitechapel, of “ exhaustion from insufficient nourishment.” 

The son of a costermonger, aged 4 years, died on 18th March in Guy’s 
Hospital, and the wife of a costermonger, aged 29 years, died on J8th March in 
the Westminster Hospital, from “ burns caused by an explosion of naphtha.” 
(Inquests.) 
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94 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°896in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30°10 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 29°79 in. by 9 A.M. on Tuesday, 17th March ; 
increased to 30'‘l5in. by 9 A.M. on Wednesday ; decreased to 29°71lin. by 3 P.M. 
on Thursday ; and increased to 29°93 in. by the end of the week. The mean tem- 
perature of the air in the week was 44°0°, which is 1°9° above the average of 
the same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 57°8° on Saturday, 21st March. The lowest night temperature 
was 32°1° on Friday, 20th March. The entire range of temperature in the week 
was, therefore, 25°7°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 48°0°; that of the lowest was 45°9°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 4:7°, The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain 
fell to the amount of 0-07 in. The general direction of the wind was 8.W. 
Ozone was observed on three days during the week, the greatest amount was on 
Monday, 16th March. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into 
the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 54,886,528 
gallons, or 249,375 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, March 28th, 4959 Birtas, and 3025 
DEATHS, were registered in LoNDoN and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 31 in 
Edinburgh, and 29 in Dublin ; 32 in Bristol, 23 in Birmingham, 27 in Liverpool, 
27 in Manchester, 27 in Salford, 25 in Sheffield, 23 in Leeds, 24 in Hull, 27 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 36 per 1000 
during the week ending the 21st inst., when the mean temperature was 3°2” Fahren- 
heit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 22. 

In Lonpon the srrtus of 1170 boys and 1138 girls, in all 2308 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2277. 

The pEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1320. It was the 
thirteenth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1636. The deaths in the present. 
return are less by 316 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 21 per 1000 in West London, 20 in North 
London, 26 in Central London, 23 in East London, and 22 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 252, the corrected average number 
being 3841. Twenty-two deaths from small-pox, 39 from measles, 23 from 
scarlatina, 7 from diphtheria, 52 from whooping-cough, 33 from fever, and 14 
from diarrhcea were registered. | 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 6 in Central London, 6 in East London, and 7 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever: 
Hospital have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought.. 

One death from small-pox was recorded in the West, 4 fatal cases were registered 
in the North (where the Small-pox Hospital is situated), 4 in the Central, 7 in 
the East, and 6 in the South districts. Of the 22 persons who died in the 
Metropolis from small-pox, only 3 were reported to have been vaccinated. 
Fourteen deaths from measles were registered in the West, 5 in the North, 3 in 
the Central, 7 in the East, and 10 in the South districts. Seven fatal cases were 
recorded in the sub-district of Kensington Town. Nine deaths from whooping- 
cough were registered in the West, 9 in the North, 6 in the Central, 7 in the 
East, and 21 in the South districts. 

One hundred and seventy-two deaths oceurred from phthisis, 153 from bronchitis, 
70 from pneumonia, and 69 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 4 persons from burns or scalds, of 4 persons from drowning, 
of 8 infants from suffocation, of 4 persons who committed suicide, and of 2 persons 
who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, were registered. 

The daughter of a cabinet-maker, aged one year, died on 19th March, at 6 Cor- 
poration-row, St. James’ Clerkenwell, of “shock to nervous system, and subse- 
quent atrophy, from the explosion in Corporation-lane on 13th December 1867.” 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan companies during the month of March 
ae according to the analysis, in 100,000 tons, foreign solid matters amounting

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29:904in. ‘The barometrical reading decreased from 29°93 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 29°64 in. by noon on Monday, 23d March ; in- 
creased to 29°98 in. by noon on Wednesday ; decreased to 29°80in. by 9 A.M. on 
Thursday ; and increased to 80-40 in. by the end of the week. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 42°7°, which is 0°2° above the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest 
day temperature was 58°5° on Friday, 27th March. ‘The lowest night tempe- 
rature was 29°9° on Wednesday, 25th March. The entire range of temperature 
in the week was, therefore, 28°6°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 46°9°; that of the lowest was 45°5°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°0°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 77, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°51 in., of which 0-41 in. fell on 
Thursday, 26th March, The general direction of the wind was variable. On 
Tuesday, 24th March there was ice on ponds on Blackheath to the thickness of a 
tenth of an inch. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metro- 
politan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the 
River Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 58,054,272 gallons 
or 268,767 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 

Note—A cubic metre is equal in volume to 85°3174 cubic feet, or to 220°0967 imperial gallons. It is nearly 
equivalent to the old English 7/22 of four hogsheads, holding 35°248 cubic feet. It isin general use on the 
Continent ; and its voiume of water weighs a metric ton, differing inconsiderably in weight from the ton in 
common use,

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
April 6th, 1868. 
In tHe weex that ended on Saturday, April 4th, 4971 Brrrus, and 3053 
‘DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tarrreen other rarGe Towns of the 
‘United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persous living. 
The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 26 in 
Edinburgh, and 27 in Dublin; 28 in Bristol, 26 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 
‘29 in Manchester, 29 in Salford, 21 in Sheffield, 23 in Leeds, 20 in Hull, 22 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 32 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 36 per 1000 
during the week ending the 28th ult., when the mean temperature was 3°0° Fahren 
-heit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 22. 

In Lonpon the prrtus of 1192 boys and 1188 girls, in all 2375 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
‘average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2197. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1346. It was the 
fourteenth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1547. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 201 than the estimated number. 

_ The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 in West London, 21 in North 
London, 21 in Central London, 24 in East London, and 23 in South London. 

_ The deaths from zymotic diseases were 252, the corrected averagé number being 
826. Seventeen deaths from small-pox, 46 from measles, 12 from scarlatina, 11 from 
diphtheria, 58 from whooping-cough, 24 from fever, and 23 from diarrhoea were 
registered. 

Five deaths from small-pox were registered in the sub-district of Islingtom 
West (where the Small-pox Hospital is situated), 2 in that of Mile-end Old Town 
East, 2-in that of Lambeth Church, second part, and 2 in that of Woolwich 
Arsenal. Of the 17 persons who died in the Metropolis from small-pox, only one 
was reported to have been vaccinated. Three deaths from measles were recorded. 
in the sub-district of Kensington Town, and 4 in that of Limehouse. Three 
deaths from whooping-cough were registered in the sub-district of All Souls 
Marylebone, 3 in that of Cripplegate, 3 in that of Hoxton Old Town, 3 in that of 
St. James Bermondsey, and 3 in that of Greenwich East. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 2 in West 
London, 2 in North London, 4 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 65 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

An army accoutrement maker, aged 60 years, died on Ist April at 107 Camden- 
road, St. Pancras, of “choleraic diarrhcea, 5 days.” 

One hundred and eighty-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 147 from bronchitis, 
70 from pneumonia, and 65 from diseases of the heart. 

The deaths of 5 persons from burns or scalds, of 3 persons from drowning, of 
11 persons from suffocation, of 6 persons who committed suicide, and of 3 persons 
who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, were registered. 

The widow of a porter, aged 65 years, was found dead on 25th March at 16 
Waterloo-street, City Road, St. Luke, from “ inflammation of lungs, want of food 
and attention.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

The wife of a hawker, aged 51 years, died on 30th March in the East London 
Union, Hackney, of “ starvation.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

The death of a pewterer, aged 73 years, (in the Workhouse, St. Margaret West- 
ae from “ destitution and debility,” was recorded.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 30°196in. The barometrical reading increased from 30°40 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 30°44 in. by 10 a.m. on Sunday, 29th March ; 
decreased to 30°20 in. by 9 p.m. on Tuesday ; increased to 30°28 in. by 9 A.M. on 
Thursday ; and was 29°87 in. at the end of the week. The mean temperature of 
the air in the week was 45°2°, which is 0°6° above the average of the same 
weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature 
was 67°8° on Saturday, 4th April. The lowest night temperature was 28°1° on 
Monday, 30th March. The entire range of temperature in the week was, there- 
fore, 89°7°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames 
was 47:0°; that of the lowest was 45°2°. The difference between the mean 
dew-point temperature and air temperature was 6°6°. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 78, complete saturation being represented by 100. No 
rain fell during the week. The general direction of the wind was variable. 
Ozone was observed on Friday, 8d April. According to a return furnished by 
the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily quantity of 
sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, 
was 54,563,859 gallons, or 247,909 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons 
by weight.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, April 1Jth, 4080 BIRTHS, and 2805 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in THirTeEn other LrarGe Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 28 in 
Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin ; 31 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 25 in Liverpool, 
26 in Manchester, 27 in Salford, 22 in Sheffield, 21 in Leeds, 22 in Hull, 23 in 
Neweastle-upon-Tyne, and 25 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 34 per 1000 
during the week ending the 4th inst., when the mean temperature was 4:0° Fahren- 
heit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 22. 

In Lonpvon the sirrus of 1074 boys and 992 girls, in all 2066 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2176. 

The peatus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1274. It was the 
fifteenth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1512. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 238 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 21 per 1000 in West London, 20 in North 
London, 24 in Central London, 24 in East London, and 20 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 250, the corrected average number 
being 328. Eighteen deaths from small-pox, 49 from measles, 16 from scarlatina, 
8 from diphtheria, 50 from whooping-cough, 31 from fever, and 10 from diarrhea 
were registered. 

Five deaths from measles were recorded in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 
3 in the sub-district of St. John Westminster, and 3 in the sub-district of 
Greenwich East. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 6 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 4 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 4in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

The daughter of a shoemaker, aged 2 years, died on 4th April at 22 Gaverick- 
street, Poplar, of “ choleraic diarrhea, 7 days.” 

One hundred and sixty-eight deaths occurred from phthisis, 143 from bronchitis 
79 from pneumonia, 53 from diseases of the heart, and 180 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 5 children from burns or scalds, of 4 persons from drowning, of 
2 infants from suffocation, of 4 persons who committed suicide, and of 6 persons 
who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets were registered. 

The widow of a coachman, aged 60 years, died on 2d April at 122 Devonshire-street, 
Mile-end Old Town, of “shock from the late Clerkenwell explosion.” (Inquest.) 

A mattress maker, aged 48 years, died on 30th March in the Union Poor House, 
St. Saviour, Southwark, of “inflammation of the lungs, accelerated by want of 
proper comforts of life.” Post moré. (Inquest.) 

Lhe widow of a hawker, died on 8d April in the workhouse, Fulham, at the age 
(as stated) of 101 years. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 

week was 29°70Gin. The barometrical reading increased from 29°87 in. at the 

beginning of the week to 29°90in. by 10h. a.m. on Sunday 5th April’; decreased 

to “ ra , by 3h. p.m. on Wednesday 8th April; increased to 29°91 in, by 9h. aor.

on Saturday 11th April ; and was 29°90 in. at the end of the week. The mean tem- 
perature of the air in the week was 45°7°, which is 0°3° above the average of the 
same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day tem- 
perature was 66°6° on Sunday 5th April. The lowest night temperature was 
32°9° on Saturday 11th April. The entire range of temperature in the week was 
therefore 33°7°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 49°8°;. that of the lowest was 47°8°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°0°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 77, complete saturation being represented by 100, 
Rain fell to the amount of 0°389in. The general direction of the wind was 
Variable. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River 
Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 54,214,645 gallons or 
246,322 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


The RegistRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WATER CoMPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
Marcu 1868: thus, according to their account, 93,097,991 gallons or 422,987 cubic metres of 
water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 941 litres, 
rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 135 litres (= 29°8 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of February, it may be 
estimated that about 76,511,770 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 
24°5 gallons per day for each inhabitant. The proportion no doubt varies from month to month, 
but the Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 26 in North 
London, 25 in Central London, 30 in East London, and 25 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 311, the corrected average number being 
324. Eighteen deaths from small-pox, 64 from measles, 22 from scarlatina, 8 from 
diphtheria, 73 from whooping-cough, 36 from fever, and 17 from diarrhoea were 
registered. 

Six deaths from measles were registered in the sub-district of Kensington 
Town, 4 in the sub-district of Haggerstone East, 3 in the Church sub-district of 
Bethnal-green, 3 in the sub-district of Limehouse, 4 in the sub-district of Leather 
Market, Bermondsey, 3 in the sub-district of St. George Camberwell, and 4 in the 
sub-district of St. Paul Deptford. Four deaths from whooping-cough were recorded 
in the sub-district of Islington West, 4 in the sub-district of Islington Hast, and 
4 in the sub-district of the Kent-road. 

The son and two daughters of a sorter in the Post Office, died at 72 Picton- 
street, Camberwell, of “ malignant scarlet fever.” 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 6 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 7 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 6 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

Two hundred and seventeen deaths occurred from phthisis, 168 from bronchitis, 
98 from pneumonia, 66 from diseases of the heart, and 194 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 8 persons from intemperance, of 7 persons from burns or scalds, 
of 6 persons from drowning, of 8 infants from suffocation, of 7 persons who com- 
mitted suicide, and of 8 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the 
streets, were registered. 

The temperature of the Thames at night is now higher than the fluctuating 
temperature of the air, and during the week the atmosphere was saturated with 
the vapour of the river. The calm on Wednesday consequently gave rise to the 
usual fog of London, black with unburnt smoke; while at Greenwich, it was 
‘a fine day, cloudless, but hazy.” If the waste carbon were consumed instead of 
being allowed to contaminate the air, the public health would be improved, coul 
ae be economised, and great annoyance and inconvenience avoided,

128 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°908 in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°90 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 29°85 in. by 3 p.m. on Monday, 13th April ; 
increased to 30°22in. by 9 a.m. on Wednesday, 15th April; and decreased to 
29°63 in. by the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 45°7°, which is 0°4° above the average of the same weck in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 62°5° on 
Wednesday, 15th April. The lowest night temperature was 28° 9° on Sunday, 
12th April. The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 33°6°. 
The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 48°9° ; 
that of the lowest was 47°1°. The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and air temperature was 5° 3°. The mean degree of humidity of 
the air was 82, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the 
amount of 0'10in. The general direction of the wind was Variable. Ozone was 
observed on Saturday, 18th April. According to a return furnished by the 
engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily quantity of 
sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, 
was 52,718,163 gallons, or 239,523 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons 
by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
April 27th, 1868. 

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, April 25th, 4758 BIRTHS, and 2975 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in TuirTeen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 29 in 
Edinburgh, and 29 in Dublin ; 23 in Bristol, 19 in Birmingham, 24 in Liverpool, 
26 in Manchester, 30 in Salford, 24 in Sheffield, 25 in Bradford, 23 in Leeds, 
15 in Hull, 25 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 30 in Glasgow. 

In Lonpon the srerus of 1200 boys and 1107 girls, in all 2307 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2168. 

The peatus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1378. It was the 
seventeenth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1431. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 53 than the estimated amount, and less by 161 than the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 in West London, 19 in North 
London, 27 in Central London, 24 in East London, and 24 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 278, the corrected average number 
being 815. Fourteen deaths from small-pox, 51 from measles, 27 from scarlatina, 
4 from diphtheria, 57 from whooping-cough, 46 from fever, and 12 from diarrhea 
were registered. 

Four deaths from measles were registered in the sub-district of St. Mary Mary - 
lebone, 4 in the Town sub-district of Bethnal-green, 5 in the sub-district of 
St. Mary Magdalen Bermondsey, and 3 in the sub-district of Woolwich Dockyard. 
Three deaths from scarlatina were recorded in the sub-district of Kentish Town, 
3 in the sub-district of Islington West, and 4 in the sub-district of Islington East. 
Four deaths from whooping-cough were registered in the sub-district of St. Mary 
Paddington, and 5 in the sub-district of St. Peter Walworth. 

A carpenter, aged 32 years, died on 17th April at 1 Manor-court, Ratcliff, of 
“scarlet fever, 24 hours.” (Inquest.) 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 10 in West 
London, 1 in North London, 12 in Central London, 5 in East London, and 11 in 
South London, In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

One hundred and sixty-five deaths occurred from phthisis, 169 from bronchitis, 
68 from pneumonia, 70 from diseases of the heart, and 190 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 2 persons from intemperance, of 4 persons from burns or scalds, 
of 3 persons from drowning, of 9 persons from suffocation, of 9 persons who com- 
mitted suicide, and of 2 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles in the 
streets were registered. 

The daughter of a cabinet-maker, aged 4 years, died on 19th April at 17 Green- 
arbour-court, St. Luke, of “exhaustion from low diet, overcrowding, and defective 
sanitary arrangements.” (Inguest.) 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 

_ week was 29°425in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°63 in. at the 

beginning of the week to 28°75in. by 9 a.m. on Monday 20th April ; increased

‘The lowest 
night temperature was 41°7° on Sunday 19th April. The entire range of tempe- 
rature in the week was therefore 22:1°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures 
of the water of the Thames was 51°4°; that of the lowest was 49°7°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 5°7°. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 81, complete saturation being re- 
presented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 1°47in., of which 0°51 in. fell on 
Monday 20th, and 0°63 in. on Tuesday 21st April. The general direction of the 
wind was variable. <A violent gale of wind prevailed on Monday 20th April, and 
on Thursday 23d April a violent shower of hail and rain fell. Ozone was observed 
on each day during the week, with the exception of Saturday. According to a 
return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily 
average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern 
Outfall Works, Crossness, was 67,435,468 gallons or 306,390 cubic metres, 
equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
May Ath, 1868. 

In tus weeK that ended on Saturday, May 2d, 4848 sirras, and 2993 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tatrrzen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 10J0 in London, 23 in 
Edinburgh, and 20 in Dublin; 19 in Bristol, 25 in Birmingham, 26 in Liverpool, 
32 in Manchester, 23 in Salford, 24:in Sheffield, 24 in Bradford, 25 in Leeds, 17 
in Hull, 25 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
43 per 1000 during the week ending the 25th ult., when the mean temperature was 
6°1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 23. 

In Lonpon the srrrus of 1198 boys and 1133 girls, in all 2331 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
ayerage number, corrected for increase of population, is 2165. 

The pEatus of 696 males and 696 females, in all 1392 persons, were registered 
in Lonpon during the week. It was the eighteenth week of the year; and the 
average number of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of 
population, 1392. The deaths in the present return exactly agree with the 
estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 in West London, 22 in North 
London, 24 in Central London, 24 in East London, and 23 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 311, the corrected average number being 
313. Twenty-three deaths from small-pox, 66 from measles, 29 from scarlatina, 
12 from diphtheria, 56 from whooping-cough, 40 from fever, and 13 from diarrhoea 
were registered. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 3 in North London, 12 in Central London, 12 in East London, and 6 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

One hundred and sixty-seven deaths occurred from phthisis, 142 from bronchitis, 
77 from pneumonia, 64 from diseases of the heart, and 150 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 8 infants and 4 adults from syphilis, of 4 persons from delirium 
tremens, of 4 persons from burns or scalds, of 5 persons from drowning, of 10 
infants and one adult from suffocation, of 7 persons who committed suicide, and of 
7 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, were registered. 

A glass chandelier maker, aged 43 years, died on 14th April in the Workhouse 
Shoreditch, of “ diseased heart, accelerated by want and privation.” Post mort. 
( Inquest.) 

A licensed victualler, aged 78 years, died on 26th April in St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital from “ fractured thigh and other injuries caused by a fall, from his foot 
getiing entangled in a woman’s dress in Basinghall-street.” (Inquest.) 

A watchman, aged 65 years, died on 25th April in Fetter-lane of “asphyxia 
from inhaling the fumes of a gas stove.” (Inquest.) 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan companies during the month of April, 
contained according to the analysis, in 100,000 tons, foreign solid matters amounting

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°980in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°96 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 80°04 in. by 8 p.m. on Sunday, 26th April ; 
decreased to 29°82 in. by 9 p.m. on Tuesday, 28th April ; increased to 80°13 in. by 
9 p.m. on Friday, Ist May, and was 29°89 in. at the end of the week. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 53:0°, which is 4°1° above the average 
of the same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 70°4° on Saturday, 2d May. The lowest night temperature 
was 88°7° on Tuesday, 28th April. ‘The entire range of temperature in the week 
was, therefore, 31°7°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 55°4°; that of the lowest was 51°6°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 8°7°, The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 73, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain 
fell to the amount of 0°12in. on Monday, 27th April. The general direction of 
the wind was W.S.W. Ozone was observed every day during the week. 
According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into the river Thames at 
the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 53,888,873 gallons, or 244,842 cubie 
metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

100,000 lbs. of it contained 29°41bs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, con- 
stituting a portion of this impurity, contained :197]b. of carbon and -021 lb. of 
nitrogen. ‘This solid impurity also contained *247 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides *001 1b. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was 269 lb. The above quantity of water supplied 
by the Chelsea Company had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, con- 
taminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 2160 lbs. of average 
filtered London sewage. By gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil, 
partly in the Thames and its tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and 
conduits of the company,-this sewage contamination had been converted into 


innocuous inorganic. compounds before its delivery to consumers.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, May 9th, 4305 Biers, and 2903 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in THIRTEEN other rare Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mor tality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 22 in 
Edinburgh, and 26 in Dublin ; 26 in Bristol, 20 in Birmingham, 25 in Liverpool, 
28 in Manchester, 24 in Salford, 23 in Sheffield, 25 in Bradford, 22 in Leeds, 19 
in Hull, 20 in Newcastle- -upon-Tyne, and 30 in Glasgow. ‘The rate in Vienna was 
34 per 1000 during the week ending the 2d inst., when the mean temperature was 
0°4° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 23. 

In Lonpon the pratus of 1154 boys and 1102 girls, in all 2256 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2100. 

The DEATHS ‘registered in Lonpon during the week were 1340. It was the 
nineteenth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1377. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 37 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 21 per 1000 in West London, 21 in North 
London, 23 in Ceutral London, 27 in East London, and 21 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 286, the corrected average number being 314. 
Seventeen deaths from small-pox, 55 from measles, 28 from scarlatina, 5 from “diph- 
theria, 69 from whooping-cough, 38 from fever, and 19 from diarrhoea were registered. 

Three deaths from measles were recorded in the sub-district of Kensington 
Town, 7 in the sub-district of Haggerstone West, and 3 in the sub-district of 
Bow. Six deaths from whooping-cough were registered in the sub-district of 
Islington West, 3 in the sub-district of Whitecross-street, 3 in the sub-district of 
St. Mary, St. George-in-the-East, and 3 in the sub-district ‘of Poplar. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 7 in North London, 10 in Central London, 5 in East Lonton, and 7 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

Two hundred and six deaths occurred from phthisis, 106 from bronchitis, 63 
from pneumonia, 58 from diseases of the heart, and 175 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. 

The deaths of 2 persons from intemperance, of 2 persons from delirium tremens, 
of 4 infants and 3 adults from syphilis, of 5 children and 2 adults from burns or 
scalds, of 6 persons from drowning, of 7 infants from suffocation, of 9 persons who 
committed suicide, and of 8 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in 
the streets were registered. 

During the month of April 94,800,016 gallons, or 430,720 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily by the 
water companies in the Metropolis, or 957 litres, rather less than a ton by weight, 
to each house, and 138 litres (=380°3 gallons) to each person. It may be estimated 
that about 77,910,600 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 
24°9 gallons per day for each inhabitant. 48,652,645 gallons of the water supplied 
daily, were taken from the Thames, and 46,147,371 gallons from the Lea and other 
sources. ‘The return for April as compared with that for March shows an increase 
of 425 houses, and an increase of 1,702,025 gallons of water supplied daily. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°816in. ‘Lhe barometrical reading decreased from 29°89 in. at the 
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beginning of the week to 29°68in. by 8 P.M. on Sunday, 3d May ; increased to 
30-07 in. by 9 a.m. on Wednesday, 6th May ; decreased to 29°59 in. by 3 P.M. on 
Saturday, 9th May; and was 29°6lin. at the end of the week. The mean tem- 
perature of the air in the week was 53°3°, which is 1°9° above the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 82°3° on Sunday, 83d May. The lowest night temperature was 
33°9° on Thursday, 7th May. ‘The entire range of temperature in the week was, 
therefore, 48°4°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 56°8°; that of the lowest was 54°8°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 8°7°. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 73, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain 
fell to the amount of 0°03in. The general direction of the wind was E.N.E. 
Ozone was observed on three days during the week. According to a return 
furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average 
quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall 
Works, Crossness, was 55,417,760 gallons or 251,788 cubic metres, equivalent to 
about as many tons by weight.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, May 16th, 4736 srrrus, and 2864 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tairreen other Large Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1090 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 27 in Dublin; 22 in Bristol, 20 in Birmingham, 26 in Liverpool, 
27 in Manchester, 25 in Salford, 29 in Sheffield, 24 in Bradford, 20 in Leeds, 20 
in Hull, 21 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
84 per 1000 during the week ending the 9th inst., when the mean temperature was 
6°8° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 22. 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 1104 boys and 1119 girls, in all 2223 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2075. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1268. It was the 
twentieth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
- is, with a correction for increase of population, 13831. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 63 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 19 per 1000 in West London, 20 in North 
London, 24 in Central London, 24 in East London, and 20 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 273, the corrected average number being 
812. Ten deaths from small-pox, 56 from measles, 31 from scarlatina, 9 from 
diphtheria, 58 from whooping-cough, 38 from fever, 12 from. diarrhoea, and 4 from 
choleraic diarrhoea were registered. 

Three deaths from measles were recorded in the sub-district of Poplar, 3 in the 
sub-district of St. James Bermondsey, 3 in the sub-district of St. Paul Deptford, 
and 3 in the sub-district of Woolwich Dockyard. ‘Three deaths from scarlatina 
were registered in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 3 in the sub-district of 
Islington East, 4 in the sub-district of St. George-the-Martyr Holborn, and 3 in 
the sub-district of St. Peter Walworth. Three deaths from whooping-cough were 
recorded in the sub-district of Islington East, 3 in the sub-district of Bow, and 
3 in the sub-district of Rotherhithe. 

The two daughters of a painter, aged 3 years and 15 months respectively, died 
on 9th May at 25 Northumberland-street, Marylebone, of “ choleraic diarrhea.” 

The daughter of a sun-shade cutter, aged 3 weeks, died on 12th May at 87 
- ‘Tyers-street, Lambeth, of “cholera infantum, 3 days.” 

The son of a waiter, aged 3 months, died on 9th May at 24 Caroline-terrace, 

East Surrey Grove, Camberwell, of “‘choleraic diarrhoea, exhaustion, 28 hours.” 
_ The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 9 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 8 in 
South London. In calculating these results, the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

One hundred and ninety-nine deaths occurred from phthisis, 101 from bronchitis, 
63 from pneumonia, 59 from diseases of the heart, and 148 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 3 persons from delirium tremens, of 8 infants. and 2 adulis from 
syphilis, of 3 persons from burns or scalds, of 5 persons from drowning, of 5 
infants and one adult from suffocation, of 8 persons who committed suicide, and of 
8 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, were registered.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the weck was 29°893in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°61 in. at 
the beginning of the week, to 29°73in. by 8 p.m. on Sunday, 10th Mie the 
changes were small till noon on Tuesday, 12th May; the reading furt er in- 
creased to 80°18 in, by 9 p.m. on Thursday, 14th May; decreased to 29°88in. by 
3 P.M. on Saturday, 16th May, and was 29:9lin. by the end of the week. The 
mean temperature of the air in the week was 57°5°, which is 6°0° above the 
average of the same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The 
highest day temperature was 77°2° on Friday, 15th May. ‘The lowest night 
temperature was 42°1° on Tuesday, 12th May. The entire range of temperature 
in the week was, therefore, 35:1°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 58°0°; that of the lowest was 56°‘2°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°3°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 77, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. No rain fell. The general direction of the wind was S.S.W. and S.W. 
Ozone was observed on five days during the week. According to a return 
furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily 
quantity of sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, 
Crossness, was 44,360,822 gallons, or 201,552 cubic metres, equivalent to about as 
many tons by weight.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, May 23d, 4564 BIRTHS, and 2787 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 23 in 
Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin ; 22 in Bristol, 19 in Birmingham, 24 in Liverpool, 
28 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 29 in Sheffield, 23 in Bradford, 25 in Leeds, 19 
in Hull, 20 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 28 in Glasgow. 

In Lonpon the brrrus of 1067 boys and 1029 girls, in all 2096 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2058, 

The pratus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1252. It was the 
twenty-first week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1326. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 74 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 18 per 1000 in West London, 21 in North 
London, 22 in Central London, 23 in East London, and 21 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 300, the corrected average number being 
309. Thirteen deaths from small-pox, 64 from measles, 35 from scarlatina, 6 trom 
diphtheria, 59 from whooping-cough, 38 from fever, and 19 from diarrhoea were 
registered. 

The son of a labourer, aged 4 years, died on 16th May at 1 Brand-street, 
Islington, of “ Asiatic cholera, 24 hours.” 

Three deaths from measles were recorded in the sub-district of St. Margaret 
Westminster, 3 in the sub-district of Islington East, 3 in the sub-district of 
Hoxton Old Town, 4 in the sub-district of Hackney-road, 3 in the sub-district of 
the Kent-road, 3 in the sub-district of Lambeth Church, first part, and 4 in the 
district of Rotherhithe. Four deaths from scarlatina were registered in the sub- 
district of Kensington Town, and 3 in the sub-district of Islington West. Four 
deaths from whooping-cough were recorded in the sub-district of Cripplegate, and 
4 in the sub-district of Leather Market, Bermondsey. 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 2 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 4 in Central London, 13 in East London, and 7 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

One hundred and sixty-two deaths occurred from phthisis, 87 from bronchitis, 
70 from pneumonia, 42 from diseases of the heart, and 151 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 8 infants from syphilis, of 2 children and 2 adults from burns or 
scalds, of 7 persons from drowning, of 8 infants and 1 adult from suffocation, of 
© persons who committed suicide, and of 3 persons who were killed by horses or 
carriages in the streets were registered. . . 

The daughter of a blacksmith, aged 3 years, died on 11th May at 1 West-street, 
Limehouse, of “ constriction of bowel, accelerated by want of food, by great 
privation, and dwelling in a washhouse unfit for human iabitation.” Post mort. 
(Inquest.)

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, May 30th, 4498 prrras, and 2741 
DEATHS, were registered in LonDON and in Tairreen other Large Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1009 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 24 in 
Edinburgh, and 21 in Dublin; 19 in Bristol, 19 in Birmingham, 26 in Manchester, 
25 in Salford, 31 in Sheffield, 29 in Bradford, 22 in Leeds, 20 in Hull, 18 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 87 per 1000 
during the week ending the 23d ult., when the mean temperature was 5°5° Fah- 
renheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 21. 

During the past three weeks the annual death-rate in Sheffield has considerably 
exceeded that in any of the other large towns, and has averaged 30 per 1000, 
against 24 in the preceding six weeks of the current quarter, and 23 in the first 
quarter of the year. ‘This excess of deaths has been due to an epidemic of 
measles, and to an increasing fatality from small-pox. The latter disease has been, 
since the beginning of the year, exceedingly prevalent in this town, where the 
neglect of vaccination is well known. 

In Lonpon the sirtus of 1018 boys and 1021 girls, in all 2039 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2059. 

The peatrus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1217. It was the 
twenty-second week of the year ; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1294. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 77 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 21 per 1000 in West London, 19 in North 
London, 22 in Central London, 19 in East London, and 21 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 295, the corrected average number being 
3808. Seventeen deaths from small-pox, 56 from measles, 29 from scarlatina, 7 
from diphtheria, 60 from whooping-cough, 43 from fever, and 19 from diarrhea, 
were registered. 

The son of a clerk, aged 10 years, died on 25th May at 54 Lower Chapman- 
street, St. George-in-the-East, of “ choleraic diarrhea, 24 hours.” 

The daughter of a carpenter, aged 8 months, died on 26th May, at 6 Little 
Stanhope-street, Mayfair, of ‘‘ cholera infantum.” 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,600 living of 3 in West 
London, 4 in North Londor, 12 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 10 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

One hundred and seventy-three deaths occurred from phthisis, 57 from bronchitis, 
62 from pneumonia, 45 from diseases of the heart, and 148 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 5 persons from delirium tremens, of 7 infants and 3 adults from 
syphilis, of 2 children from burns or scalds, of 9 persons from drowning, of 7 
infants and one adult from suffocation, of 7 persons who committed suicide, and of 
5 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, were registered, 

The widow of a shoemaker died on 22d May, in the Shoreditch Workhouse, at 
the age (as stated) of 104 years.

178 Analysis of Metropolitan Waters. 


The waters supplied by the Metropolitan Companies during the month of May, 
contained (according to Professor Frankland’s analysis) in 100,000 tons, foreign 
solid matters amounting to 26 tons in the Chelsea water, 26 in the West Middlesex, 
27 in the Southwark, 26 in the Grand Junction, 27 in the Lambeth, 24 in the 
New River, 25 in the East London, and 41 in the Kent. 100,000 tons of the 
Chelsea water contained 20 tons, the West Middlesex water 19 tons, the South- 
wark, Grand Junction, and Lambeth waters 18 tons, the New River and East 
London waters 17 tons, and the Kent water 27 tons of carbonate of lime, or an 
equivalent quantity of other soap destroying ingredients. 


Professor Frankland remarks :—‘“ The water delivered by the West Middlesex, 
* Grand Junction, Lambeth, New River, and Kent Companies was perfectly clear 
and transparent, but that drawn from the Chelsea and East London Companies’ 
mains was slightly turbid, whilst the Southwark and Vauxhall Company’s water 
“was full of suspended particles. All the river waters have now attained their 
summer degree of purity, the active aquatic vegetation having withdrawn much 
of the mineral remains of the sewage poured into the Thames and Lea. By 
long storage in large reservoirs the East London Company have even removed 
every vestige of such previous sewage contamination.” 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°822in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°49 in. on 
Sunday, 24th May, to 80°10in. on Thursday, 28th May. The mean tempera- 
ture of the air in the week was 59:2° which is 3°7° above the average of the 
same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day tempe- 
rature was 76°1° on Wednesday, 27th May. The lowest night temperature was 
45°1° on Sunday, 24th May. The entire range of temperature in the week was, 
therefore, 31°0°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 61°7°; that of the lowest was 60°5°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°6°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 77, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
Rain fell to the amount of 1:38 in., of which 1°08 in. fell on Friday, 29th May. 
The general direction of the wind .was variable. Ozone was observed every day 


during the week. A very violent thunderstorm occurred between Oh. 30m. P.M. . 


and 1h. 35m. p.m. on Friday, 29th May. Heavy rain fell throughout this storm, 
and from lh. 21m. p.m. to 1h. 25m. p.m. hailstones of very large size fell. 
Showers of rain, with hail occasionally, and accompanied by thunder, were expe- 
rienced between 4h. 42m. p.m. and 4h. 56m. p.m. ; and between 5h. 45 m. p.m. and 
6h. 10m. p.m. At night lightning was seen frequently. According to a return 
furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the average dail 
quantity of sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, 
Crossness, was 47,479,268 gallons, or 215,720 cubic metres, equivalent to about as 
many tons by weight.

I have the honour to submit to you in the following Table the results of 
the chemical examination of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the 
month of May. For the purpose of comparison I append also the results yielded 
by Loch Katrine water, as supplied to Glasgow, and by the waters supplied to the 
towns of Lancaster, Manchester, Leicester, Preston, and Worthing, when submitted 
to the same analytical processes. 

The water delivered by the West Middlesex, Grand J unction, Lambeth, New 
River, and Kent companies was perfectly clear and transparent, but that drawn 
from the Chelsea and East London companies’ mains was slightly turbid, whilst the 
Southwark and Vauxhall company’s water was full of suspended particles. 

All the river waters have now attained their summer degree of purity, the active 
aquatic vegetation having withdrawn much of the mineral remains of the sewage 
poured into the Thames and Lea. By long storage in Jarge reservoirs the East 
London company have even removed every vestige of such previous sewage con- 
tamination.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 all relate to 100,000 parts of 
the waters. The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water col- 
lected on 8th May at the Horse Guards’ cab rank had a temperature of 13°3° C., 
100,000 Ibs. of it contained 26-4 lbs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, con- 
stituting a portion of this impurity, contained +190 1b. of carbon and -018 lb. of 
nitrogen. ‘This solid impurity also contained *166 1b. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides -O011b. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was -185 lb. The above quantity of water supplied 
by the Chelsea Company had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, con- 
taminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 1350 lbs. of average 
filtered London sewage. ; 

By gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil.partly in the Thames and 
its tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and conduits of the company, 
this sewage contamination had been converted into innocuous inorganic com- 
pounds before its delivery to consumers. Finally, 100,000 lbs. of the Chelsea 
Company’s water contained 19-7 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
quantity of other soap-destroying ingredients.

Meteorological Observations. 
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JN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, June 6th, 4853 pirtus, and 2664 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 19 per 1000 in London, 19 in 
Edinburgh, and 25 in Dublin ; 19 in Bristol, 17 in Birmingham, 26 in Liverpool, 
23 in Manchester, 29 in Salford, 24 in Sheffield, 29 in Bradford, 21 in Leeds, 24 
in Hull, 19 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
37 per 1000 during the week ending the 30th ult., when the mean temperature was 
14°4° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 20. 
_ The death-rate in Sheffield showed a considerable decline upon the three pre- 
vious weeks, but measles was again fatally prevalent in many parts of the town, 
and two more deaths were referred to unvaccinated smal!-pox. 

In Lonpon the Brrrus of 1042 boys and 974 giuls,.in all 2016 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2005. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1160. It was the 
twenty-third week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1249. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 89 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 19 per 1000 in West London, 19 in North 
London, 19 in Central London, 21 in East London, and 19 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 293, the corrected average number being 
302. Sixteen deaths from small-pox, 60 trom measles, 41 from scarlatina, 12 from 
diphtheria, 47 from whooping-cough, 34 from fever, and 27 from diarrhea were 
registered. ; 

A leather dresser, aged 50 years, diced on 24 June at 5 Ann’s-place, New 
Church-street, Bermondsey, of “ choleraic diarrhcea, 24 hours.” 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 3 in North London, 9 in Central London, 10 in East London, and 5 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

A child died of typhoid fever on 4th June at 1 Grove-hill, Lordship-lane, 
Dulwich ; the death is ascribed to miasma from the drains. The father states that 
“ the main sewer from Grove-hill, Lordship-lane, to the Dulwich Railway Station 
“ (nearly one mile) emits at every grating an offensive pestilential eas, in hot and 
* dry weather. The drains-have not been properly trapped for some reason or 
“ other.” ‘The attention of the authorities all over London, should be given to the 
state of the drains. | 
_ The deaths of 3 persons from intemperance, of 2 persons from delirium tremens, 
of 5 infants and 2 adults from syphilis, of 3 children from burns or sealds, of 12 
persons from drowning, of 4 infants and 1 adult from suffocation, of 7 persons 
who committed suicide, and of 7 persons who were killed by horses or carriages 
in the streets were registered. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29:910in. ‘The barometrical reading increased from 29°76 on Tuesday, 
2d June, to 80°07 on Saturday, 6th June. The mean temperature of the air in 
the week was 58°6°, which is 1°5° above the average of the same week in 60 
Lah ena by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 78°4° 
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on Saturday, 6th June. The lowest night temperature was 44°7° on Monday, 
Ist June. The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 33°7°. 
The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 63:0°; 
that of the lowest was 62°1°. The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and air temperature was 7°8°. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 76, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the 
amount of O°14in. The general direction of the wind was variable. During 
the night of Monday, 18th May, the temperature of the Thames reached 60°, and 
with the exception of the night of Wednesday, 27th May, when the reading was 
59°, this high night temperature has since been maintained, and even exceeded ; on 
the nights of Sunday, 3lst May, Monday, 2d June, and Wednesday, 3d June, the 
readings were 62°, and on the night of Tuesday, 2d June, the reading was 638°. 
The temperature of the air at night since 18th May has varied from 42° to 55°. 
According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at 
the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 41,399,228 gallons or 188,096 cubic 
metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, June 13th, 5093 sBirras, and 2709 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tairreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 26 in 
Edinburgh, and 20 in Dublin; 19 in Bristol, 20 in Birmingham, 25 in Liverpool, 
27 in Manchester, 25 in Salford, 30 in Sheffield, 17 in Bradford, 22 in Leeds, 22 
in Hull, 21 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
34 per 1000 during the week ending the 6th inst., when the mean temperature was 
12°8° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 19. 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 1175 boys and 1098 girls, in all 2273 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2038. ‘ 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1195. It was the 
twenty-fourth week of the year ; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1268. The deaths in the present 
- return are less by 73 than the estimated number. 

_ The annual rate of mortality was 21 per 1000 in West London, 18 in North 
London, 19 in Central London, 22 in East London, and 20 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 287, the corrected average number being 
318. Ten deaths from small-pox, 60 from measles, 22 from scarlatina, 8 from 
diphtheria, 70 from whooping-cough, 40 from fever, 31 from diarrhea, and 3 
from choleraic diarrhcea were registered. 

The son of a gentleman, aged 9 months, died on 12th June at 5 St. Ann’s- 
road, Kensington, of “ choleraic diarrhoea, exhaustion.” 

The son of a shopman, aged 3 months, died on 11th June at 51 Palace-street, 
Westminster, of ‘ choleraic diarrhcea.” 

The daughter of a marine-store dealer, aged 8 months, died on Sth June at 
107 Sidney-street, Mile-end Old Town, of “ choleraic diarrhea, 20 hours.” 
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The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 7 in West: 


London, 2 in North London, 6 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 9 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 


One hundred and seventy-eight deaths occurred from phthisis, 55 from bronchitis, _ 


64 from pneumonia, 62 from diseases of the heart, and 144 from. diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. | | 

The deaths of 3 persons from delirium tremens, of 7 infants from syphilis, of 
4 children from burns or scalds, of 8 persons from drowning, of 5 infants from 
suffocation, of 2 persons who committed suicide, and’of 2’children who were killed 
by horses or carriages in the streets, were registered. 

During the month of May 103,378,791 gallons, or 469,697 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many éuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily by 
the water companies in the Metropolis, or 1,042 litres, rather more than a ton by 
weight, to each house, and 150 litres (=383°1 gallons) to each person. It may be 

estimated that about 84,961,000 gallons were probably used for domesti¢ purposes, 

or about 27°2 gallons per day for each inhabitant. 52,542,371 gallons of the 
water supplied daily were taken from the Thames, and 50,836,420 gallons from 
the Lea and other sources. The return for May, as compared with that for April, 
shows an increase of 958 houses, and an increase of 8,578,775 gallons of water 
supplied daily. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 


the week was 30°034in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°98 in, on ~ 
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196 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


Wednesday, 10th June, to 80‘llin. on Friday, 12th June. The mean tempera-. 
ture of the air in the week was 60°3°, which is 2°3° above the average of the 
same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day tempe- 
rature was 85°'1° on Saturday, 13th June. The lowest night temperature was 
45°3° on Tuesday, 9th June. The entire range of temperature in the week was, 
therefore, 39°8°. The highest reading of the thermometer in the sun was 148°8° 
on Saturday, 13th June. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of 
the Thames was 61°5°; that of the lowest was 60°2°. The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 13:0°. ‘Fhe mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 63, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
No rain fell during the week. The general direction of the wind was N.N.W. 
and W.S.W. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into the river 
Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 44,009,539 gallons, or 
199,955 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


The RecistRaR GenERAL hag to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon Watrer Companiss, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
May 1868: thus, according to their account, 103,378,791 gallons or 469,697 cubic metres of 
water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 1042 litres, 
rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 150 litres (= 33°1 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session '867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use : 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of May, it may be estimated 
that about 84,961,000 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 27°2 gallons 
for each inhabitant. The proportion no doubt varies from month to month, but the Registrar 
General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, June 20th, 4546 sBrrrms, and 2754 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 21 in 
Edinburgh, and 17 in Dublin ; 26 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 26 in Liverpool, 
30 in Manchester, 23 in Salford, 27 in Sheffield, 20 in Bradford, 22 in Leeds, 16 
in Hull, 24 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 28 in Glasgow. 

In Lonpon the sirtus of 1024 boys and 1001 girls, in all 2025 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 tle 
average number, corrected fer increase of population, is 2054. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1228. It was the 
twenty-fifth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1250. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 22 than the estimated number. 

The annual rate of mortality was 21 per 1000 in West London, 20 in North 
London, 21 in Central London, 21 in East London, and 20 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 328, the corrected average number being 
335. Five deaths from small-pox, 59 from measles, 32 from scarlatina, 2 from 
diphtheria, 58 from whooping-cough, 35 from fever, 66 from diarrhea, and 8 from 
choleraic diarrhea, were registered. 

The prevailing high temperature has caused an increase in the mortality from 
diarrhcea, and has also occasioned some deaths from choleraic diarrheea. It is of 
great importance that the utmost vigilance should be exercised by inspectors of 
nuisances at the present time. The application of disinfectants to drains, and an 
abundant supply of pure water to every house are essential. It would be false 
economy to imitate the Whitechapel Board, which has recently reduced its staff of 
inspectors of nuisances.

WESTMINSTER ; St. John.At 8 Charlwood-street, on 16th June, the son of an hotel-porter, 
aged 7 months, ‘ cholera infantum (11 hours).” 

MAryLEBONE; Rectory— At 25 North-street, on 14th June, the daughter of a groom, aged 
4 months, “choleraic diarrhea.” 

MaryLepone ; St. John.—At 35 Samford-street, on 14th June, the daughter of a bricklayer, 
aged 13 months, “cholera infantum (12 hours).” 

Pancras ; Camden Town.—At 29 College-street, on 17th June, the daughter of a shipwright, 
aged 15 years, “‘choleraic diarrhea (2 days).” 

Istineton ; Hast.—At 4 Cobden-square, on 16th June, the daughter of a cigar-maker, aged 
5 months, “ choleraic diarrhcea (17 hours).” 

WHITECHAPEL; Mile End New Town. — At 5 Spital-street, on 15th June, the son of a shce- 
maker, aged 10 months, “ choleraic diarrhea.” 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 6 in Central London, 138 in East London, and 3 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever 
Hospital have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

The deaths of 7 infants and 1 adult from syphilis, of 6 persons from drowning, 
of 9 infants from suffocation, of 4 persons who committed suicide, and of 6 persons 
who were killed by horses or vehicles in the streets were registered. 

A builder, aged 65 years, died on 14th June at 32 Howland-street, St. Pancras, 
from “coup de soleil, 8 days, effusion, 2 days.” eAa in

According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River 
Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 43,245,613 gallons or 


196,485 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

In tae weex that ended on Saturday, June 27th, 4776 Brrrus, and 2997 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in TairreEeN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 24 in. 
Edinburgh, and 18 in Dublin; 21 in Bristol, 18 in Birmingham, 27 in Liverpool, 
27 in Manchester, 20 in Salford, 31 in Sheffield, 31 in Bradford, 20 in Leeds, 25: 
in Hull, 22 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
28 per 1000 during the week ending the 20th inst., when the mean temperature was: 
3°3° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week.in London, where the rate was 20. 

In Lonpon the srrtus of 1122 boys and 1047 girls, in all 2169:children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2072. 

The pratus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1454. It was the 
twenty-sixth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1304. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 150 the estimated amount, and exceed by 226 the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 25 in North 
London, 23 in Central London, 31 in East London, and 21 in South London. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 466, the corrected average number being: 
345. Nine deaths from small-pox, 55 from measles, 28 from scarlatina, 8. from. 
diphtheria, 65 from whooping-cough, 42 from fever, 171 from, diarrhoea, and 18 
from cholera were registered. 

The mortality from diarrhoea exhibits a considerable increase. In the week 
which ended 6th June, the deaths from diarrheea were 27, in the two following 
weeks 81 and 66 persons died, and last week the deaths recorded were 171. Five: 
deaths from diarrhcea were registered in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 
13 in the sub-district. of Christchurch, Marylebone, 8 in the sub-district of 
Islington East, 5 in the sub-district of Islington West, and 6 in the sub-district of 
Mile-end Old Town East. Of the 171 persons who died, 146 were children under 
one year of age, 18 were under 5 years of age, and 7 persons were aged 40 years 
and upwards. It is essential at the present critical period of the year, that the 
greatest care should be taken by the engineers and others, who have the control 
of the water supply of London, so as to prevent any contamination of the water. 
The ventilation of the sewers also demands attention.

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 2 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 18 in Central London, 8 in East London, and 9 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

The deaths of 2 persons from delirium tremens, of 2 persons from sun stroke, 
of 10 infants from syphilis, of 13 persons from drowning, of 4 infants and one 
adult from suffocation, of 6 persons who committed suicide, and of 5 persons who 
were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, were registered. 

The health of Sydenham is far from being satisfactory; the return shows that 
of a total number of 14 deaths registered, 38 occurred from measles, 5 from 
scarlatina, and 2 from whooping-cough. A case of typhoid rheumatic fever was 
also recorded. : 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan Companies during the month of J une, 
contained (according to Professor Frankland’s analysis) in 100,000 tons, foreign 
solid matters amounting to 29 tons in the Chelsea, water, 23 in the West Middlesex, 
30 in the Southwark, 25 in the Grand Junction, 25 in the Lambeth, 24 in the 
New River, 24 in the East London, and 42 in the Kent. 100,000 tons of the 
Chelsea water contained 20 tons, the Grand Junction and Lambeth waters 19 tons, 
the West Middlesex, Southwark, New River, and East London waters 18 tons, and 
the Kent water 28 tons of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other 
soap destroying ingredients. 


Professor Frankland remarks :—“ The long continued drought has rendered the 
“river waters supplied to London unusually pure. The previous sewage con- 
tamination of these waters is on the average much lower than has ever before 
“been observed. ‘The Southwark Company’s water was again turbid from the 
‘““ presence of much suspended matter; besides giving the water a repulsive 
“appearance, this suspended matter is nitrogenous, and therefore highly objec- 
“ tionable. With the exception of the East London Company’s water, which 
contained, however, only traces of suspended matter, the rest of the samples, 
“ were perfectly bright and transparent.” 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°869in. ‘The barometrical reading increased from 29°54 in. on 
Monday, 22d June, to 380°18in. on Friday, 26th June. The mean tempera- 
ture of the air in the week was 63°6°, which is 2°6° above the average of the 
same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day tempe- 
rature was 88°0° on Saturday, 27th June. The lowest night temperature was 
48°4° on Tuesday, 23d June. The entire range of temperature in the week was, 
therefore, 89°6°. The highest reading of the thermometer in the sun was 157° 5° 
on Saturday, 27th June. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of 
the ‘Thames was 67°1°; that of the lowest was 65°3°. The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 11°0°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 68, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
Rain fell to the amount of 0'29in. The general direction of the wind was S.W. 
Ozone was observed on 6 days during the week, the greatest amount was on 
Monday, 22d June. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into 
the river Thames at the Seuthern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 43,777,190 
gallons, or 198,900 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tous by weight.

The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water col- 


lected on 18th inst. at the Horse Guards’ cab rank had a temperature of 19°1°C., 
100,000 lbs. of it contained 29°41bs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, con- 
stituting a portion of this impurity, contained +1481b. of carbon and +018 lb, of 
nitrogen. ‘This solid impurity also contained +113 1b. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides *0021b. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was +1383 1b. The above quantity of water supplied

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, July 4th, 4620 Birras, and 3130 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 17 in Dublin ; 20 in Bristol, 22 in Birmingham, 26 in Liverpool, 
33 in Manchester, 25 in Salford, 35 in Sheffield, 24 in Bradford, 25 in Leeds, 25 
in Hull, 26 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 26 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
31 per 1000 during the week ending the 27th ult., when the mean temperature was 
8°9° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 24. 

The mortality from diarrhea, principally infantile, showed a considerable increase 
in most of the large towns last week. Of the death-rates from all causes, 6 per 
1000 resulted from this cause in Manchester, 5 per 1000 in London and Salford, and 
2 per 1,000 in Liverpool. The excessive rate in Sheffield was due to 15 more deaths 
from small-pox, in addition to a considerable mortality from measles and diarrhea. 

In Lonpon the srrrus of 1050 boys and 1048 girls, in all 2093 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 1968. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1516. It was the 
twenty-seventh week of the year ; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1315. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 201 the estimated amount, and are more by 62 than the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 26 in North 
London, 25 in Central London, 28 in East London, and 25 in South London. 

_ The deaths from zymotic diseases were 577, the corrected average number being 

395. Nine deaths from small-pox, 55 from measles, 86 from scarlatina, 11 from 
diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 46 from fever, 286 from diarrhea, and 19 
from cholera or choleraic diarrhcea, were registered. 

The mortality from diarrhea exhibits a considerable increase. In the week 
which ended 6th June the deaths from diarrheea were 27, in the three following 
weeks 31, 66, and 171 persons died, and last week the deaths recorded were 286. 
Six deaths from diarrhoea were registered in the sub-district of St. Mary Pad- 
dington, 7 in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 6 in the sub-district of St. Paul 
Hammersmith, 7 in the sub-district of St. John Westminster, 5 in the sub-district 
of St. Margaret Westminster, 5 in the sub-district of Rectory (Marylebone), 7 in 
the sub-district of Christchurch (Marylebone), 6 in the sub-district of Regent’s 
_ Park, 5 in the sub-district of Kentish Town, 13 in the sub-district of Islington 
West, 9 in the sub-district of Islington East, 7 in the sub-district of Hoxton Old 
Town, 8 in the sub-district of Haggerstone West, 5 in each of the sub-districts of 
Limehouse, Mile-end Old Town Western, and Mile-end Old Town Eastern, 6 in the 
sub-district of Bow, 5 in the sub-district of Leather Market (Bermondsey), 5 in 
the sub-district of Waterloo-road second part, and 6 in the sub-district of Ken- 
nington first. Of the 286 persons who died, 230 were children under one year of 
age, 35 were under 3 years of age, 4 were 20 and under 40 years, and 13 were 
60 years and upwards.

*choleraic diarrhea.” 

CLERKENWELL; St. James.—At 2 Newcastle-place, on 30th June, the wife of a jeweller, aged 
62 years, “‘ choleraic diarrhwa (6 days).” - , 

Snorepircn ; Hoxton New Town.—At 84 Britannia-street, on 30th June, the son of a brass- 
finisher, aged 10 weeks, “ choleraic diarrhea (one week).” 

BETHNAL-GREEN ; Green. — At Twig Folly Bridge-wharf, on 30th June, the son of a slate- 
merchant, aged 15 weeks, ‘ choleraic diarrhea (4 days).” 

WuitEcHAaPEL; Goodman’s Fields.—At 73 Lambeth-street, Whitechapel, on 1st July, the son of 
a zinc-worker, aged one year, “‘ cholera infantum (20 hours).”

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 4 in West 
London, 7 in North London, 9 in Central London, 13 in East London, and 5 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°023in. The barometrical reading inereased from 80°05in. on 
Sunday, 28th June, to 80°21in. by 9h. a.m. on Monday, 29th June ; decreased to 
29°8lin. by 3h. p.m. on Friday, 8d July, and was 29°88in. by the end of the 
week. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 61°6°, which is 0°4° 
above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
The highest day temperature was 84°3° on Friday, 3d July. The lowest night 
temperature was 47°8° on Tuesday, 30th June. The entire range of temperature 
in the week was, therefore, 36°5°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 66°7°; that of the lowest was 65°4°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 10°6°. ‘The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 68, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. Rain fell on Saturday, 4th July, to the amount of O’Olin. The general 
direction of the wind was N. and N.N.E. Ozone was observed on 4 days of the 
week. Since Friday, 29th May, when rain fell to the amount of 1°08 in., to Saturday, 
4th July, rain has fallen on only 6 days, amounting in the aggregate to 0°47 in. 
in 86 days. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River 
Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 39,700,733 gallons or 
180,379 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 in West London, 23 in North 
London, 25 in Central London, 28 in East London, and 26 in South London, 

Lhe deaths from zymotic diseases were 582, the corrected average number being 
430. Nine deaths from small-pox, 31 from measles, 39 from scarlatina, 14 from 
diphtheria, 42 from whooping-cough, 59 from fever, 300 from diarrhea, and 19 
from cholera were registered. 

The deaths from diarrhea differ little in number from those in the preceding 
week. In the week which ended 6th June, the deaths from diarrhcea were 2% 
in the four following weeks 31, 66, 171, and 286 persons died, and last week the 
deaths recorded were 300. Twenty-five deaths from diarrhoea were registered in, 
the district of Kensington, 7 in Chelsea, 6 in St. George Hanover-square, 7 in 
Westminster St. James, 18 in Marylebone, 21 in Pancras, 22 in Islington, 11 in 
Clerkenwell, 14 in St. Luke, 14 in Shoreditch, 12 in Bethnal-green, 9 in White- 
chapel, 8 in Mile-end Old Town, 11 in Poplar, 11 in Bermondsey, 13 in St. George 
Southwark, 8 in Newington, 17 in Lambeth, 10 in Camberwell, 5 in Greenwich, 
and 9 (including 1 in Charlton and 2 in Plumstead) in Woolwich district. Of the 
300 persons who died, 254 were children under one year of age, 24 were aged 
one year, and under 2, and 11 were 20 years of age, and upwards. 

Besides the following deaths from cholera there were 13 from choleraic diarrhoea, 

Kensineton ; St. John Paddington.— At 12 Southwick-mews, on 9th July, the daughter of a 
shoemaker, aged 14 months, “ English cholera (4 days), collapse.” 

Kensineron; St. Paul, Hammersmith. — At 94 Bridge-road, on 4th July, the daughter of a 
grocer, aged 3 months, “cholera, diarrhoea (8 days).” 

Pancras ; Somers Town.— At 12 Dear’s-place, on 10th July, the wife of a decorator, aged 
60 years, “ English cholera, collapse.” 

St. Gites; North.— At 22 Chenies-mews, on 10th July, the wife of a cab-proprietor, aged: 

_ 47 years, “cholera (24 hours), with cramps, blueness of surface, collapse, and all the symptoms of 
the Asiatic variety of the disorder.” 

Horgsorn ; St. George-the-Martyr.—At 24 East-street, on 8th J uly, the wife of a cooper, aged 
35 years, “cholera, rice-water evacuations (34 days).” Foul cesspool in house, partially supplied 
with water. 

Mivtz-ENnp OLp Town; Western.—At 16 Newbold-street, on 5th July, the son of a messenger, 
aged 6 months, ‘‘ English cholera (2 days).” 

The deaths from fever were at the annual rate on 10,000 living of 10 in West 
London, 4 in North London, 10 in Central London, 17 in East London, and 10 in 
South London. In calculating these results the deaths in the London Fever Hospital 
have been referred to the districts from which the patients were brought. 

During the month of June L09,042,690 gallons or 495,431 cubic metres of water

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29:949in. The barometrical reading which was 30°03 in. by 9h. 
A.M. on Friday, 10th July, and was nearly constant till after 9h. a.m. on Saturday, 
llth July, decreased to 29°96in. at the end of the week. The mean tempera- 
ture of the air in the week was 65°7°, which is 8°9° above the average of the 
same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day tempe- 
rature was 85°0° on Thursday, 9th July. The lowest night temperature was 
482° on Sunday, Sth July. The entire range of temperature in the week was, 
therefore, 36°8°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 66°38°; that of the lowest was 65'5°.. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 12°4°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 64, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
Rain began to fall at 11°18h. p.m. on Saturday, llth July, and by midnight 
0°18 in. had fallen. The general direction of the wind was variable. According 
to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the 
average daily quantity of sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern 
Outfall Works, Crossness, was 42,010,438 gallons, or 190,872 cubic metres, 
equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 

The ReaistRAR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WATER CoMPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
JUNE 1868: thus, according to their account, 109,042,690 gallons or 495,431 cubic metres of 
water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 1097 litres, 
rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 158 litres (= 34°9 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on Kast 
London Water. Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use ; 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of June, it may be estimated 
that about 89,615,710 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 28°7 gallons 


for each inhabitant. This proportion no doubt varies from. month to month, but the Registrar. 
General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

“In toe wees that ended on Saturday, July 18th, 4222 Birras, and 3483 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpown and in Tarrreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1000 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 19 in Dublin ; 22 in Bristol, 28 in Birmingham, 33 in Liverpool, 
39 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 33 in Sheffield, 30 in Bradford, 28 in Leeds, 2+ 
in Hull, 30 in Neweastle- -upon-T'yne, and 28 in Glasgow. ‘The rate in Vienna was 
26 per 1000 during the week ending the 1 lth inst., when the mean temperature was 
1°5° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 25. 

Under the influence of the present sultry heat and drought the annual rate 
of mortality in the 14 large towns of the United Kingdom has, week by week, 
steadily increased from 22 per 1000 in the beginning of June to 28 last week. 
The increase has been greatest in London, Liverpool, Manchester, Birmingham, 
and Sheffield, and has been almost entirely an. to the fatal prevalence of summer 


. diarrhcea, principally infantile. Of the death-rates per 1000 from all causes, 


11 were referred to diarrheea in Manchester and Salford, 7 in Sheffield, Leeds, and 
Liverpool, 6 in London, and 5 in Birmingham. 

In Lonpon the srrtus of 1017 boys “and 997 girls, in all 2014 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 1990. 

The pEATHS ‘registered in Lonpon during the week were 1642. It was the 
twenty-ninth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, “1458. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 184 the estimated amount, and are more by 137 than the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 677, the corrected average number being 
§21. Eleven deaths from small-pox, 39 from measles, 64 from scarlatina, 9 trom 
diphtheria, 48 from whooping-cough, and 45 from typhus, were registered. 

Thirty-seven deaths by choleraie diarrhoea or cholera were registered in the 
week, 29 being children under 4 years of age. The following 7 cases in adults 
appear to be ordinary instances of summer cholera ; ; another adult is returned as 
having died of ‘ rheumatic fever (13 days), and choleraic diarrhoea (10 days).”

Borough-road.—At 50 Southwark Bridge-road, on 12th July, a builder, aged 71 years,“ choleraic 
diarrhea.” Lampetru; Lambeth Church 2nd.—At 2 Devonshire-terrace, Waleot- -square, on 10th July, 
a fundholder (female), aged 67 years, “choleraic diarrhea (3} days).” Wanpsworra ; Clapham.— 
At Milton -cottage, Milton-street, Wandsworth-road, on 16th July, a collector of rates, aged 61 years, 
“ diarrhea (2 days), cholera (6 hours).” CAMBERWELL; Si. George.—-At 37 Albany-road, on 
15th July, a scripture reader, aged 58 years, “ choleraic diarrhea (2 days).” 

340 persons died of diarrhoea, and of that number 19 were adults. 

It must not be assumed that the mortality from diarrhoea or summer cholera is 
higher in London than it is in continental towns. ‘The reverse will be found 
generally to be the case. 

The mortality from diarrhea differs little in the London waterfields; the deaths 
to 100,000 living ran thus: 10 in Kent, 11 in Grand Junction, 12 in New River, 
13 in East London, and 15 in the Southwark and Lambeth fields of supply. | 

The deaths of 12 infants and 2 adults from syphilis, of 4 persons from delirium 
iremens, of 12 persons from drowning, of 4 infants from suffocation, and of 3 
persons who committed suicide were registered,

_ At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 


et 


week was 29°848in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°96 in. at the — 


beginning of the week to 29°85in. by 3 p.m. on Monday, 18th July ; increased to 
29°93 in. by 9 a.m. on Tuesday, 14th July ; decreased to 29°75in. by 3 p.m. on 
Wednesday, 15th July ; increased to 29°89 in. by 9p.m. on Friday, 17th July, and 
was 29°83 in. at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air in the 
week was 70°7°, which is 8°5° above the average of the same week in 50 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher), The highest day temperature was 92:0° on 
Thursday, 16th July. The lowest night temperature was 52°7° on Tuesday, 
14th July. The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 39°3°. 
The maximum temperature of the air observed on Thursday, 16th J uly, viz. 92°0° 
is a higher value than has been recorded since 18th July 1859, when the maximum 
temperature was 93°0°, and the mean temperature (75°9°) is higher than all 
other mean daily temperatures as far back as 16th June 1858, when 76°9? was 
obtained. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 
68°5°; that of the lowest was 67°9°. The difference between the mean dew- 
point temperature and air temperature was 12-9°, The mean degree of humidity 


of the air was 64, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell on 


Sunday and Monday to the amount of 0°70 in. The general direction of the wind 
was N.E. and $.W. Electricity was shown on every day of the week, except 
Monday and Thursday. Ozone was observed on Wednesday and Thursday. 
According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames 
at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 48,319,036 gallons or 219,536 
cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, July 25th, 4384 Brrras, and 4050 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in TairtEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 33 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 31 per 1000 in London, 22 in 
Edinburgh, and 23 in Dublin; 25 in Bristol, 38 in Birmingham, 37 in Liverpool, 
40 in Manchester, 35 in Salford, 39 in Shetfield, 40 in Bradford, 35 in Leeds, 34 
in Hull, 26 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 37 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
29 per 1000 during the week ending the 18th inst., when the mean temperature was 
0°9° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 27. 

The mortality from diarrhoea showed a further increase during last week in 
nearly all the large English towns, and was at the annual rate of 4 per 1000 in 
Newcastle-upon- -Tyne, 6 in Bristol, 7 in London, 9 in Liverpool and Sheffield, 
10 in Manchester and Salford, 11 in Hull, 12 in Leeds, and, highest, 14 per 1000 in 
Birmingham. In London the temperature in the shade rose to 96°6° Fahrenheit, 
and the mean temperature of the week was 69°2° ; but there was no approach to 
these high temperatures in the other towns ; the highest recorded in the shade 
being 91°6°, and the highest mean of the week 64°4°, both in Sheffield. It will 
be observed that in the English towns the lowest mortality from diarrhcea occurred 
in Newcastle, where the mean temperature of the week was only 60°3°, and lower 
than in any of the other towns. 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 980 boys and 1023 girls, in all 2003. children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2062. 

The DEATHS of 945 males and 940 females, in all 1885 persons, were registered 
in’Lonpon during the week. It was the thirtieth week of the year ; and the average 
number of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1575. The deaths in the present return exceed by 310 the estimated amount, and 
are more by 243 than the number recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 800, the corrected average number being 
631. Seven deaths from small-pox, 35 from ‘sales 47 from scarlatina, 10 from 
diphtheria, 45 from whooping-cough, and 57 from typhus were registered. 

Fifty-eight deaths by choleraic diarrhcea or summer cholera were registered in 
the week ; 38 were children under one year of age, 8 aged one year, one aged 
3 years, two aged 5 years. The following 7 cases occurred in adults :— 


MaryLEBONE ; St. John.—At 18 Huntsworth-terrace, on 21st July, the wife of a carpenter, aged 
49 years, “ cholera (20 hours), collapse (2 hours).” 

Pancras ; Tottenham-court.—At 123 Whitfield-street, on 19th July, the wife of a cabinet-maker, 
aged 24 years, “cholera (16 hours).” 

Isuineton ; East.—At 78 Windsor-road, on 19th July, the widow of a ribbon manufacturer, 
aged 81 years, “ cholera (20 hours).” 

~ HACKNBY ; Hackney.—At 8 Clapton-square, Clapton, on 21st July, a fund-holder (female), aged 
43 years, “cholera (30 hours).” 

Wesr Lonpon ; South—At West London Union, on 25th July, a butcher, aged 35 years, 
* cholera (8 hours). Be 

Snorepitcy ; Hoxton New Town.—At 35 Union-street, on 22d July, a labourer, aged 67 years 
“¢ English cholera (24 hours), collapse.” 

LAMBETH ; Church 2nd.—At the Workhouse, on uth July, a tailoress, aged 35 years, “ cholera.” 
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Four hundred and forty-two persons died of diarrhea, of whom 353 were 
children under one year of age, 49 were one year and less than 2 years, and 23 were 
of persons aged 20 years and upwards. 

What is required in cases of diarrhea or summer cholera, now frequent, is 
immediate rational treatment. Neglect of the early stage in children, and in the 
aged, is death. The people should be visited and informed of this. The Health 
Officer of Manchester has proposed special measures to meet the emergency, and it 
will be satisfactory to learn that some such proposal is adopted by the Health 
Officers of London and of all the large towns. ; 

The mortality from diarrhoea and cholerae diarrhea or cholera differs little 
in the London waterfields ; the deaths to 100,000 living run thus; 15 in New 
River, 16 in Grand Junction, 17 in Southwark and Lambeth, 18 in East London, 
and 20 in the Kent field of supply. 

The deaths of 15 infants and 3 adults from syphilis, of 5 persons from delirium 
tremens, of 4 persons from intemperance, of 6 children and 2 adults from burns or 
scalds, of 17 persons from drowning, of 7 infants from suffocation, of 10 persons 
who committed suicide, and of 3 children and 3 adults who were killed by horses 
or carriages were registered. 

Eleven persons died of sunstroke.. 

Professor Frankland has given below an interesting analysis of the London waters’ 
supplied during the month of July. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°969in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°83 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 29°94 im. by 9 a.m. on Monday, 20th July ;. 
decreased to 29°86 in. by 38 p.m. on the same day; increased to 29-93 in. by 
9 AM. on Tuesday, 21st July ; decreased to 29°78 in, by 3 p.m. on Wednesday, 
22d July ; increased to 80°25in. by 9 a.m. on Friday, 24th July ; and decreased 
to 80°03 in. by the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air in the 
week was 69:2°, which is 7°6° above the average of the same week in 50 years. 
(as determined by Mr, Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 96°6° on. 
Wednesday, 22d July. The lowest night temperature was 50°9° on Friday, 
24th July. The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 45°7°. 
On Wednesday, 22d July, the maximum temperature of the air observed, viz., 
96°6°, is a higher value than has been recorded at the Royal. Observatory as far 
back as authentic reeord extends, and the mean temperature for the day, 77°9°, 
has only been exceeded on the following occasions; on 24th July 1818, when the 
mean temperature was 79°2°, and on 15th, 18th, and 19th July in the year 1825, 
when the mean temperatures were respectively 79°1°, 78°2°, and 78°6°. The 
mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 70°7°; that 
of the lowest was 70°2°. The air has been dry. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 15°3°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 50, and on two days, Monday and Wednesday, it was. 
as low as 49, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell only on 
Wednesday to the amount of 0°01 in. The general direction of the wind was 
variable. Ozone was observed on every day except Sunday and Friday. According 
to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the 
average daily quantity of sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern 
Outfall Works, Crossness, was 45,822,141 gallons, or 208,191 cubic metres, 
equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

I have the honour to submit to you in the following Table the results of 
the chemical examination of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the 
month of July. For the purpose of comparison I append also the results yielded 
by Loch Katrine water, as supplied to Glasgow, and by the waters supplied to the 
towns of Lancaster, Manchester, Leicester, Preston, and Worthing, when submitted 
to the same analytical processes. 

The river waters supplied to London again exhibit an exceptional degree of 
purity as regards solid matter, hardness, and previous sewage contamination ; but 
the proportion of organic nitrogen, representing chiefly unoxidized animal impu- 
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rities, is nearly as great as usual, showing that the accelerated oxidation of the 
organic impurities, owing to the high temperature, is nearly compensated by the 
diminished volume of water with which the sewage and manure matters commingle 
in the Thames and Lee. 


The temperature of the Thames at Greenwich on the Oth inst., ivan niost of 
the samples were drawn for analysis, ranged from 18°°6 to J9°°3.C. On reference 
to the following analytical table it will be seen that this high temperature is not 
lowered by transmission through the street mains. ‘The deep well water of the 
Kent Company has now a considerable advantage over the river waters in regard 
to coolness, its temperature being from 2°°5 to 5°°2 C. lower than that of the 
latter. It is to be regretted, however, that this advantage is lost owing to the 
intermittent system of supply. 


The water delivered by the Grand Junction, Lambeth, and East London 


Companies were very slightly turbid ; the rest of the samples were clear and 
transparent when drawn from the companies’ mains.

nitrogen. ‘This solid impurity also contained ‘067 1b. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides *0021b. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was -096 lb. The above quantity of water supplied 
by the Chelsea Company had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, con- 
taminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 370 lbs. of average filtered 
London sewage. « 

By gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil, partly in the Thames and 
its tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and conduits of the company, 
this sewage contamination had been converted into innocuous inorganic com- 
pounds before its delivery to consumers. Finally, 100,000 lbs. of the Chelsea 


Company’s water contained 17°4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent’ 


quantity of other soap-destroying ingredients.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
August 3d, 1868. 

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, August Ist, 4416 Brerus, and 3770 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in TuarrTeen other LaRGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 31 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 28 per 1000 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 23 in Dublin ; 25 in Bristol, 39 in Birmingham, 36 in Liverpool, 
36 in Manchester, 39 in Salford, 38 in Sheffield, 39 in Bradford, 39 in Leeds, 36 
in Hull, 26 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 30 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
39 per 1000 during the week ending the 25th ult., when the mean temperature was 
5‘ 1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 31. 

The mortality from diarrhea showed a decline last week in London, but had 
further increased in several of the other large towns, especially in Birmingham and 
Liverpool. The annual death-rate from this disease during last week was 4 per 
1600 in Neweastle-upon-Tyne, 5 in Bristol, 6 in London, 9 in Bradford, 10 in 
Manchester and Hull, 11 in Liverpool, 12 in Salford, 13 in Sheffield, 14 in Leeds, 
and so high as 20 per 1000 in Birmingham. There is little doubt that under a 
well organized system for treating the disease in its earlier stages, this mortality 
would rapidly decrease, and the risk of the more dangerous choleraic forms would 
be reduced to a minimum. 

In Lonpon the birrus of 1078 boys and 1028 girls, in all 2106 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2026. 

The pEatus of 859 males and 806 females, in all 1665 persons, were registered 
in Lonpon during the week. It was the thirty-first week of the year; and the 
average number of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of 
population, 1583. The deaths in the present return exceed by 82 the estimated 
amount, but are less by 220 than the number recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 691, the corrected average number being 
638. Five deaths from small-pox, 46 from measles, 47 from scarlatina, 9 from 
diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, and 52 from fever were registered. 

Thirty-eight deaths from choleraie diarrhea or cholera were recorded; 27 
fatal cases were those of children under 2 years of age; 5 children who died 
were aged from 2 to 10 years, and 6 fatal cases occurred in adults. A hop 
merchant, aged 54 years, died on 25th July at 3 Foxley Cottages, Foxley-road, 
Kennington, of “diarrhoea (2 days), Asiatic cholera (16 hours).” A carpenter, 
aged 34 years, died on 25th July at 8 Norfolk Cottages, Greenwich, of “ cholera 
maligna (34 hours).” 

384 persons died from diarrhcea ; of that number 42 were adults. 

The mortality from diarrheea and choleraic diarrhoea or cholera im tlie London 
waterfields to 100,000 living, was 12 in the New River, 11 in the Grand Junction, 
17 in the Southwark and Lambeth, 14 in the East London, and 18 in the Kent. field 
of supply. 

The deaths of 6 persons from sunstroke were recorded; and in many cases the 
fatal termination of diseases was stated to have been accelerated by the great heat. 

Kensineron; St. John Paddington. — At 15 Leinster-terrace, on 28th July, a constable, aged 
64 years, “ sunstroke, congestion of lungs (10 days).” 

Isyuineron; Hast.—At 56 Mildmay-street, Balls Pond, on 24th July, the daughter of a servant, 
aged 3 years, “sunstroke (36 hours).” 

_ Bermonpsey ; St. James.—At 68 Rolls-road, on 28th July, a labourer, aged 41 years, “sunstroke 
(20 minutes).” 

Lambetu; Lambeth Church 1st.—At 28 Canterbury-place, on 28th July, an ironfounder, aged 
38 years, “sunstroke (64 hours).”’ 

Lampetu; Brixton.— At 43 Loughboro’-park, on 27th July, a gentleman, aged 68 years, 
“exposure to the sun whilst travelling, &c. (5 days).” 

Wanpswortu ; Clapham.—At 20 Broad Hinton-road, North-street, on 31st July, a telegraph 
clerk, aged 18 years, “ sunstroke (18 days), cerebral pressure from effusion of brain,” 
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256 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


The deaths of 10 infants from syphilis, of 4 persons from burns or scalds, of 
13 persons from drowning, of 8 infants from suffocation, of 6 persons who com- 
mitted suicide, and of 4 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the 
streets were registered. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°80lin. The barometrical reading increased from 29°5lin. on 
Tuesday, 28th July, to 80°16 in. on Saturday, Ist August. The mean temperature 
of the air in the week was 67:°6°, which is 5°3° above the average of the same 
week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature 
was 90°1° on Tuesday, 28th July. The lowest night temperature was 49°4° on 
Saturday, Ist August. The entire range of temperature in the week was, there- 
fore, 40°7°. The highest reading of the thermometer in the sun was 167°0° on 
28th July. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 
68°7°; that of the lowest was 68°4°. The difference between the mean dew- 
point temperature and air temperature was 12°9°. ‘The mean degree of humidity © 
of the air was 64, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to 
the amount of 0°23in. The general direction of the wind was W.S.W. and 
S.S.W. Ozone was observed on 5 days during the week. According to a return 
furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average 
quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, 
Crossness, was 46,190,315 gallons or 209,864 cubic metres, equivalent to about as 
many tons by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
August 10th, 1868. 

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, August 8th, 4122 sirrus, and 3721 
DEATHS, were registered in LonpoN and in TarrreeNn other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 30 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 26 per 1000 in London, 30 in 
Edinburgh, and 23 in Dublin; 24 in Bristol, 37 in Birmingham, 34 in Liverpool, 
40 in Manchester, 39 in Salford, 36 in Sheffield, 33 in Bradford, 41 in Leeds, 38 
in Hull, 26 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 36 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
27 per 1000 during the week ending the Ist inst., when the mean temperature was 
1°3° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 28. 

The mortality from diarrhoea showed a decline upon the previous week in each 
of the large towns, except Manchester and Hull, in which the fatal cases had in- 
creased; in none of the towns however was the decrease so large as in London. 
The annual death-rate from this disease during last week in the eleven English 
towns was 8 per 1000 against 9 in the previous week ; in the several towns it was 
3 in Newcastle, 5 in London and Bristol, 6 in Bradford, 9 in Salford, 11 in Liver- 
pool, 12 in Manchester and Sheffield, 13 in Leeds, 14 in Hull, and, again highest, 
16 per 1000, in Birmingham. 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 1065 boys and 960 girls, in all 2025 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2009. 

The peatus of 795 males and 750 females, in all. 1545 persons, were registered: 
in Lonpon during the week. It was the thirty-second week of the year; and the 
average number of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of 
population, 1498. The deaths in the present return exceed by 52 the estimated 
amount, but are less by 120 than the number recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 593, the corrected average number being 
571. Four deaths from small-pox, 36 from measles, 50 from scarlatina, 8 from 
diphtheria, 39 from whooping-cough, and 53 from fever were registered. 

The mortality from cholera and diarrhea, is decreasing, and under the favourable 
influences of a lower temperature the public health will further improve. Last 
week 29 deaths from cholera or choleraic diarrhoea were recorded ; 23 cases were 
those of children under 5 years of age, 5 adults died from choleraic diarrhea, and 
one adult (a cook, aged 47 years) died at 15 Queen-street, Mile-end, of “ Asiatic 
cholera (35 hours), collapse (11 hours).” | ead 

Diarrhea proved fatal to 294 persons, of whom 270 were children under 10 years 
of age, and 24 were adults. . 

The mortality from diarrhcea and choleraic diarrhwa or cholera, in the London 
waterfields to 100,000 living, was 10 in the New River, 8 in the Grandd unction, 10 in the 
Southwark and Lambeth, 10 in the East London, and 22 in the Kent field of supply. 

During the month of July 113,263,837 gallons, or 514,609 cubic metres of water 
(equal to about as many ¢uns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily by 
the eight water companies in the Metropolis, 1,136 litres, rather more than a ton 
by weight, to each house, and 165 litres (=36°2 gallons) to each person. It may 
be estimated that about 93,084,964 gallons were probably used for domestic pur- 
poses, or about 29°8 gallons for each inhabitant. 

The deaths of 4 persons from sunstroke were recorded last week ; in the pre- 
ceding week 6 fatal cases were registered, and in the week that ended 25th J uly, 
11 persons died from this cause.

| The ReeistRaR GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the LonpoN WATER CoMPANIES, 
| who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
JuLy 1868: thus, according to their account, 113,263,837 gallons or 514,609 cubic metres of 
| water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 1136 litres, 
rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 165 litres (= 36°2 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of July, it may be estimated 
| that about 93,084,964 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 29°8 gallons 


|| for each inhabitant. This proportion no doubt varies from month to month, but the Registrar 
| General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
August \7th, 1868. 

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, August 15th, 4141 sirras, and 3573 
pEATas, were registered in Lonpon and in THrrreeNn other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 29 per 1000 persons living. _ 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 27 in 
Edinburgh, and 26 in Dublin ; 25 in Bristol, 36 in Birmingham, 36 in Liverpool, 
41 in Manchester, 42 in Salford, 34 in Sheffield, 32 in Bradford, 36 in Leeds, 3+ 
in Hull, 31 in Neweastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
28 per 1000 during the week ending the 8th inst., when the mean temperature was 
2°7° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 26. 

In ten large English towns, including London, the annual death-rate from diarr- 
hoea last week was 7 per 1000. persons living, against 9 and 8 in the two previous 
weeks. In the several towns it was 4 in London, 5 in Bristol, 6 in Newcastle, 9 in 
Bradford, 10 in Sheffield, 11 in Hull, 12 in Liverpool and Manchester, 14 in Salford 
and Leeds, and, again highest, 17 per 1000 in Birmingham. Although the deaths 
from diarrhoea showed a considerable further decrease in London, they were more 
numerous in most of the provincial towns, and the 779 deaths referred to this 
cause in the ten towns were only 17 below the number in the previous weck. 

In Lonpon the sretus of 1037 boys and 1017 girls, in all 2004 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 1988. 

The pEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1462. It was the 
thirty-third week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1425. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 37 the estimated amount, but are less by 83 than the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 518, the corrected average number being 
519. Two deaths from small-pox, 25 trom measles, 54 from scarlatina, 12 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, and 46 from fever were registered. 

The deaths of 223 children and 22 adults from diarrhoea were recorded. Thirty- 
nine cases occurred in the West, 50 in the North, 18 in the Central, 56 in the. 
East, and 82 in the South districts. Cholera or choleraic diarrhea proved fatal to 
19 children and 10 adults. 

The mortality from diarrhcea exhibits a decrease, but the number of deaths from 
cholera was the same as in the preceding week. The necessity for prompt and. 
active treatment of these diseases in the earliest stage, cannot be too generally 
known. Many lives would be saved if medical aid were obtained at the onset. 

The mortality from diarrhea and choleraic diarrhea or cholera in the London 
waterfields to 100,000 living, was 7 in the New River, 8 in the Grand Junction, 
11 in the Southwark and Lambeth, 12 in the East London, and 10 in the Kent field 
of supply.

East Lonpon ; Cripplegate.—At 3 New Union-street, on 15th August, the widow of a farmer, 
aged 78 years, “ choleraic diarrhoea (7 days).”

STEPNEY; Limehouse——At 6 May’s-cottages, on 10th August, a pipe-maker, aged 25 years, 
“ diarrhea (2 days), cholera (22 hours).” 

Mitu Exp Ory Towns Western.—At 17 Autcliff-street, on 9th August, a ship’s carpenter, aged 
48 years, ‘ Iinglish cholera (3 days).” 

Newineton; Trinity.—At 198 Great Dover-street, on 9th August, the wife of a confectioner, 
‘aged 47 years, ‘cholera, fever.” 

In same sub-district, at 125 New Kent-road, on 13th August, the daughter of a wharf-foreman, 
aged 21 years, “ choleraic diarrhea.” 

Newineron ; St. Mary.—At 1 Arnold-place, on 7th August, the wife of a writing-master, aged 
‘59 years, “ choleraic diarrhoea (20 hours), exhaustion.” 

Lamperti ; Waterloo-road 2nd.—At 11 Lucretia-street, on 14th August, a wood-turner, aged 
49 years, “‘choleraic diarrhea (7 days), febris typhoides (3 days).” 

The deaths of 3 persons from sunstroke were recorded last week; in the three 
preceding weeks 11, 6, and 4 fatal cases were registered. 

St. Pancras; Tottenkam-court.—At 17 Pitt-street, on 7th August, a barman, aged 24 years, 
“ sunstroke (21 days), typhus.” 

Poriar ; Bow.—At 26 Franklin-street, Bromley, on 8th August, the son of a labourer, aged 
11 years, ‘* sunstroke (3 days).” 

GREENWICH ; East.—At the Union Workhouse, on 10th August, a seaman, aged 67 years, “sun- 
“ stroke (5 days), typhus fever (3 days), diarrhoea (3 days).” 

The wife of a wire worker, aged 25 years, died on Ist August at 8 Wellesley - 
street, St. Luke, of “ poisoning from eating muscles.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

A butcher, aged 37 years, died on 10th August in St. George’s Hospital from 
“ gnat bite, inflammation of lymphatics.” 

The deaths of 2 persons from intemperance, of 3 persons from delirium tremens, 
‘of 2 persons from privation, of 5 infants and 4 adults from syphilis, of 8 persons 
from burns or scalds, of 12 persons from drowning, of 4 infants and. one adult 
from suffocation, of 14 persons who committed suicide, and of 4 persons who were 
‘killed by horses or vehicles in the streets were registered, 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°630 in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30:01 in. on 
‘Sunday, 9th August, to 29-34 in. on Thursday, 13th August. The mean tempera- 
ture of the air in the week was 64°3°, which is 2°4° above the average of the same 
~veek in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature 
was 82°7° on Monday, 10th August. ‘The lowest night temperature was 52°0° on 
Friday, 14th August. The entire range of temperature in the week was, there- 
‘fore, 30°7°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames 
was 67°7°; that of the lowest was 66°7°. The difference between the mean dew- 
‘point temperature and air temperature was 9°8°. The mean degree of humidity 
of the air was 71, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to 
‘the amount of 0°37 in., of which 0°13in. fell on Tuesday, 11th August, and 
‘0:23 im. on Thursday, 138th August. On Tuesday, 11th August the rain-fall at | 
Hull amounted te 1°22in., at Wakefield to 0°80 in., and at Eccles to 0°72 in. . 
The general direction of the wind was variable. Ozone was observed on 6 days 
during the week. According to a return furnished by the engineer of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into 
the River Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 42,749,199 
gallons or 194,229 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

IN THE weex that ended on Saturday, August 22d, 4601 sBirras, and 3541 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in THirreen other LARGE Towns of the 


United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 29 per 1000 persons living. 


The annual rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 31 in 
Edinburgh, and 25 in Dublin; 24 in Bristol, 35 in Birmingham, 34 in Liverpool, 
45 in Manchester, 44 in Salford, 37 in Sheffield, 30 in Bradford, 36 in Leeds, 33 
in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 28 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
29 per 1000 during the week ending the 15th inst., when the mean temperature was. 
12°(° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 24. 

The deaths from diarrhcea in the eleven large English towns, including London, 
were 739 last week, against 917, 796, and 779 in the three previous weeks, and 
again showed an annual death-rate of 7 per 1000 persons living. The number 
of fatal cases had slightly declined in most of the provincial towns, the rates in. 
the several towns being 4 in London, 6 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 7 in Bristol, 9 in 
Sheffield and Bradford, 10 in Liverpool, 12 in Manchester, Huil, and Salford, 
13 in Leeds, and, again highest, 15 per 1000 in Birmingham. 

In Lonpon the pirrus of 1047 boys and 1020 girls, in all 2067 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2038. 

The pEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1428: It was the 
thirty-fourth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1851. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 77 the estimated amount, but are less by 384 than the number 
recorded in the preceding week. | 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 507, the corrected’ average number being 
483. Five deaths from small-pox, 33 from measles, 49 from searlatina, 7 from. 
diphtheria, 22 from whooping-cough, and 53 from fever were registered. 

Two hundred and forty-six deaths from diarrhoea were recorded ; in the pre- 
ceding week the number was 245. Seven deaths from diarrhoea were registered in. 
the sub-district of Kentish ‘Town, 14 in the sub-district of Islington West, 10 in 
the sub-district of Islington East, 7 in the sub-district of the Green, Bethnal-green,, 
6 in the sub-district of Poplar, 7 in the sub-district of Lambeth Church second 
part, and 6 in the sub-district of Battersea. 

Cholera or choleraic diarrhoea proved fatal to 13 children, and 2 adults. 

Kenstncron; St.John Paddington. — At 12 Leinster-street, on 16th August, a marine-store 
dealer, aged 55 years, “ epistaxis, eholeraic diarrhea (8 days), collapse (24 hours).” 

Sr, Gites; South—At 180 Drury-lane, on 20th August, a stationer’s clerk, aged 52 years, 
“ Asiatic cholera (3 days).” 

The mortality from diarrhoea and choleraic diarrhcea or cholera, in the London 
waterfields to 100,000 living, was 9 in the New River, 6 in the Grand Junction, 11 
in the Southwark and Lambeth, 10 in the East London, and 7 in the Kent field of 
supply. 

Oh hundred and sixty-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 56 from bronchitis, 
37 from pneumonia, 42 from diseases of the heart, and 140 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 10 infants from syphilis, of 3 persons from burns or scalds, of 
9 persons from drowning, of 5 infants from suffocation, of 6 persons who committed 


suicide, and of 6 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, 
were registered.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°575 in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°84 in. 
on Thursday, 20th August, to 28:97 in. on Saturday, 22d August. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 61°9°, which is 1°0° above the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 74°8° on Tuesday, 18th August. The lowest night tempera- 
ture was 51°7° on Saturday, 22d August. The entire range of temperature in 
the week was, therefore, 23°1° The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 66°9°; that of the lowest was 65°1°.. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 4:1°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 87, complete saturation being represented 
by 100, Rain fell to the amount of 1°97 in., of which 0°22 in. fell on Sunday, 
16th August, 0°76in. on Monday, 0°04 in. on Tuesday, 0°37 in. on Wednesday, 
0°27 in, on Thursday, and 0°31in. on Saturday. At Hull the rain-fall on Saturday 
amounted to 0°88 in., and at Eccles to0-91in. The general direction of the wind 
was N.N.E., S.E, and W.S.W. On Saturday a violent gale prevailed, the pressure 
of the wind on the square foot being 30°Olbs. Ozone was observed on five days 
during the week. According toa return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, the average daily quantity of sewage pumped into the river 
Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 56,018,629 gallons, or 
254,518 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somer set House, 

August 31st, 1868. 

“In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, August 29th, 4730 BIRTHS, and 3354 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THirreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom, The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons living. 

The’ annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 24 in 
Kdinburgh, and 28 in Dublin ; 19 in Bristol, 30 in Birmingham, 36 in Liverpocl, 
39 In Manchester, 35 in Salford, 36 in Sheffield, 32 in Bradford, 39 in Leeds, 32 
in Hull, 30 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 26 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
25 per 1000 during the week ending the 22d inst., when the mean temperature was 
99° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 24. 

The mean temperature of the air at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, during 
the five weeks ending last Saturday was 67°6°, 69°8°, 64°3°, 61°9°, and 58°1° ; 
the deaths from diarrhcea in the eleven large English towns during the same : 
weeks were 917, 796, 779, 739, and 572 respectively. The mean temperature of 
last week was 2°1° below the average of the same week in 50 years; there had 
previously been a continual weekly excess of temperature since the end of J a 
last. The annual rate of mortality from diarrhoea in the eleven towns was 5 per 
1000 last week against 9, 8, 7, and 7 in the four previous weeks. In the several 
towns the rate varied from 2 and 3 per 1000 in Bristol and Hull to 9 in Bradford an:l 
_ Liverpool, 10 in Birmingham, and 11 and 12 respectively in Manchester and Leeds. 

In Lonpvon the sirtus of 1121 boys and 1126 girls, in all 2247 children, were 
revistered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 1993. 

The pratus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1356. It was the 
thirty-fifth week of the year ; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1318. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 38 the estimated amount, but are less by 72 than the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 432, the corrected average number being 
462. Seven deaths from small-pox, 21 from measles, 57 from scarlatina, 5 from 
diphtheria, 24 from whooping-cough, and 51 from fever were registered. 

The mortality from diarrhoea and cholera is decreasing. Last week the deaths of 
174 children and 12 adults from diarrhoea, and the deaths of 10 children from cholera 
or choleraic diarrhcea were registered. In the two preceding weeks the deaths from 
diarrhoea were 245 and 246, and from cholera 29 and 15. Five fatal cases of 
diarrhoea were registered last week in the sub-district of Belgrave, 8in the sub- 
district of St. John Westminster, 6 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town 
West, 5 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town East, 5 in the sub-district of 
Bow, 8 in the sub-district of Lambeth Church second part, and 5 in the sub- 
district of St. Paul Deptford. 

The mortality from diarrhoea and choleraic diarrhcea or cholera in the London 
waterfields to 100,000 living, was 5 in the New River, 5 in the Grand Junction, 
7 in the Southwark and Lambeth, 9 in the East London, and 8 in the Kent field 
of supply. 

The daughter of a railway porter, aged one year, died on 26th August, at 13 
- Randolph-street, Kentish-town, from the ‘“ effects of exposure to the sun.” 

The son of a seaman, aged 16 years, died on 22d August at 32 Martha-street, 
St. George-in-the-East, of “sunstroke, typhus (12 days).” 

A stableman, aged 4] years, died on 26th August at 7 Calder-row, Brixton-hill, 
of * farcy (13 days). “ 

The widow of a sailor, died on 25th August at 29 Chilton-strcet, seis oie, 


at the age (as stated) of 101 years.

The deaths of 2 persons from intemperance, of 3 persons from delirium tremens, 
of 8 infants and 2 adults from syphilis, of 3 persons from burns or scalds, of 
‘7 persons from drowning, of 2 infants from suffocation, of 6 persons who com- 
mitted suicide, and of 5 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the 
streets were registered. 

The return for Sydenham shows that of a total number of 14 deaths recorded, 
7 occurred from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, one death was caused by 
gastric fever, and one by diarrhea. 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan companies during the month of August, 
contained (according to Professor Frankland’s analysis) in 100,000 tons, foreign 
solid matters amounting to 25 tons in the Chelsea water, 24 in the West Middlesex, 
30 in the Southwark, 24 in the Grand Junction, 25 in the Lambeth, 24 in the 
New River, 21 in the East London, and 40 in the Kent. 100,000 tons of the 
Chelsea, West Middlesex, Grand Junction, Lambeth, and New River waters 
contained 19 tons, the Southwark 18 tons, the East London 15 tons, and the 
Kent 27 tons of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other soap. 
destroying ingredients. | 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°855 in. ‘The barometrical reading increased from 29°18 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 80°10in. on Saturday, 29th August. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 58°1°, which is 2°1° below the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 75°1° on Thursday, 27th August. ‘The lowest night temperature 
was 47°8° on Wednesday, 26th August. The entire range of temperature in the 
aveck was, therefore, 27°3°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures of the water 
“of the ‘Thames was 62°3°; that of the lowest was 60°7°. ‘The difference between 
‘the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 9:7°. The mean degrce 
of humidity of the air was 71, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
‘Rain fell to the amount of O0°06in. The general direction of the wind was 
‘W.S.W. and W. Ozone was observed on 6 days during the week. According to 
‘a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the 
daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern 
‘Outfall Works, Crossness, was 40,310,564 gallons or 183,149 cubic metres, equiva- 
dent to about as many tons by weight. 


foyal College of Chemistry, 
Sir, August 27th, 1868. 

I have the honour to submit to you in the following Table the results of 
the chemical examination of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the 
month of August. For the purpose of comparison I append also the results yielded 
by Loch Katrine water, as supplied to Glasgow, and by the waters supplied to tie 
towns of Lancaster, Manchester, Leicester, Preston, and Worthing, when submitted 
to the same analytical processes. 

With the exception of the Southwark Company’s water, the river waters supplied 
‘to London again exhibit an exceptional degree of purity as regards solid matter. 
In August 1867 the average amount of solid impurity in Thames water was 26°2 
parts in 100,000 of water, whilst in the current month it is only (exclusive of the 
Southwark Company’s water) 24°5 parts. The previous sewage contamination is 
also at present remarkably low ; in 1867 it averaged in Thames water 1416 parts 
in 100,000, whilst in the samples just analysed it is only 386. On the other hand 
the proportion of organic nitrogen, representing chiefly unoxidised animal impuri- 
ties, is as great as usual, averaging for Thames water exactly the same in August 
1867 and August 1868, viz., 025 part in 100,000 parts .of water, showing that the 
accelerated oxidation of the organic impurities, owing’ to the high temperature, is 
nearly compensated by the diminished volume of water with which the sewage and 
Manure matters commingle in the Thames and Lee. 

The Southwark Company’s water contains an exceptionally large amount of 
mineral matter, causing the total solid impurity to rise to 80°2 parts in 100,000. 

The high temperature of the river waters as delivered in London during July 
still prevailed on the 14th and 19th instant. The water delivered by the Chelsea 
and Southwark Companies was very slightly turbid, whilst that of the East London 
Company presented an opalescent or milky appearance. The rest of the waters 
were clear and transparent. |

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7,8, 9, 10, and 11 all relate to 100,000 parts of 
the waters. [he Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water col- 
lected on the 14th August at the Horse Guards’ cab rank had a temperature of 
19°4° C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 24°8 lbs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, 
constituting a portion of this impurity, contained -1541b. of carbon and °021 Ib. of 
nitrogen. ‘This solid impurity also contained *069 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides ‘O01 lb. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was -091 Ib. The above quantity of water supplied 
by the Chelsea Company had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, con- 
taminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 380 Ibs. of average filtered 
London sewage. By gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil, partly in 
the Thames and its tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and conduits 
of the company, this sewage contamination had been converted into innocuous 
inorganic compounds before its delivery to consumers. Finally, 100,000 Ibs. of 
the Chelsea Company’s water contained 19°4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an. 
equivalent quantity of other soap-destroying ingredients.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, September 5th, 4353 BIRTHS, and 3365 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in TarrreeNn other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1090 in London, 30 in 
Edinburgh, and 34 in Dublin; 20 in Bristol, 39 in Birmingham, 28 in Liverpool, 
38 in Manchester, 42 in Salford, 33 in Sheffield, 34 in Bradford, 36 in Leeds, 34 
in Hull, 30 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 28 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
26 per 1000 during the week ending the 29th ult., when the mean temperature was 
4°1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where the rate was 23. 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 991 boys and 1004 girls, in all 1995 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2005. . 

The pratus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1352. It was the 
thirty-sixth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1300. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 52 the estimated amount, but are slightly below the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 438, the corrected average number being 
429. Twenty-two deaths from measles, 63 from scarlatina, 5 from diphtheria, 
34 from whooping-cough, and 49 from fever were registered. 

One hundred and seventy-three deaths from diarrhoea were recorded ; in the 
preceding week the number was 186, Six deaths from diarrhoea were registered 
in the sub-district of St. John Westminster, 4 in the sub-district of the Rectory 
Marylebone, 5 in the sub-district of Hackney, 4 in the sub-district of Amwell, 
Clerkenwell, 4 in the sub-district of the City-road, A in the sub-district of Lambeth 
Church second part, and 4 in the sub-district of Battersea. 

The deaths of 2 adults and of 2 children by cholera were registered. These are 
cases of the ordinary summer cholera. Asiatic cholera has not been epidemic 
during the summer in London, or in any of the ports of the United Kingdom. 
It is to be regretted that other countries do not yet imitate England, and publish 
weekly, correct returns of the causes of death in their great cities, so that some 
of their Boards of Health remain ignorant of the laws regulating the prevalence 
of epidemics. 3 

The mortality from diarrhea and choleraic diarrhcea or cholera, in the London 
waterfields to 100,000 living, was 5 in the New River, 5 in the Grand Juncticn, 7 
in the Southwark and Lambeth, 6 in the Kast London, and 5 in the Kent field of 
supply. 

ne hundred and sixty-nine deaths occurred from phthisis, 42 from bronchitis, 
42 from pneumonia, 54 from diseases of the heart, and 153 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 2 children and 2 adults from sunsiroke, of 3 persons from delirium 
tremens, of 13 infants and 2 adults {from syphilis, of 2 children and 2 adults 
from burns or scalds, of 11 persons from drowning, of 5 infants from suffocation, 


_and of 3 persons who committed suicide, were registered.

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At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in | 
the week was 30°020 in. The barometrical reading increased from 29-94 in. 
on Monday, 3lst August, to 30°15 in. on Wednesday, 2d September. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 65°3°, which is 6°6° above the average 
‘of the same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 85:2° on Friday, 4th September. The lowest night tempera- 
ture was 49°7° on Tuesday, Ist September. The entire range of temperature in 
the week was, therefore, 35°5°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 62°0° ; that of the lowest was 60°S°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°4°. The 
mean degree of ‘humidity of the air was 77, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. No rain fell during the week. The general direction of the wind was 
‘W.S.W. ‘Ozone was observed on four days. According to a return furnished by 
the enginecr of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of 
‘sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, 
was 43,292,152 gallons, or 196,696 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons 
‘by weight.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, September 12th, 4214 Brrras, and 3003 
DEATHS, were registered in LonpoN and in T'airTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 27 in 
Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin ; 18 in Bristol, 23 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 
34 in Manchester, 40 in Salford, 27 in Sheffield, 29 in Bradford, 87 in Leeds, 25 
in Hull, 26 in Neweastle-upon-Tyne, and 25 in Glasgow. The death-rate in Berlin 
was 36 per 1000 during the seven days ending the 3d instant. 

In Lonpon the srrtus of 1052 boys and 969 girls, in all 2021 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2046. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1246. It was the 
thirty-seventh week of the year; and the average number of deaths is, with a 
correction for increase of population, 1284. The deaths in the present return are 
therefore. less by 38 than the average of corresponding weeks, and are less hy 
106 than the number recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 332, the corrected average number being. 
408. Six deaths from small-pox, 20 from measles, 57 from scarlatina, 7 trom 
diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, and 64 from fever were registered. 

The deaths of 91 children and 8 adults from diarrhoea were recorded. In the 
three preceding weeks the numbers were 246, 186, 173. Kleven cases occurred 
last week in the West, 23 in the North, 17 in the Central, 20 in the East, and 28 
in the South districts. Cholera or choleraic diarrhcea. proved fatal to 2 children 
and 3 adults. During the summer season diarrhea’ and choleraic diarrhea are 
generally to some extent prevalent in London, bui although the temperature has 
lately been remarkably high, these diseases have not been epidemic. 

Hackney; Hackney.—At the German Hospital, Dalston, on 9th September, a labourer, aged 
32 years, ‘‘ choleraic diarrhcea, collapse.” 

- Sr. Gires; St. George.—At 15 Kingsgate-street, on 8th September, the son of a hatter, aged 
1 year, “ choleraic diarrhea.” - 

Sr. Luke ; City-road.—At 18 Mora-place, City-road, on 7th September, a boot binder, aged 

54 years, “ cholera (21 hours) ; no medical attendance.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 
~Wesr Lonpon; South—At West London Workhouse, on 7th September, a butcher, aged 
60 years, “ chronic bronchitis, English cholera (10 hours).” 

Newineron ; Trinity.-At 13 Adam-street, on 9th September, the daughter of a labourer, aged 
13 months, “ diarrhea simplex (8 weeks), cholera infantum.” 

The mortality from diarrhoea and choleraic diarrhcea in the London waterfields 
to 100,000 living, was 4 in the New River, 3 in the Grand Junction, 4 in the 
Southwark and Lambeth, 4 in the East London, and 3 in the Kent field of supply. 

One hundred and fifty-eight deaths occurred from phthisis, 61 ‘from bronchitis, 
40 from pneumonia, 47 from diseases of the heart, and 155 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 3 persons from delirium tremens, of 7 infants and 1 adult from 
syphilis, of 4 persons from burns or scalds, of 12 persons from drowning, of 8 
infants and one adult from suffocation, of 7 persons who committed suicide, and of 
5 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets were registered. 

A solicitor, aged 45 years, died on 5th September, at 7 Harley-road, Brompton, 


from “sunstroke when in Paris, exhaustion (14 days).”

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the’ 
week was 29°972in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30°21 in. on 


Wednesday, 9th September, to 29°81 in. on Friday, 11th September. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 64°0°, which is 6°3° above the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 92°1° on Monday, 7th September. ‘The lowest night temperature 
was 43°6° on Friday, 11th September. The entire range of temperature in the 
week was, therefore, 48°5°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures of the water 
of the Thames was 64:9°; that of the lowest was 63°2°. ‘The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 10°1°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 70, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
No rain fell. The general direction of the wind was N.E. Ozone was observed 
on 5 days during the week. According to a return furnished by the engineer of 
the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped 
into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 46,712,929 
gallons or 212,238 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 


The RecistRar GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon Water Companirs, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
Aveust 1868: thus, according to their account, 107,989,039 gallons or 490,644 cubic metres of 
water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 1078 litres, 
rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 156°9 litres (= 34:5 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of August, it may be estimated 
that about 86,391,240 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 27°6 gallons 
per day for each inhabitant. This proportion no doubt varies from month to month, but the 


Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

In tHe weex that ended on Saturday, 19th September, 4332 Brrrus, and 29381 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tairreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 27 in 
Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin; 19 in Bristol, 23 in Birmingham, 30 in Liverpool, 
36 in Manchester, 30 in Salford, 26 in Sheffield, 24 in Bradford, 31 in Leeds, 30 
in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 22 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
21 per 1000 during the week ending the 12th inst., and in Berlin 38 per 1000 during 
the seven days ending 10th instant. 

In Lonvon the pirtus of 1011 boys and 1069 girls, in all 2080 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2064. 

The pEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1220. It was the 
thirty-eighth week of the year; and the average number of deaths is, with a cor- 
rection for increase of population, 1252. The deaths in the present return are, 
therefore, less by 32 than the estimated amount. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 348, the corrected average number being 
392, Four deaths from small-pox, 22 from measles, 74 from scarlatina, 15 from 
diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 56 from fever, and 86 from diarrhcea were 
registered. 

Three deaths from diarrhoea were recorded in the sub-district of Chelsea North- 
east, 4in the sub-district of Islington East, 3 in the sub-district of St. James 
Clerkenwell, 3 in the sub-district of the Church Bethnal-green, and 4 in the sub- 
district of the Kent-road. Scarlatina has been unusually fatal for many weeks 
past ; 6 cases were registered last week in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 
4 in the sub-district of St. John Westminster, 3 in the sub-district of Regent’s- 
park, 3 in the sub-district of Kentish-town, and 3 in the sub-district of Mile-end 
Old Town East. 

The son of a builder, aged 10 months, died on 15th September at 17 Albert- 
road, St. John’s Wood of “ choleraic diarrhoea (5 days).” 

It may be right to state that the disease commonly called “cholera” has been 
from time immemorial prevalent, and frequently epidemic, in Europe. “It sets in,” 
says Sydenham “ at the end of summer and the beginning of autumn, as truly as 
“ the swallow comes in spring, or the cuckoo sings in summer.”* This disease is 
perfectly designated in the Weekly Tables by the word “cholera,” and cannot be 
so well expressed by any other term. It is this disease which has been very pre- 
valent this hot summer in London, in Paris, in Vienna, and no doubt in the cities 
of Spain, although the authorities there do not publish the facts. Each fatal case 
in adults in London of a severe character is described and published in the words 
of the medical certificates, which have in a few cases applied the terms “ Asiatic 
cholera” to severe algid cases of common cholera. But no one acquainted with the 
subject, can mistake such an epidemic of common cholera for an epidemic of 
Asiatic cholera. What is wanted is a true return of the fatal diseases of the cities 
in which quarantine reigns in all its rigors, and opportunities of studying the high 
rates of mortality, from which the people suffer under that regimen. 

The deaths of 8 children and one adult from syphilis, of 3 children and 4 adults 
from burns or scalds, of 5 persons from drowning, of 3 infants from suffocation, of 
4 persons who committed suicide, and of 2 persons who were killed by horses or 
carriages in the streets, were registered last week.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°638 in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°87 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 29°33 in. on Saturday, 19th September. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 57:1°, which is 0°2° above the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day | 
temperature was 69°3° on Wednesday, 16th September. The lowest night tempe- 
rature was 46°5° on Sunday, 13th September. The entire range of temperature in 
the week was, therefore, 22°8°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 60°0°; that of the lowest was 59:0°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 9°8°. The 
mean degree of liumidity of the air was 71, complete saturation being represented 
by 100, Rain fell to the amount of 0°27 in., accompanied by lightning and 
thunder on Friday, 18th September. The general direction of the wind was 
N.E. and E, According to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropo- 
litan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the 
river Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Crossness, was 45,963,247 gallons, 
or 208,882 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 26th September, 4500 sirrus, and 3123 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 25. per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, and 28 
in Edinburgh ; 19 in Bristol, 20 in Birmingham, 31 in Liverpool, 35 in Man- 
chester, 42 in Salford, 23 in Sheffield, 32 in Bradford, 34 in Leeds, 22 in Hull, 
25 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 28 in Glasgow. The rate in Berlin was 38 per 
1000 during the seven days ending the 17th instant. 


The excessive mortality from Summer diarrhea, principally infantile, which _ 


recently prevailed, has nearly disappeared. The deaths referred to this disease in 
the eleven large English towns, which exceeded 900 both in. the last week of July 
and the first of August, had declined to 228 in the week ending last Saturday.. 
During the ten weeks ending last Saturday the annual death-rate from: diarrhoea in 
the several towns was 4 per 1000 in London, Bristol, and Newcastle, 7 in Bradford, 
8 in Liverpool, Sheffield, and Hull, 10 in Manchester, Salford, and Leeds, and, 
highest, 11 per 1000 in Birmingham. More than 6000 deaths were referred to 
this disease in these eleven towns during the ten weeks, thus raising the average 
annual death-rate by 6 per 1000 persons: living. 

In Lonpon the brrtus of 1062 boys and 1069 girls, in all 2131 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2085. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1527. It was the 
thirty-ninth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1285. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 42 the estimated amount, and' exceed by 107 the number recorded. 
in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 371, the corrected average number being 
387. Twenty-five deaths trom measles, 101 from secarlatina, 7 from diphtheria,. 
20 from whooping-cough, 62 from fever, and 64 from diarrhoea were registered. 

The mortality from scarlatina exhibits a considerable increase, and it is greatly 
to be feared that the cause is to be found in the bad sanitary state of the poorer: 
districts of the Metropolis. The Registrar of the sub-district of London-road 
Southwark, reports in reference to a fatal case of scarlatina maligna, which 
occurred at 10 London-road, “ there is no water laid on 1o the water closet, and the 
effluvia is very offensive.” Six deaths from scarlatina were recorded last. week in. 
the sub-district of Kensington Town, 4 in the sub-district of Fulham, 3:in the 
sub-district of Chelsea North-east, 3 in the sub-district of Kentish Town, 4 in the 
sub-district of St. George-the-Martyr Holborn, 3 in the sub-district of West 
London North, 2 in the sub-district of Ratcliff, 2 in the sub-district of London- 
road Southwark, and 2 in the sub-district of Sydenham. Two deaths from 


- diarrhea were registered in the sub-district of Hampstead, 2 in the sub-district 


of Hackney, 2 in the sub-district of Spitalfields, 3 in the sub-district of St. James 
Bermondsey, 2 in the sub-district of the Kent-road, 3 in the sub-district of 
Battersea, 3 in the sub-district of Peckham, and 2 in the sub-district of St. George 
Camberwell. 
The deaths of two infants from “ choleraic diarrhea” were recorded ; and a 
child, aged 5 years, died from “ Asiatic cholera.” These were meee cases, 
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such as may occur in any country, at any period of the year; there has nye no 
sign of cholera assuming the epidemic form during the present season. 

“The son of a barman, aged 20 months, died on 25th September at 2 Old Gravel 
lane, St. George-in-the-East, “of choleraic diarrhoea (10 days).” 

The daughter of a general dealer, aged 6 months, died on 16th September at 
1] Salamanca-court, Lambeth, of “ choleraic diarrhoea, convulsions.” 

The son of a master mariner, aged 5 years, died on 24th September at 33 
Campbell-road, Bromley, of “ Asiatic cholera (13 hours).” 

The deaths of 2 persons from privation, of 4 persons from delirium tremens, of 
2 persons from intemperance, of 9 children and 5 adults from syphilis, of 3 children 
from burns or scalds, of 5 persons from drowning, of 8 infants and one adult 
from suffocation, of 3 persons who committed suicide, and of 4 persons who were 
killed by horses or carriages in the streets were registered. 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan-Companies during the month of 
September contained (according to Professor Frankland’s analysis) in 100,000 tons, 
foreign solid matters amounting to 25 tons in the Chelsea water, 24 in the West 
Middlesex, 39 in the Southwark, 24 in the Grand Junction, 25 in the Lambeth, 
25 in the New River, 24 in the East London, and 41 in the Kent. 100,000 tons 
of the Chelsea water contained 18 tons, the West Middlesex 17 tons, the Southwark 
21 tons, the Grand Junction 17 tons, the Lambeth 19 tons, the New River 18 
tons, the East London 18 tons, and the Kent 27 tons of carbonate of lime or an 
equivalent quantity of other soap destroying ingredients. Professor Frankland 
remarks :—‘ The Southwark Company’s water was exceptionally polluted, con- 
“ taining an excess of 13°2 parts of solid impurity. It was also harder, and con- 
‘* tained more organic matter and previous sewage contamination than any other 
“ sample of Thames water. Much of this excess of impurity is due to common 
* salt, of which it contained no less than 13°2 parts in 100,000. 

“ The Southwark and East London Companies waters had traces of suspended 
‘* matter in them, the rest were perfectly clear and transparent.” 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°499 in. ‘The barometrical reading decreased from 29°58 in. on 
Monday, 21st September, to 29°16in. on Friday, 25th September. ‘The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 58°4°, which is 38°1° above the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 74°4° on Monday, 21st September. ‘Lhe lowest night temperature 
was 46°7° on Friday, 25th September. ‘The entire range of temperature in the 
week was, therefore, 27°7°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures of the water 
of the Thames was 60°0°; that of the lowest was 59°2°. The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 6°4°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 80, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
Rain fell tothe amount of O°’dlin. ‘The general direction of the wind was 
variable. Lightning was seen during the nights of Wednesday and Saturday. 
Ozone was observed on four days during the week. According to a return furnished 
by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average quantity 
of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall Works, Cross- 
ness, was 51,293,780 gallons or 233,051 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many 
tons by weight. 


Royal Colleye of Chemistry, 
Sir, 23d September 1868. 

I have the honour to submit to you in the following Table the results of 
the chemical examination of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the 
month of September. For the purpose of comparison I append also the results yielded 
by Loch Katrine water, as supplied to Glasgow, and by the waters supplied to the 
towns of Lancaster, Manchester, Leicester, Preston, and Worthing, w hen submitted 
to the same analy tical processes.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 all relate to 100,000 parts of 
the waters. The Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water col- 
lected on the 10th September at the Horse Guards cab rank had a temperature of 
18°9° C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 25:4 Ibs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, 
constituting a portion of this impurity, contained ‘142 1b. of carbon and :025 lb. of 
nitrogen. ‘his solid impurity also contained °066 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides *O01 1b. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was 092 1b. The above quantity of water supplied 
by the Chelsea Company had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, con- 
taminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 850 lbs. of average filtered 
London sewage. By gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil, partly in 
the Thames and its tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and conduits 
of the company, this sewage contamination had been converted into innocuous 
inorganic compounds before its delivery to consumers. Finally, 100,000 lbs. of 
the Chelsea Company’s water contained 18°3 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an 


equivalent quantity of other soap-destroying ingredients,

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 384 October, 4219 sirtus, and 2932 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tarrreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 382 in 
Edinburgh, and 20 in Dublin ; 22 in Bristol, 18 in Birmingham, 30 in Liverpool, 
32 in Manchester, 37 in Salford, 20 in Sheffield, 23 in Bradford, 32 in Leeds, 22 
in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate in Berlin was 
32 per 1000 during the seven days ending the 24th ult. 

Searlatina is now fatally prevalent in Manchester and Salford, and Newcastle- 

-upon-Tyne, as well as in London ; in Manchester and Salford last week 63 deaths 
were referred to this disease, whereas only 15 would have occurred had the mor- 
tality from this cause not exceeded the rate which prevailed in London last week. 
Typhus is also unusually fatal in Liverpool, Manchester, and Leeds ; and small-pox 
continues prevalent in Sheffield, causing 12 deaths last week, nearly all of un- 
vaccinated children. 

In Lonvon the prrtus of 975 boys and 918 girls, in all 1893 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2043. 

The pEatus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1229. It was the 
fortieth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1237. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 58 than the estimated amount, and are less by 98 than the 
number recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 327, the corrected average number being 
384. Ten deaths from small-pox, 16 from measles, 99 from scarlatina, 16 from 
diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 40 from fever, and 51 from diarrhea were 
registered. - 

The daughter of a butler, aged 2 months, died on 26th September, at 11 Upper 
Boston-place, Marylebone, of “choleraic diarrhoea.” 

A commercial traveller, aged 42 years, died on 26th September, at 56 Auckland- 
street, Lambeth, of “ morbus cordis, cholera ; collapse (64 hours).” 

The high rate of mortality from scarlatina still continues ; every effort should be 
made to combat the disease, and prevent its further progress, by the employment of 
active sanitary measures. Of the total 99 deaths from that disease 6 were recorded 
in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 3 in the sub-district of Chelsea North- 
west, 4 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-east, 3 in the sub-district of Belgrave, 
8 in the sub-district of St. Margaret Westminster, 5 in the sub-district of Islington 
West, 3 in the sub-district of St. Andrew Eastern Holborn, 3 in the sub-district 
of the Green, Bethnal-green, 4 in the sub-district of the Church Bethnal-green, 

8 in the sub-district of Whitechapel Church, 3 in the sub-district of Lambeth 
Church first part, 3 in the sub-district of Lambeth Church second part, 2 in the 
sub-district of Sydenham, and 2 in the sub-district of Woolwich Dockyard. ‘Three 
deaths from measles were registered in the sub-district of Somers Town, and 2 in 

the sub-district of St. Botolph City. Two deaths from fever were recorded in 
the sub-district of Hackney-road, Bethnal-green, 2 in the sub-district of St. Mary, 
St. George-in-the-East, and 3 in the sub-district of RatcliitR a 

One hundred and forty-eight deaths occurred from phthisis, 74 from bronchitis, 

46 from pneumonia, 56 from diseases of the heart, and 147 from diseases of the 


brain and nervous system.

The deaths of 4 persons from delirium tremens, of 5 infants and 2 adults from — 
syphilis, of 5 persons from burns or scalds, of 2 persons from drowning, of 4 infants 
from suffocation, and of 2 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the 
streets, were registered, . 
At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°415in. The barometrical reading increased from 29-08 in. on 
Wednesday, 30th September, to 29°95 in. on Friday, 2d October. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 53°7°, which is 0°3° below the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 65°5° on Tuesday, 29th September. The lowest night tempe- 
rature was 40°8° on Saturday, 8d October. ‘Che entire range of temperature in 
the week was, therefore, 24°7°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 58°3°; that of the lowest was 57°2°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 4°7°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation being represented 
by 100, Rain fell to the amount of 1°17in. The general direction of the wind 
was 8.S.W. and N.E. Violent gales prevailed on Sunday, 27th September, and 
Luesday, 29th September. Ozone was observed on six days during the week.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 10th October, 4368 Birrus, and 3115 
DEATHS, were registered in LONDON and in THIRTEEN other Lance Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 20 in Dublin; 22 in Bristol, 18 in Birmingham, 30 in Liverpool, 
31 in Manchester, 41 in Salford, 25 in Sheffield, 26 in Bradford, 31 in Leeds, 28 
in Hull, 20 in Newceastle-upon-Tyne, and 27 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
21 per 1090 during the week ending the 26th ult., and in Berlin 35 per 1000 during 
the seven days ending the 8th instant. The return for Vienna is supplied by 
Dr. Glatter, and for Berlin by Dr. Zuelzer. 

Scarlatina, and different forms of typhus and typhoid fevers are just now showing 
increased fatality in several of the large English towns ; the former more particu- 
larly so in Manchester and Leeds, as well as London, and the latter in Liverpool, 
Manchester, and Leeds. Scarlatina last week in Manchester was three times, and 
typhus in Liverpool five times, as fatal in proportion to population, as the same 
diseases in the Metropolis. 

In Lonpon the sirtrus of 1198 boys and 1127 girls, in all 2325 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2041. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1438. It was the 
forty-first week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1293. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 145 the estimated amount, and exceed by 209 the number recorded 
in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 359, the corrected average number being 
372. Six deaths from small-pox, 25 from measles, 109 from scarlatina, 10 from diph- 
theria, 14 from whooping-cough, 62 from fever, and 49 from diarrheea were registered. 

The daughter of a labourer, aged one year, died on 6th October at 37 Stanley 
Park-road, Fulham, of “ choleraic diarrhoea (8 days) ; exhaustion.” 

The mortality from small-pox, measles, and whooping-cough is comparatively 
low, but the death-rate from fever is high, and from scarlatina greatly in excess. 
Seven cases of scarlatina were recorded last week in the sub-district of Kensington 
Town, 3 in the sub-district of Fulham, 4 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-west, 
2 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-east, 3 in the sub-district of St. John West- 
minster, 4 in the sub-district of Somers Town, + in the sub-district of Kentish 
Town, 7 in the sub-district of St. Giles South, 2 in the sub-district of St. Andrew 
Eastern Holborn, 2 in the Church sub-district of Bethnal-green, 5 in the sube 
district of Mile-end Old Town East, and 4 in the sub-district of Battersea. 

During the last four weeks 383 deaths have occurred in the Metropolis from 
scarlatina; it is to be regretted that no general measure has hitherto been devised 
for stamping out this destructive disease. 

Of the 62 deaths registered from fever, 20 occurred from typhus, 27 from 
typhoid or gastric fever, 8 from infantile fever, and 12 from common continued 
fever. Three deaths from fever were registered last week in the sub-district of 
Tottenham Court, 7 in the sub-district of Islington West (where the London Fever 
Hospital is situated), 4 in the sub-district of West London North, 38 in the 
sub-district of St. Leonard Shoreditch, 2 in the sub-district of Ratcliff, 3 in the sub- 
district of Mile-end Old ‘Town West, 3 in the sub-district of Clapham, and 2 in the 
sub-district of Greenwich West. 
~ One hundred and sixty-nine deaths occurred from phthisis, 91 from bronchitis, 
63 from pneumonia, 85 from diseases of the heart, and 162 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

The deaths of 2 persons from delirium tremens, of 2 persons from intemperance, 
of 10 infants and 2 adulis from syphilis, of 2 children from burns or scalds, of 7

who committed suicide, and of 4 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in 
the streets were registered. ., 

The widew of a boat-builder, aged 50 years, was found dead on 2d October at 
14 Regent-street, City-road, from “ effusion in ventricles of brain, accelerated by 
want and exposure.” Post mort. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 23°877in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°38 in, at 
the beginning of the week to 80°05in. on Thursday, 8th October. The mean i 
temperature of the air in the week was 51°8°, which is 0°8° below the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 64°0° on Monday, 5th October. ‘The lowest night temperature 
was 39°3° on Sunday, 4th, and Thursday, 8th October. ‘The entire range of tem- 
perature in the week was, therefore, 24-7°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures 
of the water of the Thames was 54°4°; that of the lowest was 53°7°. The 
differenee between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 3°9°. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 87, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°60in. The general direction of the wind 
was W.S.W., S.S.W. Ozone was observed on six days during the week. According 
to a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily 
average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall 
Works, Crossness, was 45,222,997 gallons or 205,469 cubie metres, equivalent to 
about as many tons by weight. In the week which ended 3d October the daily 
average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at the Southern Outfall 
Works, Crossness, was 48,799,937 gallons, or 221,720 cubic metres. 

The Reaistrar GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WaTER ComPANniEs, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
SEPTEMBER 1868: thus, according to their account, 105,684,001 gallons or 480,171 cubic metres 
of water (equal to about as many tums by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 1054 
litres, rather more than a ton by weight, to each house, and 154 litres (= 33°8 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on Hast 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
SO per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use : 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of September, it may be estimated 
that about 86,855,520 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 27°8 gallons 
per day for each inhabitant. This proportion no doubt varies from month to month, but the 

Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

IN THe WEEK that ended on Saturday, 17th October, 4431 BIRTHS, and 3117 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tarrrenn other narce Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons living. 
The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 82 in 
Edinburgh, and 21 in Dublin; 16 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 
34 in Manchester, 35 in Salford, 24 in Sheffield, 25 in Bradford, 31 in Leeds, 23 
in Hull, 24 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
21 per 1C00 during the week ending the 3d inst., and in Berlin 32 per 1000 during 
the seven days ending the 15th instant. 
In Lonpon the Birrus of 1124 boys and 1063 girls, in all 2187 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2088. 
The pEAtHs registered in Lonvon during the week were 1395. It was the 
forty-second week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1818. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 77 the estimated amount, but are less by 43 than the number: 
recorded in the preceding week. 
The deaths from zymotic diseases were 358, the corrected average number being 
364. Two deaths from small-pox, 24 from measles, 124 from searlatina, 9 from. 
diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 54 from fever, and 39 from diarrhcea were 
registered. 
The daughter of a labourer, aged 6 years, died on 16th October at 12 Dunstan-- 
street, Shoreditch, of “choleraic diarrhoea (18 hours).” 
Four hundred and thirty-three deaths have been registered from scarlatina: 
during the last four weeks, and the mortality from this disease was greater last 
week than any previously recorded during the present season. ‘Three deaths from 
scarlatina were registered last week in the sub-district of St. Mary Paddington, 
3 in the sub-district of St. Peter Hammersmith, 4 in the sub-district of Chelsea 
North-east, 6 in the sub-district of Kentish Town, 6 in the sub-district of St. Giles 
South, 4 in the sub-district of St. Clement Danes, 2 in the sub-district of Hagger- 
stone Hast, 4 in the sub-district of the Green, Bethnal-green, 3 in the sub-district 
of Mile-end Old Town West, 3 in the sub-district of Lambeth Church second part, 
4 in the sub-district of Kennington first part, 2 in the sub-district of Clapham, 
3 in the sub-district of St. Paul Deptford, and 2 in the sub-district of Sydenham. 
Of the 54 deaths registered from fever, 20 occurred from typhus, 20 from 
typhoid or gastric fever, 2 from infantile fever, and 12 from common continued 
fever. Ten deaths from fever were recorded in the sub-district of Islington West 
(where the London Fever Hospital is situated), 4 in the sub-district of West 
London North, 2 in the sub-district of Mile-end New Town, 2 in the sub-district of 
Whitechapel North, 2 in the sub-district of Limehouse, 2 in the sub-district of 
Bow, 2 in the sub-district of Borough-road Southwark, 2 in the sub-district of 
Lambeth Church second part, and 2 in the sub-district of Brixton. - 
One hundred and ninety-seven deaths occurred from phthisis, 106 from bronchitis, 
79 from pneumonia, 69 from diseases of the heart, and 153 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. ;

- syphilis, go! 6 children and one adult from burns or sealds, of 6 persons from

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°792in. ‘The barometrical reading decreased from 30°lin. on 
Wednesday, 14th October, to 29°43 in. on Friday, 16th October. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 49°7°, which is 0°9° below the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). ‘The highest day 
temperature was 66°6° on Monday, 12th October. The lowest night tempe- 
rature was 35°4° on Sunday, ilth October. The entire range of temperature in 
the week was, therefore, 381°2°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the 
water of the Thames was 52°8°; that of the lowest was 51°6°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 3°5°. The 
mean degree of :humidity of the air was 88, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°03in. The general direction of the wind 
was variable. Ozone was observed on five days during the week. According to 
a return furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the 
daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the river Thames at the Southern 
Outfall Works, Crossness, was 37,392,061 gallons, or 169,889 cubic metres, equiva- 
lent to about as many tons by weight.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 24th October, 4251 bBirtus, and 3169 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpown and in THIRTEEN other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 26.per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 28 in 
Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin; 19 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 30 in Liverpool, 
32 in Manchester, 38 in Salford, 25 in Sheffield, 28 in Bradford, 29 in Leeds, 28 
in Hull, 25 in Neweastle-upon-Tyne, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
26 per 1000 during the week ending the-17th inst., and in Berlin 34 per 1000. during 
the seven days ending the 22d instant. 

In Lonpon the pirtus of 1012 boys and 1022 girls, in all 2034 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2160, 1 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1421. It was the 
forty-third week of the year; and the-average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1340. ‘The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 81 the estimated amount. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 33I, the corrected average number being 
352. Four deaths from small-pox, 19 from measles, 105 from scarlatina, 10 from 
diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 67 from fever, and 380 from diarrhea were 
registered. 

Five deaths. from scarlatina were recorded in the sub-district of Kensington 
Town, 3 in the sub-district of Chelsea South, 3 in the sub-district of Chelsea 
North-west, 5 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-east, 6 in the sub-district of 
Belgrave, 3 in the sub-district of Kentish Town, 3 in the sub-district of West 
London South, 5 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town East, 3 in the sub- 
district of Bow, 3 in the sub-district of Poplar, 3 in the sub-district of St. Peter 
Walworth, 3 in the sub-district of Kennington first part, and 3 in the sub-district 
of Woolwich Arsenal. 

Of the 67 deaths from fever, 19 are registered as typhus, 37 as typhoid or 
gastric fever, and 11 simply as common continued fever. Two deaths from 
fever were recorded in the sub-district of St. Mary Paddington, 2 in the sub- 
district of Kensington Town, 2 in the sub-district of Belgrave, 2 in the sub- 
district of Gray’s-inn-lane, 12 in the sub-district of Islington West (where the. 
London Fever Hospital is situated), 2 in the sub-district of. Hoxton New ‘Town, 
3 in the Green sub-district of Bethnal-green, 2 in the sub-district of St. Mary, and’ 
2 in the sub-district of St. John, St. George-in-the-East, 2 in the sub-district of. 
Limehouse, and 2 in the sub-district of Clapham. 

One hundred and ninety-two deaths occurred from phthisis, 120 from bronchitis, 
and 77 from pneumonia. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 148 persons, and 80 

ersons died from diseases of the organs of circulation. 

The deaths of 8 infants from syphilis, of 4 children from burns or scalds, of 5 
persons from drowning, of 3 infants and one adult from suffocation, and of 
5 persons who committed suicide were registered. 

The widow of a greengrocer, aged 84 years, died on 19th October in St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital, from injuries caused by having been run over by a dray.

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IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 3lst October, 4732 Brrrus, and 3220 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tarrrepn other rarae Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 26 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 24 in Dublin; 20 in Bristol, 20 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 
30 in Manchester, 27 in Salford, 21 in Sheffield, 25 in Bradford, 27 in Leeds, 26 
in Hull, 26 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 34 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
25 per 1000 during the week ending the 24th ult. 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 1180 boys and 1162 girls, in all 2342 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2151. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1521. It was the 
forty-fourth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1370. ‘The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 151 the estimated amount, and exceed by 100 the number recorded 
in the preceding week. | 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 340, the corrected average number being 
3862. Six deaths from small-pox, 31 from measles, 109 from scarlatina, 11 from 
diphtheria, 84 from whooping-cough, 50 from fever, and 20 from diarrhcea were 
registered. 

_ The widow of a floorcloth manufacturer, aged 63 years, died on 23d October at 
Acre-lane, Brixton, of “ choleraic diarrhoea (14 days).” 

The son of a blacksmith, aged 17 months, died on 28th October at 8 Globe-street, 
Rotherhithe, of “ choleraic diarrhoea (8 days).” 

Scarlatina continues to be remarkably fatal. Six hundred and forty-seven deaths 
have occurred during the last six weeks from this disease. Five cases were 
registered last week in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 8 in the sub-district 
of Chelsea South, 3 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-east, 6 in the sub-district 
of St. Margaret Westminster, 3 in the sub-district of St. Anne Soho, 2 in the sub- 
district of Hampstead, 4 in the sub-district of Regent’s Park, 4 in the sub-district 
of Gray’s-inn-lane, 5 in the sub-district of Islington West, 3 in the sub-district of 
South Hackney, 5 in the sub-district of St. George-the-Martyr Holborn, 3 in the 
sub-district of Holywell, Shoreditch, and 4 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old 
Town East. 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory organs rises under the influence 
of increasing cold; last week 188 deaths occurred from bronchitis, and 87 from 
pneumonia ; in the preceding week the deaths from bronchitis were 120, and from 
pneumonia 77. 

Phthisis proved fatal to 191 persons; and 65 deaths were caused by heart 
disease. 

The deaths of 9 children and 2 adults from syphilis, of 5 children from burns 
or scalds, of 7 infants and one adult from suffocation, of 2 persons who committed 
suicide, and of 4 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets 
were registered. 

A lighterman, aged 28 years, died on 25th October, at 7 Devonshire-street, 
Newington, having been “ poisoned by eating mushrooms.” (Inquest.) 
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An engineer, aged 58 years, died on 27th October, at 5 Cobham-row, Clerken- 


well, of ‘softening of brain from sunstroke (3 months).” , 

The widow of a breeches-maker, died on 24th October, in the workhouse, 
St. Margaret Westminster, at the age (as stated) of 100 years. ‘The medical 
officer reports, that “ she enjoyed good health up to a recent period ; she left two 
« sons and three daughters, and a host of erandchildren and great grandchildren ; 
“ her eldest son is 73, and her eldest daughter 75 years old.” 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan Companies during the month of 
October contained (according to Professor Frankland’s analysis) in 100,000 tons, 
foreign solid matters amounting to 29 tons in the Chelsea water, 26 in the West 
Middlesex, 34 in the Southwark and Vauxhall, 30 in the Grand Junction, 31 in 
the Lambeth, 26 in the New River, 24 in the East London, and 40 in the Kent. 
100,000 tons of the Chelsea water contained 22 tons, the West Middlesex 19 tons, 
the Southwark and Vauxhall 20 tons, the Grand Junction 21 tons, the Lambeth 
21 tons, the New River 21 tons, the Hast London 19 tons, and the Kent 27 
tons of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other soap-destroying 
ingredients. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29'920in. ‘he barometrical reading increased from 29°42 in. at 
ihe beginning of the week to 30°24in, on Wednesday, 28th October. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 46:8", which is 073° below the average 
of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 59°3° on Saturday, 31st October. The lowest night temperature 
was 34°8° on Wednesday, 28th October. The entire range of temperature in the 
week was, therefore, 24°5°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water 
of the ‘Chames was 47°6°; that of the lowest was 45°7°. ‘The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 3°7°. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 87, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 1:06in. ‘The general direction of the wind 
was W.S.W. According to returns furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the river 
Thames at Crossness was 216,184 cubic metres, and at Barking 123,385 cubic 
metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 





Royal Colleye of Chemistry, 
Sir, 30th October 1868. 

I have the honour to submit to you in the following ‘Table the results of 
the chemical examination of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the 
month of October. For the purpose of comparison I append also the results yielded 
by Loch Katrine water, as supplied to Glasgow, and by the waters supplied “to the 
towns of Lancaster, Manchester, Leicester, Preston, and Worthing, when submitted 
to the same analytical processes. | 

The water delivered by the companies drawing their supplies from the ‘Thames 
has suddenly changed from its summer to its winter condition. The inorganic 
remains of sewage and manure retained in the pores of the soil during the late long 
drought are now being washed into the river. On 10th September the previous 
sewage contamination of Thames water as delivered in London averaged only 
604 parts, whilst on 9th October it amounted in the mean to 2548 parts in 100,000 
of water. ‘The unoxidized impurities of the river have also undergone a marked 
increase during the same period. 

_ Drawing its supply from the same source as the other Thames companies, the 
Southwark and Vauxhall Company has, on each occasion when the sample was

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the Thames at Battersea into the companies reservoirs would cause the excess of 
the impurities which I have observed, and consequently the matter ought to be 
investigated without delay. . 

The river Lee had not on the 9th instant experienced a corresponding change 
in quality. ‘The waters delivered by the New River and East London companies, 
who draw from this river, still preserved their summer degree of purity. 

The Southwark Company’s water was very turbid, and that of the East London 
Company slightly so ; the rest of the samples were perfectly bright and transparent 
when drawn from the companies’ mains. 

The excessively high temperature which prevailed in the river waters during 
the summer had experienced an average fall of 6° C. on the 10th instant.

The numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 all relate to 100,000 parts of 
the waters. ‘The ‘Table is to be read thus: the Chelsea Company’s water col- 
lected on the 9th October at the Horse Guards cab-rank had a temperature of 
12°7° C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 29° 2 lbs. of solid impurity ; the organic matter, 
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constituting a portion of this impurity, contained +213 Ib. of carbon and +040 lb. of 
nitrogen. ‘This solid impurity also contained *337 1b. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, besides *0021b. of ammonia, whilst the total amount of 
combined nitrogen in every form was -379 lb. The above quantity of water supplied 
by the Chelsea Company had been, after its descent to the earth as rain, con- 
taminated with sewage or manure matter equivalent to 3070 lbs. of average filtered 
London sewage. By gradual oxidation, partly in the pores of the soil, partly in 
the Thames and its tributaries, and partly in the reservoirs, filters, and conduits 
of the company, this sewage contamination had been converted into innocuous 
inorganic compounds before its delivery to consumers. Finally, 100,000 lbs. of 
the Chelsea Company’s water contained 21°6 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an 
equivalent quantity of other soap-destroying ingredients.

IN rue WEEK that ended on Saturday, 7th November, 4251 urerus, and 2977 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpow and in T'urereen other rarae Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 27 in 
Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin; 16 in Bristol, 2] in Birmingham, 25 in Liverpocl, 
25 in Manchester, 29 in Salford, 22 in Sheffield, 31 in Bradford, 27 in Leeds, 25 
in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. 

In Lonpon the srerus of 1063 boys.and 1082 girls, in all 2145 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2146, 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1387. It was the 
forty-fifth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1421. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 34 than the estimated amount, and are less by 134 than the 
number recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 345, the corrected average number being 
348. Thirty-two deaths from measles, 119 from scarlatina, 8 trom diphtheria, 
28 from whooping-cough, 54 from fever, and 19 from diarrhea were registered, 
Only one death occurred from small-pox. 

The wife of a silk weaver, aged 53 years, died on 26th October at 23 Sheep- 
Jane, Hackney, “ of choleraic diarrhea.” 

The mortality from searlatina exhibits no sign of abatement. In the week 


which ended 19th September 74 deaths were recorded, and in the seven following 


weeks the numbers were 101, 99, 109, 124, 105, 109, 119. Of the total 119 deaths 
registered last week, 72 were those of children under five years of age, 40 of 
children above 5 and under 15 years of age, and 7 of persons aged 15 years 
and upwards. ‘Ten cases were registered in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 
3 in the sub-district of Chelsea South, 3 in the sub-district of Chelsea North- 
west, 3 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-east, 4 in the sub-district of Belgrave, 
3 in the sub-district of St. John Westminster, 3 in the sub-district of Regent’s 
Park, 4 in the sub-district of Kentish Town, 3 in the sub-district of St. Giles 
North, 4 in the sub-district of St. Andrew Eastern Holborn, 8 in the sub-district 
of St. James Clerkenwell, 3 in the sub-district of St. Leonard Shoreditch, 3 in 
the sub-district of the Green Bethnal-green, 6 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old. 
Town East, 3 in the sub-district of Kennington first part, and 8 in the sub-district 
of Kennington second part. 

One hundred and seventy-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 163 from bronehitis,. 
and 88 from pneumonia. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 126 persons, and 61 
persons died from diseases of the organs of circulation. 

The deaths of 3 persons from intemperance, of 2 persons from delirium tremens, 
of 4 infants and one adult from syphilis, of 5 children from burns or scaids, of 
2 persons from drowning, of 7 infants from suffocation, of 5 persons who committed 
suicide, and of 8 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, 
were registered. 

A tailoress, aged 52 years, was found dead in her cell at the House of Correc- 
tion, Westminster, on 29th October ; her death was caused by “syncope from 
destitution.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 


-week was 29°75! in. The~ barometrical reading decreased from 30°08 in. at

of 
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the beginning of the week to 29°44 in, on Wednesday, 4th November. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 43°9°, which is 2°0° below the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 57°1° on Sunday, Ist November. ‘The lowest night temperature 
was 26°1° on Friday, 6th November. The entire range of temperature in the 
week was, therefore, 31°0°. During the first four days of the week the tempera- 
ture was above the average, and during the last three days much below the average. 
The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 47°8°; 
that of the lowest was £5°0°. The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and air temperature was 4°7°. The mean degree of humidity of 
the air was 83, complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to 
the amount of 0°18 in. The general direction of the wind was $.W., W.S.W., N. 
Violent gales prevailed on Tuesday, 3d November, and Wednesday, 4th November ; 
the greatest pressure of the wind on the square foot was 30°0 tbs. At Liverpool, 
on Tuesday, the maximum pressure of the wind was 49 lbs. on the square foot. 
The rain-fall at Manchester on Tuesday, 3d November, amounted to 0°92 in., and 
at Eccles to 0°60 in. 

According to returns furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at 
Crossness, was 180,256 cubic metres, and at Barking 104,560 cubic metres, equivalent 
to about as many tons by weight. 


The Rugistrar GENERAL has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon WatER CoMPANIES, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
Ocroser 1868: thus, according to their account, 98,461,117 gallons or 447,354 cubic metres 
of water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily; or 977 
litres, rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 143 litres (= 31°5 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use: 
applying this proportion to the total quantity supplied in the month of October, it may be estimated 
that about 80,919,455 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 25°9 gallons 
per day for each inhabitant. his proportion no doubt varies from month to month, but the 
Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

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Meteorological Observations. 
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IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 14th November, 4665 srrrus, and 3283 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tarrreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 29 in 
Edinburgh, and 27 in Dublin ; 22 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 31 in Liverpool, 
29 in Manchester, 35 in Salford, 27 in Sheffield, 22 in Bradford, 33 in Leeds, 25 
in Hull, 21 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 33 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
26 per 1000 during the week ending the 7th inst., and in Berlin 27 per 1000 during 
the seven days ending the 12th inst. 

Small-pox continues fatally prevalent in Sheffield ; in the seven past weeks of 
the current quarter no less than 81 deaths have been referred to this disease 
within the borough, of which 15 occurred last week. In the previous 13 weeks 
ending 26th September the number of fatal cases had been 132. ‘The proportion 
of deaths resulting from diseases of a zymotic character has during the past few 
weeks been excessive in Manchester, Liverpool, and Leeds. Scarlatina has been 
prevalent in Dublin, as well as in several of the English towns. 

In Lonpon the srrtus of 1143 boys and 1137 girls, in all 2280 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2110. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1506. It was the 
forty-sixth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1564. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 58 than the estimated amount, but exceed by 119 the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 345, the corrected average number being 
364. Eight deaths from small-pox, 38 from measles, 116 from scarlatina, 8 from diph- 
theria, 27 from whooping-cough, 58 from fever, and 14 from diarrhoea were registered. 

During the last eight weeks 882 deaths from searlatina have been recorded in 
the Metropolis. Three cases were registered last week in the sub-district of 
St. Mary Paddington, 11 in the sub-district of Kensington Town, 8 in the sub- 
district of St. Paul Hammersmith, 2 in the sub-district of Fulham, 4 in the sub- 
district of Chelsea South, 6 in the sub-district of Chelsca North-west, 2 in the 
sub-district of Golden-squafe, 2 in the sub-district of St. Giles North, 2 in the 
sub-district of St. Clement Danes, 2 in the sub-district of St. Andrew Eastern 
Holborn, 2 in the sub-district of Saffron-hill Holborn, 4 in the sub-district of 
Hoxton Old Town, 3 in the sub-district of Haggerstone West, 2 in the Town 
sub-district of Bethnal-green, 6 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town Kast, 
3 in the sub-district of Bow, 5 in the sub-district of St. Paul Deptford, and 2 in 
the sub-district of West Plumstead. 

The mean temperature of the air decreased from 49°8° on 4th November, to 
33°4° on 5th November, and it was not until 11th November that the mean 
reading 42°4° was observed ; the cold wave of the atmosphere destroyed many lives. 

The deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous system in the week which 


ended 7th November were 126, last week the number was 154; the deaths from 


diseases of the organs of circulation increased from 61 to 83, and the deaths from 
diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive of phthisis) increased from 287 to 317. 
One hundred and sixty-five deaths from phthisis, 166 from bronchitis, and 109 


from pneumonia were recorded last week. 


The deaths of 2 persons from delirium tremens, of 7 infants and one adult from 


. syphilis, of 2 children and 5 adults from burns or scalds, of 5 infants and one 


adult from suffocation, of 9 persons who committed suicide, and of 10 persons who 
were killed by horses or carriages in the streets were registered.

‘The mean temperature of the air in the week was 40°7°, which is 3°4° 
below the average of the same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
The highest day temperature was 47°4° on Wednesday, 11th November. The 
lowest night temperature was 28°4° on Sunday, 8th November. The entire range 
of temperature in the week was, therefore, 19°0°. The mean of the highest 
temperatures of the water of the Thames was 43°6° ; that of the lowest was 42:2°. 
The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 
4°3°, The mean degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°06 in. The general 
direction of the wind was N.N.E. According to returns furnished by the engi- 
neer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage 
pumped into the river Thames at Crossness was 192,182 cubic metres, and at 
Barking 110,900 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

The rate in Vienna was 
22 per 1000 during the week ending the 14th inst., and in Berlin 33 per 1000 
during the seven days ending the 19th instant. 

In Lonpon the sirtus of 1083 boys and 1075 girls, in all 2158 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2126. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1507. It was the 
forty-seventh week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for ‘increase of population, 1632. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 125 than the estimated amount. 

The deaths from zymotie diseases were 311, the corrected average number being 
371. ‘Three deaths from small-pox, 12 from measles, 118 from scarlatina, 15 from 
diphtheria, 31 from whooping-cough, 55 from fever, and 9 from diarrhoea were: 
registered. ” 

During the last thirteen weeks only 58 deaths have been recorded from small- 
pox in an estimated population of more than three millions, this favourable result: 
may be attributed to successful vaccination. In some of the large towns small-pox 
has been very fatal, and the authorities should lose no time in carrying out those: 
measures which will check the progress of the disease. 

Eleven deaths from scarlatina were recorded last week in the sub-district of 
Kensington Town, 7 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-west, 4 in the sub-. 
district of Chelsea North-east, 5 in the sub-district of St. Margaret Westminster, 
3 in the sub-district of Hackney, 4 in the sub-district of St. Giles South, 2 in the 
sub-district of Whitecross-street, 2 in the sub-district of St. Botolph, 2 in the 
sub-district of Hoxton Old Town, 2 in the Green sub-district of Bethnal-green, 
2 in the sub-district of St. Paul, St. George-in-the-East, 2 in the sub-district of 
Shadwell, 5 in the sub-district of Ratcliff, 2 in the sub-district of Limehouse, 4 in 
the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town West, 2 in the sub-district of St. James 
Bermondsey, 2 in the sub-district of Kennington second part, 2 in the sub-district 
of Camberwell, and 2 in the sub-district of Sydenham. 

One hundred and sixty-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 223 from bronchitis,. 
and 112 from pneumonia. In the preceding week the deaths from phthisis were 
165, from bronchitis 166, and from pneumonia 109. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 154 persons, and 91 
persons died from diseases of the organs of circulation. 

Lhe deaths of 2 persons from intemperance, of 3 persons from delirium tremens, 
of 4 infants frem syphilis, of 4 children and 2 adults from burns or scalds, of 
of 3 infants and one adult from suffocation, of 3 persons who committed suicide, and 
of 3 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets were registered, 

A coffee-house keeper, aged 53 years, died on 15th November at 100 Great 
Cambridge-street, Shoreditch, of “delirium tremens from drinking, laryngitis 
from smoking,”

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the © 
week was 80°049 in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30°21 in. on 
Thursday, 19th November, to 29°47 in. at the end of the week. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 39°8°, which is 2°3° below the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). ‘The highest day 
temperature was +9°4° on Saturday, 21st November. ‘The lowest night temperature 
was 29°0° on Friday, 20th November. The entire range of temperature in the 
week was, therefore, 20°4°. The mean of the highest temperatures of the water 
of the Thames was 42°2°; that of the lowest was 1°1°. The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 4°6°. ‘The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
Rain fell to the amount of O0°'O04in. ‘The general direction of the wind was N.E. 
According to returns furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at 
Crossness, was 140,966 cubic metres, and at Barking 117,544 cubic metres, equivalent 
to about as many tons by weight.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 23th November, 4534 BIRTHS, and 3488 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tuirrenn other Larce Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 26 per 1000 in London, 34 in 
Edinburgh, and 24 in Dublin ; 23 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 31 in Liverpool, 
34 in Manchester, 32 in Salford, 29 in Sheffield, 32 in Bradford, 36 in Leeds, 31 
in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 35 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
29 per 1000 during the week ending the 21st inst., and in Berlin 31 per 1000 during 
the seven days ending the 26th inst. 

Small-pox continues fatally prevalent in Sheffield, and 12 deaths were referred 
to this disease during last week within that borough, making a total of 102 deaths 
from this cause in the nine weeks of the current quarter ending last Saturday, in 
addition to 132 recorded in the previous thirteen weeks ending 26th September. 
The deaths from small-pox in London during the past nine weeks have not 
exceeded 43 in a population more than thirteen times as large as that of Sheffield. 

In Lonpon the sirtus of 1117 boys and 10365 girls, in all 2152 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2093. ' 

The puatus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1561. It was the 
forty-eighth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1646. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 85 than the estimated amount, but exceed by 54 the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 341, the corrected average number being 
375. Three deaths from small-pox, 39 from measles, 99 from scarlatina, 13 from 
diphtheria, 80 from whooping-cough, 59 from fever, and 12 from diarrhea were 
registered. 

Lhe mortality from scarlatina exhibits a slight decrease when compared with 
the numbers recorded in seven preceding weeks. 

The registrar of St. George-the-Martyr Holborn remarks, “There are a great 
“ many children ill of fever in Eagle-street ; the houses are very thickly inhabited, 
“and are generally dirty, and defective in drainage and sanitary arrangements.” 

One hundred and ninety-two deaths occurred from phthisis, 217 from bronchitis, 
and 110 from pneumonia. In the preceding week the deaths from phthisis were 
166, from bronchitis 223, and from pneumonia 112. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 160 persons, and 71 
persons died from diseases of the organs of circulation. 

A labourer, aged 63 years, died on 21st November in the Workhouse, Green- 
wich, from ‘ destitution.” 

The deaths of 4 persons from alcoholism, of 12 infants and one adult from 
syphilis, of 7 children and 2 adults from burns or scalds, of 5 persons from 
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drowning, of 3 infants and 2 adults from suffocation, of 5 persons who committed 
suicide, and of 8 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets were 
registered. 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan Companies during the month of 
November contained (according to Professor Frankland’s analysis) in 100,000 tons, 
foreign solid matters amounting to 31 tons in the Chelsea water, 30 in the West 
Middlesex, 31 in the Southwark and Vauxhall, 31 in the Grand Junction, 82 in 
the Lambeth, 30 in the New River, 32 in the East London, and 42 in the Kent. 
100,000 tons of the Chelsea water contained 24 tons, the West Middlesex 25 tons, 
the Southwark and Vauxhall 24 tons, the Grand Junction 25 tons, the Lambeth 
25 tons, the New River 23 tons, the East London 24 tons, and the Kent 31 
tons of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other soap-destroying 
ingredients. Professor Frankland states, that “the determination of chlorine in 
‘‘ the London waters is of great importance in regard to the position of the Com- 
“ panies reservoirs below high-water-mark on the banks of a tidal river.” The 
amount of chlorine was least in the New River water. ‘The water of the Com- 
panies drawing their supply from the Thames contained more, and the greatest 
amount was obtained from the Kent water. Professor Frankland remarks: “ The 
“* Southwark Company’s water, which was exceptionally contaminated during the 
‘* months of August, September, and October, has now returned to its normal 
“ condition. It does not now differ in any marked degree from the water of the 
“ other Companies drawing their supplies from the Thames.” 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°51Gin. ‘The barometrical reading increased from 28:94 in. on 
Sunday, 22d November, to 29°83 in. on Friday, 27th November. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 42-5°, which is 1°5° above the average 
of the same weck in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 53°0° on Sunday, 22d, and Monday, 23d November. The 
lowest night temperature was 32°0° on Wednesday, 25th November. The entire 
range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 21°0°. On Friday, 27th No- 
vember, the range of temperature during the day amounted to 3° only, and on 
Saturday, 28th November, to 3°9° only. The mean of the highest temperatures 
of the water of the Thames was 43°4°; that of the lowest was 41°9°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 
2°2°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 92, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°88in. The general 
direction of the wind was variable. A violent gale occurred on Sunday, 22d No- 
vember, the greatest pressure of the wind on the square foot was 30lbs., and the 
horizontal movement of the air was at the mean rate of 27 miles per hour through- 
out the day. According to returns furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage pumped into the river 
Thames at Crossness was 222,425 cubic metres, and at Barking 130,247 cubic 
metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight.

The annual rate-of mortality last week was 28 per 1000 in London, 32 in 
Edinburgh, and 28 in Dublin ; 22 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 
32 in Manchester, 39 in Salford, 27 in Sheffield, 38 in Bradford, 38 in Leeds, 23 
in Hull, 32 in Neweastle-upon-Tyne, and 39 in Glasgow. The death-rate in Berlin 
was 35 per 1000 during the seven days ending the 3d instant. 

The fatal prevalence of small-pox in Sheffield shows no decline. During last 
week 17 more deaths were recorded from this disease within the borough, making 
a total of 251 that have occurred since the beginning of July last. Of the 17 last 
week, 10 were certified as of unvaccinated persons, and’ it was not stated with. 
regard to the other 7 cases whether vaccination had’ or had not been performed. 
Small-pox has also recently prevailed in Hull, and in the Myton. sub-district 
4 deaths resulted therefrom last week, all unvaccinated cases. The mortality from: 
searlatina in Manchester and Salford, and from typhus in Liverpool, showed but 
a slight decline upon recent weeks. ‘Fhe excess of deaths in Leeds is in a great 
measure due to an epidemic of measles, 

In Lonpon the pirerus of 1136. boys and 1035 girls, in all 2171 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the- 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2067, 

The pEaTHs registered in Lonpon during the week were 1672. It was the- 
forty-ninth week of the year: and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with @ correction for increase of population, 1593. ‘Fhe deaths in the present: 
return exceed by 79 the estimated amount, and exceed by 111 the number recorded. 
in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotie diseases were 338, the corrected average number being 
360. Hight deaths from small-pox, 31 from measles, 107 from scarlatina, 9 from. 
diphtheria, 46 from whooping-cough, 59 from fever, and 11 from diarrhoea were: 
registered. 

Four deaths from scarlatina were recorded in the sub-district of Kensington, 
Town, 4 in the sub-district of Fulham, 2 in the sub-district of Chelsea 
North-east, 4 in the sub-district of Belgrave, 2 in the sub-district of St. James’- 
square, 2 in the sub-district of St. Mary, and 2 in the sub-district of St. John 
Marylebone, 8 in the sub-district of Somers Town, 6 in the sub-district of 
Hackney, 2 in the sub-district of St. George Bloomsbury, 3 in the sub-district 
of St. Andrew Eastern Holborn, 2 in the sub-district of Cripplegate, 2 in the 
sub-district of Hoxton Old Town, 4 in the Town sub-district of Bethnal-green, 
3 in the sub district of Limehouse, 4 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town 
West, 4 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town East, and 3 in the sub-district 
of Battersea. 

One hundred and eighty-seven deaths occurred from phthisis, 270 from bronchitis, 
and 121 from pneumonia. In the preceding week the deaths from phthisis were» 
192, from bronchitis 217, and from pneumonia 119. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system. proved fatal to 180. persons, and 92 
persons died from diseases of the organs of circulation. 

The deaths of 8 infants and one adult from syphilis, of 3 children from burns. 
or scalds, of 2 persons from drowning, of 8 infants from sufiocation, of 6 persons 
who committed suicide, and of 2 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in

AOS Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°546in. ‘The barometrical reading decreased from 29°86 in. on 
Sunday, 29th November, to 29°2] in. on Saturday, oth December. The mean 
temperature of the air in the week was 45°6°, which is 3°5° above the average of 
the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The highest day 
temperature was 57°4° on Saturday, 5th December. The lowest night temperature 
was 380°3° on Sunday, 29th November. The entire range of temperature in the 
week was, therefore, 26°5°. ‘The mean of the highest temperatures of the water 
of the Thames was 43°5°; that of the lowest was 42°1°. The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 2°4°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 91, complete saturation being represented by 100. 
Rain fell to the amount of O°3Lin. The general direction of the wind was S.S.E. 
and $.W. A violent gale commenced at Il v.m. on Saturday, 5th December, the 
greatest pressure of the wind on the square foot was 80lbs. According to returns 
furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average 
quantity of sewage pumped into the River Thames at Crossness, was 189,408 | 
cubic metres, and at Barking 110,022 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many 
tons by weight. 


The Recistrar Genera has to acknowledge the courtesy of the Lonpon Water Companizs, 
who have furnished him with the average daily quantity of Water supplied for the month of 
November 1868: thus, according to their account, 95,500,188 gallons or 433,901 cubic metres 
of water (equal to about as many tuns by measure, tons by weight) were supplied daily ; or 946 
fitres, rather less than a ton by weight, to each house, and 139 litres (= 30°5 gallons) to each person. 

According to returns of the London Water Companies made to the Select Committee on East 
London Water Bills (Session 1867), it is estimated that on an average, during the year 1866, about 
80 per cent. of the total average daily supply of water for all purposes was for domestic use : applying 
this proportion to the total quantity supplied daily in the month of November, it may be estimated 
that about 78,486,054 gallons were probably used for domestic purposes, or about 25°) gallons 
per day for each inhabitant. This proportion no doubt varies from month to month, but the 
Registrar General has no means of giving a more exact estimate.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 19th December, 4660 birtus, and 3350 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpoy and in, ‘Tairtemy other LAncE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 26 per 1000 in London, 34 in 
Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin; 23 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 27 in Liverpool, 
33.in Manchester, 29 in Salford, 24 in Sheffield, 33 in Bradford, 33 in Leeds, 24 
in Hull, 29-in Neweastle-upon-Tyne, and 82in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
30:per 1000 during the week ending the 12th inst., and in Berlin 35 per 1000 during 
the seven days ending the 17th instant. 

Active measures have at last been taken to secure a more general adoption of 
vaccination in Sheffield, they are, however, too recent to have yet considerably 
affected the mortality from small-pox in that town; during the fortnight ending 
last Saturday 17 more fatal cases of this disease were then recorded, raising the 
total deaths from this cause since Ist July to 268. Scarlatina, and fever, principally 
of the typhus and typhoid type, are still fatally prevalent in Manchester, and 
typhoid fever in Leeds. The typhus epidemic in Liverpool has declined in the 
two past weeks. In Hull several fatal unvaccinated. cases of small-pox were 
reported last week. 

In Lonpon the prrtus of 1093 boys and 1118 girls, in all 2206 children, were 

registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2086, 
: The pEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1568. It was the 
fifty-first week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1547. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 11 the estimated amount, and are more by 72 than the number 
recorded in the preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 382, the corrected average number being 
354, Five deaths from small-pox, 33 from measles, 100 from scarlatina, 17 from 
diphtheria, 30 from whooping-cough, 61 frem typhus, and 11 from diarrhea were 
registered. "i 

The son of a varnish-maker, aged 7 months, died on 16th December at 1 Albion- 


road, Stoke Newington, of “choleraic diarrhoea.” 


Four deaths from scarlatina were recorded in the sub-district of Fulham, 3-in 


the sub-district of Chelsea South, 4 in the sub-district of Chelsea North-west, 4 in 


the sub-district of Belgrave, 4 im the sub-district of St. Andrew Eastern (Hol- 
born), 5 in the sub-district of Hoxton New Town, 3 in the Church sub-district of 
Bethnal-green, 5 in the sub-district of Mile-end Old Town L[astern, 4 in the 
sub-district of Bow, 4 in the sub-district of Peckham, and 3 in the sub-district 
of St, Paul Deptford. 

One hundred and sixty-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 190 from bronchitis, 
and 117 from pneumonia. ‘The corrected average number of deaths from phthisis 
is 171, from bronchitis 205, and from pneumonia 103.

Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 194 persons, and 78 
persons died from diseases of the organs of circulation. 

A willow cutter, aged 51 years, died on 10th November at 5 Turville-buildings, 
Hackney-road sub-district of Bethnal-green, from “ effusion in cavities of chest 
and at base of brain through want and privation.” Post mort. 

The deaths of 7 children and one adult from syphilis, of 5 children and 2 adults 
from burns or scalds, of 7 persons from drowning, of 11 children from suffocation, 
of 7 persons who committed suicide, of 2 children who were murdered, and of 
6 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets were registered. 
One death was recorded as caused by intemperance. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°472in. The highest barometrical reading during the week was 
29°75 in. at noon on Thursday, 17th December; and the lowest was 29°15 in. 
at 9 p.m. on Tuesday, 15th December. ‘The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 47'5°, which is 7°5° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 54°8° on Tuesday, 
15th December. ‘The lowest night temperature was 36°7° on Saturday, 19th De- 
cember. ‘The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 18°1°. 
The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 46°6° ; 
that of the lowest was 44°6°. The difference between the mean dew-point tempe- 
rature and air temperature was 2°9°. The mean degree of humidity of the air 
was 90, complete saturation being represented by 100. On Sunday the I3th De- 
cember the humidity was as much as 97. Rain fell on six days of the week to the 
amount of 0°92in. The greatest pressure of the wind was 19°2 lbs. on the square 
foot on Wednesday, 16th December. This rainy and stormy week was marked by 
variable winds blowing from the south-west and south-east at the average rate of 
16 miles an hour, and on two whole days at the rate of 23 miles an hour. The 
rain-fall of the year down to Saturday, 19th December, amounted to 22°3 inches, 
only 1°9 inches short of the average of the annual rain-fall of the twenty-eight 
years 1840-67 (24°2 inches) at Greenwich. The deficiencies of the summer are 
thus almost made up. At Liverpool at 11 p.m. on Wednesday, 16th December, the 
pressure of the wind was 388 lbs. on the square foot; and at the same place at 
1°20 4.m. on Thursday, 17th December, the pressure of the wind was 42 lbs. on 
the square foot. Ozone was shown on every day of the week. According to 
returns furnished by the engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily 
average quantity of sewage pumped into the. River Thames at Crossness, was 
216,788 cubic metres, and at Barking 158,611 cubic metres, equivalent to about 
as many tons by weight.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
28th December 1868. 


In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 26th December, 3680 Birrus, and 2970 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in Tarrrgeen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, and 29 
in Edinburgh ; 19 in Bristol, 18 in Birmingham, 26 in Liverpool, 30 in Manchester, 
32 in Salford, 24 in Sheffield, 21 in Bradford, 33 in Leeds, 26 in Hull, 35 in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 34 in Glasgow. ‘The rate in Vienna was 27 per 1000 
during the week ending the 19th inst. 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 808 boys and 856 girls, in all 1664 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 1893. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1262. It was the 
fifty-second week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1596. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 261, the corrected average number being 
359. Six deaths from small-pox, 17 from measles, 67 from scarlatina, 8 from 
diphtheria, 33 from whooping-cough, 54 from typhus, and 10 from diarrhea were 


registered. 


One hundred and thirty-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 147 from bronchitis, 
and 82 from pneumonia. The corrected average number of deaths from phthisis 
is 168, from bronchitis 217, and from pneumonia 103. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 135 persons, and 66 
persons died from diseases of the organs of circulation. 

The deaths of 6 children from syphilis, of 5 children and 2 adults from burns 
or scalds, of 6 persons from drowning, of 7 children from suffocation, of 3 persons 
who committed suicide, and of 4 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in 
the streets were registered. Two deaths were caused by delirium tremens, and 
one by intemperance. 

The waters supplied by the Metropolitan Companies during the month of 
December contained (according to Professor Frankland’s analysis) in 100,000 tons, 
foreign solid matters amounting to 33 tons in the Chelsea water, 83 in the West 
Middlesex, 32 in the Southwark and Vauxhall, 34 in the Grand Junction, 32 in 
the Lambeth, 32 in the New River, 32 in the East London, and 42 in the Keng. 
100,000 tons of the Chelsea water contained 23 tons, the West Middlesex 24 tons, 
the Southwark and Vauxhall 23 tons, the Grand Junction 24 tons, the Lambeth 
22 tons, the New River 25 tons, the East London 25 tons, and the Kent 30 
tons of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other soap-destroying 
ingredients. Professor Frankland states, that “ the water of the Lambeth Com- 
“ pany was turbid and milky, that of the Southwark Company slightly turbid ; 
*‘ the samples drawn from the mains of the New River, East London, and Kent 
“ Companies contained traces of suspended matter, whilst the waters supplied by 
“ the Chelsea, West Middlesex, and Grand Junction Companies were perfectly 
“ clear and transparent.”

26th December, amounted to 23°8 in., only 0:4 in. short of the average of the 
annual rain-fall of the 28 years, 1840-67 (24°2in.), at Greenwich. The general 
direction of the wind was south-west by west south-west. On Thursday, 
24th December, the greatest pressure of the wind on the square foot recorded was 
30 lbs., and the horizontal movement of the air was at the mean rate of 22 miles 
per hour on Thursday and Saturday. According to returns furnished by the 
engineer of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the daily average quantity of sewage 
pumped into the riyer Thames at Crossness was 253,993 cubic metres, and at 
Barking 153,650 cubic metres, equivalent to about as many tons by weight. 





THE DIFFERENT Forms or Fever In ENGLAND. 


A ComMirTEE appointed by The Royat Cotiecr or Puysrctans or Lonpox 
have prepared a NomENcLATURE oF DisnasEs suitable to England, and to all 
countries where the English language is in common use. 

This nomenclature recognises the following forms of common fever : (1) typhus 
fever, (2) enteric fever, (3) relapsing fever, and (4) simple continued fever. 
Neither cerebro-spinal fever nor plague need be referred to, as they do not prevail 
here ; nor febricula as it is never fatal. 

The majority of the fatal fever cases in England may probably be designated either 
as typhus or as enteric fever, The two forms are thus defined by the Committee : 

Typhus fever.—A continued fever, characterised by great prostration, and a 
general dusky mottled rash, without specific lesion of the bowels. 

Enteric fever—Synomym, typhoid fever (or typhia). A continued fever, 
characterised by the presence of rose-coloured spots, chiefly on the abdomen, and a 
tendency to diarrhoea, with specific lesion of the bowels. Enteric fever occurring 
in the child is often named infantile remittent fever. 

Medical practitioners are requested to use these names, to enable the Registrar 
General to distinguish the several forms of fever with precision in the returns of 
the ensuing year.

I have the honour to submit to you in the following Table the results of 
the chemical examination of the waters supplied to the Metropolis during the 
month of December. For the purpose of comparison I append also the results yielded 
by the waters supplied to the towns of Edinburgh, Glasgow, Newcastle, Man- 
chester, Preston, and Lancaster, when submitted to the same analytical processes. 

The water of the Lambeth Company was turbid and milky, that of the Southwark 
Company slightly turbid ; the samples drawn from the mains of the New River, 
East London, and Kent Companies contained traces of suspended matter, whilst the 
waters supplied by the Chelsea, West Middlesex, and Grand Junction Companies 
were perfectly clear and transparent.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN LONDON. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
Ath January 1869. 

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday, 2d January, 5076 Brrtus, and 3429 
DEATHS, were registered in Lonpon and in TuHirreen other LARGE Towns of the 
United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. | 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1000 in London, 30 in 
Edinburgh, and 25 in Dublin; 25 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 
31 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 23 in Sheffield, 27 in Bradford, 84 in Leeds, 21 
in Hull, 32 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 34 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 
29 per 1000 during the week ending the 26th ult., and in Berlin 31 per 1000 during 
the seven days ending the 31st ultimo. 

The measures which have been recently adopted in Sheffield for the purpose of 
securing more general vaccination, do not appear to have yet fayourably influenced 
the mortality from small-pox in that town. During last week no less than 15 
deaths in the borough were referred to this disease, of which 12 were reported to 
be unvaccinated cases. aoe 

In Lonpon the sirtus of 1303 boys and 1202 girls, in all 2505 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1858-67 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, is 2037. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1629. The average 
number is, with a correction for increase of population, 1660, The deaths in the 
present return are less by 31 than the estimated amount. 

The births and deaths are considerably in excess of the numbers recorded in 
the preceding week ; which is probably due to an accumulation of cases not then 
registered on account of the Christmas holidays. 3 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 328, the corrected average number being 
367. Seven deaths from small-pox, 35 from measles, 83 from scarlatina, 10 from 
diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 56 from fever, and 9 from diarrhoea were 
registered. 

One hundred and eighty-eight deaths occurred from phthisis, 196 from bronchitis, 
and 98 from pneumonia. ‘The corrected average number of deaths from phthisis 
is 176, from bronchitis 224, and from pneumonia 108, 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 216 persons, and 92 
persons died from diseases of the organs of circulation, 

The deaths of 3 persons from delirium tremens, of 8 persons from intemperance, 
of 4 infants and 4 adults from syphilis, of 10 children and 3 adults from burns or 
scalds, of 13 persons from drowning, of 10 infants and 5 adults from suffocation, 
of 6 persons who committed suicide, and of 3 persons who were killed by horses or 
carriages in the streets were recorded, 

During the Year 1868 the deaths of 203 persons who were killed by horses or 
vehicles in the streets were registered. Sixty-five children under the age of 10 
_years, 18 young persons from 10 to 15 years of age, and 120 persons, aged 20 years 
and upwards, lost their lives. Seven persons were killed by horses, 12 by omnibuses, 
21 by cabs, 45 by vans or waggons, 7 by drays, 53 by carts, and 58 by vehicles 
not described. ‘The question arises: should heavy waggons and such vehicles be 
driven at their present velocity, often by unskilful drivers in the streets of London ? 
The returns indicate how many human lives this work will cost in the ensuing year.
